Payback Means Gators Are No. 1 


Getting tired of seeing a Florida team play for the 
national title? Well, this season it looks like we're 
going to have two of them ... and it’s the Gators’ turn 

to win it all. 
Why Florida? It’s all about the playmakers. 
Receiver Jabar Gaffney caught 14 touchdown passes last season. Cor- 
nerback Lito Sheppard intercepted six passes, returned one for a score, 
and went the distance twice on punt returns. DE Alex Brown has 20.5 
sacks in the past two seasons. Then, there’s the quarterback position, 
where super sophomore Rex Grossman will get the call. Or, uh, maybe it 
will be super sophomore Brock Berlin. Whatever, either can be really, real- 
ly good ... and Florida has 17 other returning starters from last season's 

SEC title team. 

THE GOOD NEWS: As usual, Florida has a minefield of a sched- 
ule that includes eight bowl teams, but here’s the nugget of good news: 
Tennessee and Florida State must visit Gainesville. The offense isn't a 


question; the focus of the spring was often to find fire in a talented-but- 
inconsistent defense. In particular, the force of new D-line coach Ricky 
Hunley’s personality should spark Brown to his full potential as the best 
edge rusher in college football. 

THE BAD NEWS: Winning the national title sure would be a lot 
easier if DT Gerard Warren (the No. 3 pick in the NFL draft) and OT Keny- 
atta Walker (No.14) had stayed around for their senior seasons. And 
maintaining the delicate balance of having two young, quality QBs is a dif- 
ficult task for any coach, although Spurrier seems to be even more baf- 
fled than most. Can he keep Grossman vs. Berlin from becoming a 
disruption? 

OUR CALL: The Gators are athletic, they’re experienced and they're 
deep — perhaps as deep as any Florida team under Spurrier. Combine all 
that with what should be a big, fat chip on their shoulders from getting 
whomped by rivals Florida State and Miami last season, and this is the year 
Florida delivers the payback and walks away with all the hardware. 


2. MIAMI 


Coker Is Hurricanes’ Biggest Question 


Butch Davis did the heavy lifting at Miami, rebuild- 

ing the ‘Canes in six seasons that could’ve/should’ve 
ended in the national title game. And, now, it’s all Larry Coker's baby. Davis 
bailed in late January for the Cleveland Browns, and Coker was pro- 
moted from within to his first head coaching job since Clarmore (Okla.) 
High in the late 1970s. OK, Larry, show us what you've got. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Blossoming QB Ken Dorsey knows what to do 
with all the time he gets from a marvelous offensive line with bookend 
tackles Bryant McKinnie and Joaquin Gonzalez. Not much will get past 
the quality secondary. 

THE BAD NEWS: This Larry Coker character ... can he coach? He'll 
be tested by Joe Paterno, Frank Beamer and Bobby Bowden this season 
— all on the road. 

OUR CALL: Talent wins out. If you're good, you’re good, so never 
mind those road games. BCS computers willing, Miami reaches the nation- 


al title game. 
2 Hey, Major Applewhite, we love you ... but this is 
Chris Simms’ team now, and he’s got all the goods 
to finish what Mack Brown has been building toward for the past three 
seasons — a conference championship. Maybe even a national champi- 
onship. Dare we consider an undefeated season? Texas fans dream big, 
and all the elements are in place for the ‘Horns to deliver. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Let us count the bests: The best quarterback 
duo in the nation, the best young receiving corps in the nation, the best 
schedule in the Big 12. This is huge: Texas misses Nebraska and Kansas 
State in league play. 

THE BAD NEWS: The ‘Horns lost 1,000 pounds of pure NFL tal- 
ent — OT Leonard Davis and DTs Casey Hampton and Shaun Rogers. 
The running game is in the hands of a true freshman, albeit a talented one, 
in Cedric Benson. 

OUR CALL: The window of opportunity will never be wider for UT, 
which will atone for last year’s horrific loss to Oklahoma and carry a 
stacked Big 12.

Rebuilt Vols Ready For Power Trip 


OK, consider these guys rebuilt. The Vols are ready 

to make a run at the prize (SEC East), bigger prize 
(SEC title) and biggest prize (national title). An 0-3 SEC start last season 
made it feel like the wheels were coming off, but realistically, it was just 
a young team losing tough games in a tough league. QB Casey Clausen 
and DT John Henderson have turned that worm. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The offensive line, which was almost all new 
last year, is an almost all-veteran crew this year. Yes, there are trips to 
Gainesville and South Bend, but there aren't any other games the Vols won't 
be favored to win. 

THE BAD NEWS: Didn't you read the line above about Gainesville 
and South Bend? The defense needs to reduce the big plays it allows (11 
TDs of longer than 20 yards in 00), and the wideouts need to step up and 
make more big plays. 

OUR CALL: Non-league games against Syracuse and Notre Dame 
give the Vols ample “national pop,” which will allow them to attain and 
sustain a high national ranking even if they aren’t able to emerge from 
The Swamp with a victory. 


5. OKLAHOMA 


Great Expectations Again In Norman 


What will these guys do for an encore? Well, don’t 

look now, but who's to say they can’t keep the Soon- 
er Magic going? Coach Bob Stoops was only kidding (or was he?) when 
he said that the only way to top last year’s 13-0 national championship 
season was to go 14-0 and win a national championship. Hmmm ... he 
then went out and scheduled a potential 14th game for 2001. 

THE GOOD NEWS: This winning thing is very much a habit. Con- 
sider that 13 Orange Bowl starters return to the lineup, and of the nine 
that are gone, only two were NFL draft-worthy. There’s reason to think 
these guys can improve. 

THE BAD NEWS: Well, now that everyone expects them to be 
great, the whole experience changes a great deal. And QB Josh Heupel 
is no longer around to help pull the Sooners out of the fire when 
needed. 

OUR CALL: If they avoid injuries and get just a couple of breaks 
(like last year), there’s no stopping them. Except for Texas, and perhaps 
in Lincoln. 


6. FLORIDA STATE 


In Down Year, Noles Have Loads Of Upside 


Well, here’s your chance to spit on Superman’s 

cape. But we aren't going to do it. We're smarter 
than that. Sure, Bobby Bowden is coaching one of his least-experienced 
teams in more than a decade, but Chief Whatshisname still is gonna 
throw that spear into the turf, and these Seminoles still will run like a sprint 
team, and Florida State will win 10 or more games. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Guys like DT Darnell Dockett, DT Jeff Womble 
and WR Atrews Bell, etc., are superstars-in-waiting. Although this is the 
best chance yet for another team to capture the ACC, Georgia Tech must 
visit Doak Campbell Stadium. 

THE BAD NEWS: Who's going to play QB, and how well? Heis- 
man winners don’t grow on trees (even in Tallahassee), and a dozen 
other starters will be new, too. Florida, Miami and the pesky Bees are 
loaded and have FSU in their sights. 

OUR CALL: If you name a coach who would not jump at the chance 
to trade his team’s talent with Bowden, you're kidding yourself (OK, 
Spurrier might be the exception). 


Z. NEBRASKA 


Still Tough To Keep Up With Big Red 


How's this for different: Lindy’s has been doing 

national player ratings since 1992, and this marks 

the first time a Nebraska running back has not been 
mentioned. Maybe the heir apparent at !-back, Dahrran Diedrick, will 
prove us wrong ... but it looks as if Eric Crouch will have to carry even 
more of the load on a bothersome right shoulder that required offsea- 
son surgery. 

THE GOOD NEWS; All roads lead to Lincoln. Nebraska has eight 
home games, including massive tilts against Notre Dame, Kansas State 
and Oklahoma. Eric Crouch is still one of the best running QBs around, 
and is a tough-guy winner. 

THE BAD NEWS: Other than TE Tracey Wistrom, the Huskers 
lack for proven pass catchers. Will an |-back step up? With question- 
able depth and just 11 returning starters, Nebraska’s margin of error for 
injuries is thinner than usual. 

OUR CALL: Other Big 12 teams have caught up to Big Red, but 
this won't be the year that ends the school’s streak of 32 seasons with 
at least nine wins. 


8. UCLA 


Can Toledo’s Team Be Tough Enough? 


BRUINS OK, we know Bob Toledo can recruit. But if he does- 

n't start winning again — and winning in a big, big 

way — with all of those blue-chippers, there will be some mighty unhap- 

py powder-blue fans in Westwood. UCLA is due for some better luck with 

injuries, and if they are granted it, these talented Bruins will retake con- 
trol of the Pac-10 from the Northwest schools. 

THE GOOD NEWS: No other Pac-10 team can touch UCLA's tal- 
ent, and it’s spread throughout every major position group. And here's a 
schedule edge: The Bruins don’t go to the league’s toughest venues — 
Oregon and Washington. 

THE BAD NEWS: Beyond the intangibles — these guys really 
need to prove they have some cajones — the big issue is quarterback 
play. It's been middlin’ since Cade McNown left. Is Cory Paus a champi- 
onship QB? 

OUR CALL: The Bruins put it all together and get to take the trip 
to Phoenix for the Fiesta Bowl (since UCLA's home field is hosting the nation- 


al title game). 
Gr The window is open. And somebody is home. With 
Florida State less than a sure thing for the first time 
since ... let's see, since George O'Leary was a defensive coordinator, the 
Yellow Jackets are ready to seize their chance. George Godsey needs to 
be all the way back from his knee injury, and the team needs to stay healthy 
enough of course. Say it with us: the ACC title really is within reach. 

THE GOOD NEWS: This looks like the most-talented Georgia Tech 
squad since the 1990 national-championship team. There is good speed 
and great experience on a roster that includes playmakers in every posi- 
tion group. 

THE BAD NEWS: Godsey is the can-do guy who can lead the Yel- 
low Jackets through adversity, but he has a knee that can’t take any more 
adversity. As young and vulnerable as FSU might be, Tech still must win 
in Tallahassee on Sept. 15. 

OUR CALL: They can doit ...they can doit ...they can do it...but 
will they? Almost, but not quite. This could be a two-BCS Bowl season 
for the ACC.

10. OREGON 


Home Cooking Keeps Ducks Fat And Happy 


Since Oregon wins ‘em all at home — the Ducks 

are up to 20 in a row at Autzen Stadium — let's 

count six automatic wins for 2001 (yes, yes, we know beating Oregon 

State isn’t that easy). Add in less-than-strenuous road games at Utah 

State, Arizona, Cal and Washington State, and you're up to 10 victories All 

that’s left to win is a season-defining game at UCLA in mid-November. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Mike Bellotti seems committed to stay in 

Eugene, where he churns out one great offense after another. QB Joey 

Harrington, RB Maurice Morris, WR Keenan Howry form a dynamite trio; 
CB Rashad Bauman is a star. 

THE BAD NEWS: The defense has to be rebuilt with seven new 
starters, and neither line looks particularly strong on paper. There will be 
a new punter, kicker, long-snapper and special teams coordinator. 

OUR CALL: Notas talented overall as UCLA, but the Ducks’ strength 
at home, combined with an easy Pac-10 road slate, gives them a chance 
to win the league. 


11. KANSAS STATE 


Despite Losses, Another Fine Season For 'Cats 


The Kansas State program has reached this kind 

of company: It has finished in the Top 10 in five of 
the past six seasons, matching Nebraska, Florida and Tennessee and 
trailing only Florida State. No matter how big the reloading job is — K- 
State has 11 starters returning, including the punter — the ‘Cats will 
keep knocking on the door of their first Big 12 title. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The linebackers and offensive line are among 
the best in the nation. Lots of hype surrounding the new QB, whoever it 
is — either sophomore Ell Roberson or JC transfer Marc Dunn. 

THE BAD NEWS: Last year's fine defensive line was mostly seniors, 
and only safety Jon McGraw is left standing in the secondary. Overall, 24 
seniors are gone from last season. 

OUR CALL: Can’t count on the Wildcats winning at Nebraska for 
the first time since 1968, so look for a second-place finish in the North 


and a nice bowl. 
Rick Neuheisel has things shaking in Seattle, get- 
ting to the Rose Bowl in only his second season 
with the Huskies. That success, combined with a top-notch recruiting 
class that will become the norm, means Washington is ready to reas- 
sume its place as a full-time Pac-10 monster, just as it was in the early 
‘90s under Don James. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The Huskies have solved their receiver defi- 
ciencies, and now have one of the best units in the conference. Larry 
Tripplett is the kind of DT stud everyone wants; sophomore RB Rich Alex- 
is is ready for stardom. 

THE BAD NEWS: Marques Tuiasosopo isn’t around to save the 
bacon, and UW is likely to go with Cody Pickett (six career pass attempts) 
at QB. He’s working with four new starters on the offensive line. 

OUR CALL: Despite a possible 0-2 start (Michigan, at Miami), the 
Huskies will find their way during the Pac-10 season and be a factor in 
the conference race.

13.MISSISSIPPI STATE 


Balanced Dogs Class Of SEC West 


What's this? The Bulldogs have a good offense to 

go with that pop-you-upside-your-head defense? 

Yes sir, which is why they'll roll to their second SEC 
West title in four years and further establish themselves as the best pro- 
gram in the league’s balanced division. You read that right: Best pro- 
gram, not just best team (shuddup Alabama!). 

THE GOOD NEWS: Amazing as it sounds, State has one of the 
best backfields in the country to go with its annually stout offensive 
line. The Mario Haggan-led defense is young in spots (particularly the 
D-Line), but it looks deeper than last year. 

THE BAD NEWS: Spin controllers note. The defense is young in 
spots (particularly the D-Line), and who knows if it is deeper than last 
year. Remember, a few late injuries rolled the Bulldogs off the edge of the 
table. 

OUR CALL: Wayne Madkin has matured into a QB who leads and 
makes plays ... and don’t worry about the defense. These guys will be 
playing Florida twice this season. 
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14. VIRGINIA TECH 


Y a Vickless In Blacksburg, But Still Tough 


Oh, Michael, we hardly knew ye. Just won't be the 
same without ye. That guy who is taking your place, Grant Noel or some- 
thing like that, says he’s the kind of QB who “can move the chains.” Fine. 
But can he drop back, spin away from two defenders, beat a linebacker 
to the corner, leap over a tackler and leave everyone else in his dust? 
Hmmm ... didn’t think so. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The Hokies defenders are talking about hav- 
ing the best defense in the nation, and they just might be able to back that 
up. Noel, a junior, is unproven, but RB Lee Suggs and WR Andre Davis 
will make his life easier. 

THE BAD NEWS: Other than losing the most exciting player in 
college football, the Hokies need four new offensive linemen. Noel did 
not distinguish himself during spring practice. Could a true freshman win 
the job in the fall? 

OUR CALL: Tech will dominate early with defense, giving the 
offense time to grow for a season-defining final month, including Miami 
at home on Dec. 1. 


15. NORTHWESTERN 


Will Wildcats Get The Breaks Again? 


The Wildcats were living right last season, winning 

games ona Hail Mary, a fumble by Anthony Thomas 

and prevailing in OT after nailing a 46-yard field 
goal into the wind at the end of regulation. That kind of razor-thin mar- 
gin between winning and losing tends to balance out, but Northwestern's 
roll of good fortune continued when Michigan QB Drew Henson bolted 
in the spring. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Ten starters return from Randy Walker's spread 
offense that stunned the Big Ten by scoring 38.5 points per game. RB Damien 
Anderson is the preseason Heisman favorite after a season of 1,914 yards 
and 22 TDs. 

THE BAD NEWS: Five times last season, the Wildcats failed to 
hold opponents under 41 points. If they're not tougher up front — and 
the personnel isn’t great — the standout linebacking crew will have to 
make too many tackles ... again. 

OUR CALL: When Henson left, the Big Ten race was thrown wide 
open. That allows NU to show that offense wins championships, too. 


16. MICHIGAN 


Wolverines Defense Leads The Way 


Forget about these new-fangled Big Ten programs 

that throw, throw, throw. Unlike defending champ 
Purdue and projected champ Northwestern, Michigan will try to earn a 
title the way Bo and Woody did — hand the ball off and play some wicked 
defense. Unexpectedly going from Drew Henson to John Navarre is quite 
achange up, but Lloyd Carr will manage anyway. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Larry Foote, Victor Hobson and Eric Brack- 
ins are as fine as they come at linebacker, and the secondary is full of play- 
makers, too. And, remember, Navarre was quite capable as Henson’s sub 
last season. 

THE BAD NEWS: Even Michigan needs a little time to reload. Not 
only is erstwhile Heisman fave Henson hitting curveballs, but five other 
dearly departed Wolverines — all on offense — were taken among the 
first 43 picks in the draft. 

OUR CALL: Even with only two returning starters on offense, the 
Wolverines will compete for the Big Ten title with the bulk of a defense 
that pitched two shutouts last season. 


17. ALABAMA 


Franchione, Tide On Visionquest 


Dennis Franchione likes to say things like, “this 

team was hungry for direction and a vision.” What- 
ever. But it definitely needed a blueprint for consistency, and that's what 
his whole career has been about. No more rebuilding from the ground 
up for Coach Fran, just coaching. The talent in Tuscaloosa is such that if 
pointed consistently in the right direction it should win 80 percent off 
the time. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Last year is last year. This year is this year. 
Franchione might just be the guy who can convince these guys that last 
year was just a bad dream, and they can pick up where they left off with 
the SEC title of 1999. 

THE BAD NEWS: The too-balanced QB situation continues to be 
distracting, and guys like LB Saleem Rasheed and WR Freddie Milons might 
really be the players they were in 2000 rather than the stars-in-the-mak- 
ing they looked like in ’99. 

OUR CALL: It’s not inconceivable for a team with this experience 
(15 returning starters) and talent to play its way into the Top 10. At least 
they'll come close. 


18. OREGON STATE 


Beavers Build Pac-10 Power In Corvallis 


The day Dennis Erickson was hired was the day 
these little ’ol pipsqueaks were transformed into 
Godzilla. They tossed aside their woeful history and 
devoured Notre Dame in the Fiesta Bow! on their way to an 11-1 season. 
Erickson, in his third season, will continue to stomp foes through an infu- 
sion of junior college transfers and an offense that just won't quit. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Oregon State has players — RB Ken Simon- 
ton, DB Dennis Weathersby, C Chris Gibson and LB James Allen are 
among the best in the nation. As the Fiesta performance showed, confi- 
dence is not an issue. 

THE BAD NEWS: The Beavers lose their top four pass catchers, 
accounting for 149 receptions for 2,644 yards and 20 touchdowns. And 
both defensive ends, including all-conference pick DeLawrence Grant, 
must be replaced. 

OUR CALL: OSU is ready to contend for a bowl every year, and 
sometimes a major one. With a fairly easy non-league slate, 9-2 or bet- 
ter is within reach in 2001. 


19. LSU 


No Complacency On The Bayou 


The last time the Tigers had Top 25 expectations 

(1997), they fell flat to a losing season. But if 
coach Nick Saban is anything, he is the embodiment of maintaining 
what coaches like to call “competitive disposition.” In other words, 
he'll have their competitive disposition by the neck before he lets this 
team become complacent. That could be the difference between a bowl 
and no bowl. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Virtually the entire defense is back (10 return- 
ing starters), and the offense has a great deal of confidence playing with 
emerging QB Rohan Davey. Josh Reed leads one of the nation’s best 
groups of receivers. 

THE BAD NEWS: Davey has been downright brittle, but since 
Josh Booty left early for the NFL, there’s little depth at QB. The special 
teams must improve just to become average. 

OUR CALL: This team can challenge for the SEC West title, but there's 
too little margin for error. Getting a second straight bow! will have to be 
enough. 


20. SOUTH CAROLINA 


Gamecocks No Surprise This Season 


Maybe even more amazing than the Gamecocks’ 

resurgence from the pits to a rout of Ohio State in 

the Outback Bowl is the fact that they are perceived 
of being capable of comparable success in 2001. Believe it — Lou Holtz 
has his fellas believing it, and that’s a big part of it. That, and the fact 
that they have 18 starters back from the eight-win season. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Seven home games make for great opportu- 
nities. There are a few elite players (LB Kalimba Edwards, OT Melvin Paige, 
FB Andrew Pinnock, RB Derek Watson), but mostly these guys just play 
good, tough football. 

THE BAD NEWS: As Holtz puts it, the ante has risen ...which 
essentially means that the downside is greater than a year ago, and there 
will be no sneaking up on anybody. And, realistically, the overall talent still 
is barely average in the SEC. 

OUR CALL: Playing seven teams that were in bowls last season, 
plus Alabama, means another eight wins is probably too much to ask. But 
they'll find a way. 


21. COLORADO STATE 


Rams Again Class Of The MWC 

As if they didn't love coach Sonny Lubick enough 

in Fort Collins, he shrugged off overtures from 

Southern California in the offseason, transforming 
himself from good coach to local legend. Under his watch, the Rams have 
won five conference championships in the past seven seasons (either 
WAC or Mountain West), regardless of the personnel. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Colorado State could have an added dimen- 
sion on offense this season, thanks to option skills of Michigan State 
transfer Bradlee Van Pelt, who battled in the spring with D.J. Busch. The 
receivers are excellent. 

THE BAD NEWS: Running back Cecil Sapp, who had a huge bowl 
game last season, broke his leg in the spring. In three big games — Col- 
orado, UNLV and Louisville — the opponents will be looking to avenge 
losses from last season. 

OUR CALL: CSU is like Oregon from the Pac-10 — the Rams 
always seem greater than the sum of their parts. It’s not wise to start 
going against them now. 


22. NOTRE DAME 


Will Schedule Stifle Irish’s Climb? 

Just in case the Fighting Irish thought they were 

back with the nine-win regular season, Oregon 

State brought them back to earth in the bowl game. 
Whether they can compete with elite speed and talent will be on dis- 
play this season, with games against Nebraska and Tennessee, among 
other toughies. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Coach Bob Davie has the defense playing the 
way he likes (aggressively), and a strong D-Line will really get after foes. 
This is largely a veteran team that should be able to play up from game- 
to-game. 

THE BAD NEWS: Oregon State made this team look like a bunch 
of plodders. And the uncertainty at quarterback (was Matt LoVecchio a 
stop-gap solution or the real thing?) wouldn't seem to lead the Irish to 
the consistency they need. 

OUR CALL: They'll beat a couple of teams they shouldn't, and lose 
to a couple of teams they shouldn't ... and finish 7-4 or so with a trip to 
the Gator Bowl. 


23. CLEMSON

With four All-ACC defenders gone, how is that number going to 
go down? 

OUR CALL: Still have a hard time seeing the defense — even after 
a switch to a 4-2-5 scheme — slowing down the big boys. But it will be 
fun to watch the Tigers try to outscore them.

He played 
quarterback for the Crimson Tide as a freshman then transferred to 
Howard College (now Samford University) in Birmingham. He 
didn't go far for his first assistant coaching job — Howard. 

“The limitless of your mind could possibly see being head 
coach at Howard College one day,” Bowden said. “That's proba- 
bly as far as you could think. Eventually | became head coach 
there. 

“Then it was, ‘Hold it, | might want to move up to a bigger 
range.’ | didn’t know I'd end up at West Virginia and | didn’t 
know I'd end up at Florida State. | always thought I'd end up at 
Alabama or Auburn.” 

Those jobs were taken when Bowden went to ramshackle 
Florida State in 1976. The former women’s teachers 
college had gone through six coaches in the pro- 
gram’s brief 28-year existence to that point. 

“The stadium was 41,000. It looked like an 
erector set,” Bowden said. 

“A lot of times when | first came here, good 
kids wouldn't visit here. When | became the head 
coach, the University of Florida had a television show 
around the state and most of the South. | didn’t even 
have one. We struggled. We finally got in four cities, 
then we got five. Then we got all over the state. It’s 
taken years of building and this is the result.” 

Behold an empire that rules not only Florida 
but also much of college football. 

Son Tommy Bowden is a budding coaching 
star at Clemson. Another son, Terry, was one of the 
winningest coaches in Auburn history — before 
recently becoming an ABC analyst. Jeff Bowden 
replaced Mark Richt during the offseason as Florida State's offen- 
sive coordinator. 

“When he hired me, | was a graduate assistant,” said Richt, 
who finally left the nest after 13 years to become head coach at 
Georgia. “But he gave me the quarterbacks responsibility. | think 
he came to the first meeting and kind of followed me around the 
first practice. 

“After that he never came to another meeting. What better 
way to motivate a man than to give him responsibility.” 

Left to his own, Richt became one of the hottest coaching 
commodities in the country during the 1990s, having helped 
coached two Heisman Trophy winners (Charlie Ward and Chris 
Weinke). 

“Damn, Florida State amazes me year in and year out,” said 
Oregon State coach Dennis Erickson, who coached against Bow- 
den while at Miami. “They get great players and they know what 
they want for their system. You don’t beat them (in recruiting). 
No one beats them in the state of Florida.” 

Because of his charm, Bowden can say almost anything and 
have it come out the folksy musings of a wise old man. Two sea- 
sons ago, star receiver Peter Warrick almost became a sympa- 
thetic figure, thanks to his coach, even after the infamous Dillard's 
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Bobby Bowden thought his career would take him to Alabama or 
Auburn, but after 315 wins in Tallahassee, he is Mr. Seminole.

“If he goes out and gets a good discount, | want to know 
how he did it,” Bowden said after Warrick was charged with mis- 
demeanor theft in getting a clothing discount from a friendly 
clerk. “But I'm not going to send him to jail. I've tried to not let 
public opinion influence what | do.” 

Maybe those words sound different coming from someone 
else's mouth, but since it’s Bowden, it usually glides by an ador- 
ing media and public with a hearty chuckle. 

You want to know what really makes these senior citizens 
tick? It’s the juice, and we're not talking the prune variety. 

As the Gamecocks came off the field following an Outback 
Bow! victory over Ohio State on Jan. 1, the 40,000 South Carolina 
fans at Raymond James Stadium gave the team a standing ova- 
tion. 

In 107 years of South Carolina football, Cock-A-Doodle Lou 
had just Won the program’s second bowl game. 

“We have half of our bowl victories in the history of the 
school,” Holtz said, almost giggling. 

It wasn’t a given that Holtz would return anywhere after leav- 
ing Notre Dame in 1996. His 11 eventful years with the Irish did 
not end well: There were whispers that recruiting had suffered at 
the same time Holtz’s coaching had slipped the final years. Holtz 
got tired of chasing his tail where “we had years when we went 
9-3 and it was a’disastrous year.” 

He still walked away from the Fighting Irish saying, “I will 
always love Notre Dame.” 

Two years ago, a rejuvenated Holtz walked into a deflated 
program in Columbia, S.C., that had five offensive linemen on its 
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roster. By the end of the season, he had used 16. Don’t ask how, 
but let’s just say walk-ons and stray defensive linemen will work 
in a pinch. 

He also used six quarterbacks that year. He hadn't used up all 
of his amusing magic tricks that he had flashed for Johnny Carson 
on The Tonight Show. 

Still, maybe only Holtz saw a spark after a dreary 0-11 season 
in 1999. Through the misery, fans still continued to pack 
Williams-Brice Stadium each week like it was Florida-Florida State. 

“You make a first down and they start going down by the 
goal posts,” Holtz said. “When we win a championship, I’m afraid 
they're going to tear the stadium down. The goal post won't be 
enough for them.” 

Also two years ago, doctors gave his wife Beth, suffering 
from cancer, a 10-percent chance to live. Holtz certainly didn’t 
need the aggravation of trying to mind a failing program at the 
same time. Athletic director Mike McGee asked Holtz three times 
before the coach said “yes.” 

Mostly because Beth, in failing health, saw what another 
chance to win would mean to her husband. 

“| said before we went up for her second cancer surgery, 
‘Why do you really want to live?’” Holtz said. “She wanted to see 
more grandchildren born. She wanted to see at least 
one grandchild get married ... and she wanted to see 
the South Carolina fans rewarded.” 

OK, so Holtz is melodramatic. The stories 
become so much schmaltz after a while. So what? 
Someone must be buying it. How do you explain 224 
victories in 29 seasons, 17 of those with ranked 
teams? 

You don't, really. All you really have left are 
the stories that make these men legends. 

Paterno played high school basketball and football 
Brooklyn Prep against a short, stocky coach at St. 
Cecilia’s over in New Jersey. Years later Paterno 
became close and was allowed to watch Washington 
Redskins practices run by that same coach: Vince 
Lombardi. 

Paterno has become an icon that is still rele- 
vant in his mid-70s. There are a whole line of Paterno 
products. Our favorites are golf balls bearing Paterno’s image that 
supposedly go up the middle three times out of four, and the life- 
size cutouts of JoePa so realistic that neighbors once called police 
to a vacant home. The occupants had put up a Standup Joe in a 
window to ward off intruders. 

Jesuit priests educated both Lombardi and Paterno. Part of 
the Jesuit philosophy is tovallow “freedom within disciplines” It 
was that way with Lombardi’s famed power sweep. It is that way 
with Paterno’s sometimes-criticized conservative offense. 

Casey embodied the freedom part of the rea 
cipline concept on a twisting, turning scramble for a touchdown 
against I Illinois. It was voted Play of the Year by one outlet during 
the offseason. Penn State finished 4-4 in the Big Ten and obvi- 
ously isn’t dead yet. Paterno, a huge benefactor of the univel 
library, can speak eloquently on everything from a college foot- 
ball playoff to NCAA issues to world events. When he retires, 
insiders will miss Paterno’s Friday evening hotel bull sessions 
before road games. :

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Back to School 
NFL coaches find campus is cool

What was Al Groh thinking? 

The question was posed in more than one chat room, sub- 
way, deli and taxi after the New York Jets coach abruptly left on 
Dec. 31 to coach at Virginia, of all places. 

Wherever people met in the ultimate NFL hub city, it was a 
street-corner topic. 

One minute Groh has the Jets running up more than 500 
yards on the eventual Super Bowl champion Ravens. Seven days 
later, he had taken a job in a place called Charlottesville. 

“It was unexpected and kind of surprising to me, as it was a 
lot of other people,” Groh said. 

What we've got going on here is a reverse trend that has 
seen Groh and his peers reconsidering just how attractive it is to 
be an NFL head coach. 

Three former NFL head coaches — Oregon State’s Dennis 
Erickson, USC’s Pete Carroll and Arizona’s John Mackovic — now 
lead programs in the Pac-10. Another Pac-10 coach, Stanford's 
Tyrone Willingham, has significant pro experience as an assistant. 

Former Kansas City Chiefs coach Marty Schottenheimer’s 
name came up at North Carolina before the school hired New 
Orleans Saints assistant John Bunting. Former Dallas Cowboys 
coach Chan Gailey was in the running at Georgia. 

At least five other former NFL head or assistant coaches 
“dropped down” to the college level within the past five years. 

The world wants to know why. There was a time when leav- 
ing the NFL for college was a major step backward. It is suddenly 
acceptable to quit pursuing NFL glamour and power and settle 
for life in a place like Corvallis, Ore. 

“The money is closer, that’s one of the basic reasons,” said 
Erickson, who seemingly was forced to take one of those steps 
down to then-lowly Oregon State when he was fired from the 
Seattle Seahawks in 1998. “Some college coaches probably get 
paid even more.” 

At last count there were 18 college coaches being paid at 
least $1 million per season. Athletic directors hungry for bowl 
games and prestige, aided by a long economic boom, have been 
handing out raises almost nightly. Top coordinators are paid well

“I have no desire to retire,” Bowden said. “After you retire, 
there’s only one big event left.”

Bind it all together and, “it’s lifestyle and how you want to 
live,” Erickson said. 

Groh, 56, had been on the NFL fast track but saw an opportu- 
nity to return to his alma mater where he played football and 
lacrosse. 

It was going to take someone special to replace George 
Welsh. Groh was it. 

“There were a lot of deep issues involved,” Groh said. “This is 
the only school | would have ever considered because | enjoy the 
NFL very much. | have a lot of contacts within the state. My 
mother lives here, my brother and sister live here.” 

College football looks like a big, comfy barcalounger for 
some, There is pressure, yes, but a different kind of pressure. Illi- 
nois coach Ron Turner was allowed to go 3-19 in his first two sea- 
sons before reviving the Illini. 

“| got back in the college game because | love the college 
game,” said Turner who left the Chicago Bears in 1997 after four 
years as an offensive coordinator. “It’s not a step down, | don’t 
think. | don’t think the perception is there anymore.” 

Bunting left for his alma mater less than two years after win- 
ning a Super Bowl with the St. Louis Rams. Oakland Raiders 
coach Jon Gruden, an Ohio native, was at least somewhat inter- 
ested in the Ohio State vacancy before Jim Tressel came from 
Youngstown State. 

“There are two or three issues,” said Arizona’s Mackovic, 
who was the head coach of the Kansas City Chiefs from 1983 to 
1986. 

“Financially, the money is much better. It’s an opportunity for 
a coach to develop his career. With only 32 head coaching jobs in 
the NFL, they're finding an opportunity to come back to the col- 
lege ranks, get the experience, leadership training, personnel 
decisions, dealing with the media. It’s a good training ground. 

“Plus, the work schedule of the NFL has changed dramatically 
in the last five to 10 years. Many of the coaches are working year- 
round. Whereas in the college game, it’s been pretty much a 
year-round situation.” 

A situation where college coaches can find more control. Sea- 
hawks coach Mike Holmgren has made it a career quest for “total 
control” (coach and general manager) that almost every NFL 
coach craves. Guess what? In college, it’s built in. 

It has to be. The coach has to oversee everything from play- 
calling to recruiting to academics. If he does it well enough, he 
becomes a version of Bobby Bowden or Joe Paterno, i.e., the 
modern CEO king/coach with almost unlimited power in a state. 

Despite the pressure and big bucks, college football still has a 
certain charm that money can’t buy. 

Sixteen years after starting his college career at Hawaii, June 
Jones turned down bigger bucks from the San Diego Chargers to 
return to the islands in 1999. 

The glamour of staying in the NFL meant less than coming 
“home.” His wife Diane had beaten cancer. The kids loved the 
islands. Who cared if the program stunk? Jones could watch the 
sun rise over paradise while on his way to the office. 

What clinched Jones’ place in Hawaii's heart was that in this 
age of mega-dollar contracts, he actually turned down money to 
come to the islands. He was making $500,000 with the Chargers. 
Hawaii offered him only $320,000. Jones suggested he could 
make it into a “lifetime job.” 

“Here was a fellow that came to Hawaii, wanted to come 
back to Hawaii,” athletic director Hugh Yoshida said. “He came 
back for all the right reasons. The people in Hawaii really embrace 
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the thought that it’s the land of aloha. It’s a warm, fuzzy feeling 
that Hawaii was a good place to live.” 

Jones solidified his legend status in Hawaii by orchestrating 
the biggest turnaround in Division I-A history. The Rainbows went 
from 0-12 in 1998 to 9-4 in 1999. 

Erickson has achieved similar status after ending Oregon 
State’s 29-year losing streak in 1999 and then leading the fourth- 
ranked Beavers to a Fiesta Bowl-winning season in 2000. It beats 
going 31-33 in four seasons with the Seahawks. 

“It seems like in the NFL now, it’s three or four years and they 
don't give you an opportunity to do anything,” Erickson said. “For 
the most part in college football they're going to give you an 
opportunity because of the recruiting. In the NFL with free 
agency, obviously those own- 
ers expect it to be done right 
away.” 

When former New Eng- 
land Patriots coach Pete Carroll 
was announced as Southern 
Cal’s new coach on Dec. 15, 
there was an outcry among the 
Trojan faithful. The thinking 
was that athletic director Mike 
Garrett had strung the search, 
waiting for more desirable can- 
didates, and was burned. 

Garrett spun this way: Car- 
roll was his choice all along. In 
fact, Garrett said, Carroll had 
been approached three years 
ago before USC hired Paul Hack- 
ett, another guy with an exten- 
sive NFL resume. 

“I didn’t care,” Carroll said 
of the criticism. “I'm here. That didn’t matter, | don’t think it’s as 
significant as people try to make it.” 

Groh and Carroll have insulated themselves with a staff heavy 
on NFL experience. Carroll, for example, hadn’t recruited in 18 
years when he took the Trojan job. Groh spent 16 years as a col- 
lege assistant and head coach, but it had been 13 years since he 
left as South Carolina's offensive coordinator for the NFL. 

“When | was named head coach of the Jets, Bill Parcells used 
the phrase that, “We're all from the same tribe,’” Groh said. 
“What separates the people in the tribe from other tribes is a 
common philosophy, common rituals. All my assistants ended up 
having some kind of exposure to the NFL.” 

What's strange is that there is a potential drain on coaches 
going the other way back to the NFL in a few years. Butch Davis 
left for the Cleveland Browns after rebuilding Miami. Oklahoma’s 
Bob Stoops at least expressed interest in Cleveland job, and 
intriguing offers are sure to come his way. 

As Mackovic intimated, colleges could be nothing more than 
a training ground for the young and restless assistants. 

The NFL is paying coordinators in the $500,000 range and 
already has shown an interest in elevating the brightest of the 
college game. 

The 49ers snatched Purdue quarterbacks coach Greg Olson in 
February. It was not a bad time for Olson to leave. All he had 
done was coach the Big Ten’s all-time leading passer, Drew 
Brees. 

If Olson does well maybe someday he'll get a promotion — 
and go back to college.

Take more than that and you're taking much too much time Ha, that’s nothing. 
for the anxious boosters, fans and athletic directors. Two of the biggest turnarounds in the game’s history have 
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occurred since 1999. Hawaii made the biggest one-year turn- 
around in history going from 0-12 in 1998 to 9-4 in 1999. South 
Carolina is fourth all-time on the turnaround list after going from 
0-11 in 1999 to 8-4 in 2000. 

That only begins the list. Randy Walker took Northwestern 
from 3-9 in 1998 to Rose Bowl contention in 2000. 

Then there was Oklahoma. 

In two years, the Sooners went from the worst three-year 
period in its history (under John Blake) to a national champi- 
onship under Bob Stoops. 

That, more than any of the turnarounds, instigated something 
we'll call The Bob Stoops Factor: Win now or perish. 

John Cooper spent 13 years winning 70 percent of his games 
at Ohio State and was sacked. Jim Donnan got the axe at Georgia 
despite leading the Bulldogs to four straight bowl games, going 
40-19 in five years. 

Before he had so much as a Big 12 division title, Stoops 
nearly doubled his salary in 2000, receiving a raise to $1.4 mil- 
lion in the middle of his second season. 

“That,” said coaching-search consultant Bill Carr, "created a 
new standard in the industry.” 

And not just for the salary. Presidents and athletic directors 
have become increasingly impatient. 

Those who have the modern blueprint are rewarded hand- 
somely. 

The question, of course, is: “How are they doing it?” 

The easy — and overused answer — is scholarship limita- 
tions. The roster limit was trimmed from 95 to 85 in the early 
1990s. 

It's hard to explain why and how the talent distribution is 
having such a profound effect now. 

More and more it’s about smarts and sweat to manipulate a 
limited roster into a winner. 

It has gotten to the point that many rosters are virtually inter- 
changeable. Really. 


Scholarship numbers have been dropping since the mid-70s 
when former 6ig Ten commissioner Wayne Duke was among a 
handful of administrators who advocated downsizing college 


football. 
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In just his second year at Oklahoma, Bob Stoops’ Sooners 
won a national title and confirmed what many were already 
thinking — rebuilding no longer has to be a long process. 


“You can't legislate total equality, but you can legislate and 
achieve some equality, some economy and some sanity,” Duke 
said. 

During the downsizing, in a hotel lobby Duke once bumped 
into Barry Switzer who told him, “You're trying to legislate medi- 
ocrity.” 

That argument has grown tired over the years. Attendance is 
up. Postseason television ratings are up. 

No one cares that limited squad sizes forced Tennessee to 
start a true freshman, Michael Munoz, at right tackle last year. 
Fans will cheer for 11 chimpanzees on the field as long as they're 
wearing State U.’s colors. 

What the limits have done is legislate competitiveness. 

Once a team is competitive, a great catch here, a coaching 
move there, a key recruit here, an injury there, a bit of momen- 
tum here ... well, you've got the recipe for a big-time turn- 
around. 

That basically is the ticket. There are a handful of things that 
each program has done — nearly too obvious to mention, but 
clear goals and tasks just the same: 

» Being well organized,

D Infusing the program with confidence and/or positivity, 

) Recruiting well to need and stressing speed, 

) Emphasizing strong defense, 

» Spreading the field offensively to create matchup advan- 
tages (and having a staff that knows how to take advantage of 
them), 

D And getting a key break here or there. 

Purdue got to its first Rose Bowl in 34 years despite playing 
seven true freshmen last season. Five of those freshmen started. 
Coach Joe Tiller has forced the Big Ten to take notice and adjust 
recruiting-wise by recruiting speed over brawn. You might hit the 
Boilers, but they will run past you. 

“The scholarship reduction has spread the talent around bet- 
ter,” Tiller said. “Due to the sheer numbers, maybe not all of us, 
but a majority of us have to play some freshmen. Then it becomes 
a question of how talented these rascals are getting. 

“What we're looking for, if you describe it in very elementary 
terms, is matchup football. If we're trying to match up one of our 
speed guys versus one of your linebackers, you might consider a 
guy that isn’t quite as big but has the foot speed to run with Pur- 
due receivers.” 

Matchup football binds all the turnarounds together. 

Almost every team in the country runs at least some form of 
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the spread offense to move the ball, and uses the press defense 
to stop it. 

They have to. The spread in the first decade of the 21st cen- 
tury is what the wishbone was to the 1970s. The added advan- 
tage is that it’s easy to recruit to and is the perfect answer against 
bigger, brawnier defenses. 

“It’s an equalizer we have in today’s college football,” said 
South Carolina coach Lou Holtz, whose Notre Dame team won 
the 1988 national championship running the option. “We 
changed our offense, we spread it out. You can present some 
problems with teams today with the skill people who can throw 
and catch.” 

South Carolina turned it around with only one first-team All- 
SEC player on the team selected by the league coaches. 

Oklahoma's undersized Quentin Griffin scored 17 rushing 
touchdowns in 2000. That's the most at Oklahoma since Billy 
Sims ran for 22 in 1979. 

Northwestern lines up in generally the same offensive forma- 
tion as Purdue. The difference being Walker wants to spread the 
defense to create holes for his running backs. Tiller wants to cre- 
ate mismatches with his receivers. 

One of the original proponents of the one-back offense, Ore- 
gon State coach Dennis Erickson, has a knack for going by land 
and air from the same formation. 

These turnarounds have come not only within the scholarship 
confines, but because of them. 

It has enabled a program like Northwestern to make a couple 
of separate surges — Gary Barnett’s Rose Bowl miracle, and then 
once the bloom fell off that Rose, Walker moved in and nearly 
matched it in his second season. 

A brutal set of sprint drills during his first camp in August 
1999 sent a quarter of the team to the sidelines. Walker might 
not call it the time-tested method of “weeding out” by a new 
coach, but it worked. 

“We subjected them to a lot of things they thought initially 
were impossible,” Walker said. “I don’t apologize for it; | do it by 
design.” 

Once he had their bodies, it was easy for Walker to mold 
their minds. Three days after an embarrassing loss to TCU last sea- 
son, Walker lugged a weathered, worn 2-by-4 to practice. 

“Guys,” Walker said, “we could lay a 2-by-4 on the ground 
and every guy could walk across it. On game day they raise it 
about 100 feet. Who wants to walk across that?” 

Four days later, Northwestern won in overtime at Wisconsin. 

“So much of this game is mental, confidence,” Wildcat defen- 
sive end Dwayne Missouri said during the season. “Now we can 
look at that (conditioning) test and say as hard as it sounded a 
year ago, we can do it.” 

Holtz was another manual laborer. The 2000 Gamecocks 
weren't significantly different than the 1999 group that lost every 
game. Holtz, the 64-year-old true believer, thought he saw a 
glimmer of hope during the worst season of his career. 

“We lost a lot of games, but we never lost the team,” Holtz 
said, building for the future. 

“We constantly picked up converts that first year and were 
trying to put people in place. Even though I had a lot of distrac- 
tions, and it was a very depressing year, personally, you just stay 
the course.”

THE RESULT: After a 7-5 bowl season in 1999, the 
Beavers soared to 11-1 anda 41-9 flogging of 
Notre Dame in the Fiesta Bowl. 
THE FUTURE: Erickson seems committed to stay- 
ing, so look for the good times to continue to roll in 
Corvallis.

WHERE THEY WERE: The Tigers were suffering 
through a messy divorce from coach Terry Bowden, 
who resigned after a 1-5 start in 1998. Auburn fin- 
ished 3-8 with Bill Oliver as the fill-in coach. 
WHO THEY HIRED IN 1999: Tommy Tuberville, 
head coach at Mississippi. 
MAKING CHANGES: Auburn took a step in the right direction 
with a 5-6 mark in 1999, and then Tuberville upgraded a woeful 
running game with junior college star Rudi Johnson.

And sometimes everything just 
breaks right. 

Trailing Mississippi State 
late in the game at Columbia 
on Sept. 23, the Gamecocks 
pulled off one of the boldest 
finishes in their history. Backup 
quarterback Erik Kimrey, sub- 
bing for a briefly injured Phil 
Petty, hit Jermale Kelly with a 
25-yard touchdown pass on 
fourth-and-10 to beat the Bull- 
dogs. It was Kimrey’s only 
attempt of the game. 

After going oh-for in 1999, 
South Carolina started 4-0 for 
the first time since 1988. Less than three months later, Holtz was 
winning the program’s second bowl game in its history, 24-7 
over Ohio State. The seven-game turnaround was the biggest in 
SEC history. 

“If you saw them play the 0-11 year you would have said, 
‘No way,’” Bowden said. “It’s pure will. He’s got it as good as 
anybody.” 

South Carolina makes it a record six programs that Holtz has 
gotten to bowl games, all within two years of taking over. 

Like all great turnarounds, there was a great staff behind 
it. It’s no secret that Holtz’s son Skip, the Gamecocks’ offen- 
sive coordinator, is expected to take over at South Carolina 
when his dad steps down. Charlie Strong was an assistant 
(1991-95) under Steve Spurrier when he turned it around at 
Florida and was at Notre Dame under both Holtz and Bob 
Davie (1995-98). 

“I'm not as hands-on as | was years ago,” Holtz said. “I coach 
not for the money. | enjoy the players. | enjoy being in the locker 
room afterward.” 

Especially after games in the 2000 season, compared to 
1999, 

Like South Carolina, Oregon State was driven to win by pure 
embarrassment. That, and the law of averages. The Beavers 
couldn't continue to be this bad this long in the age of quick turn- 
arounds. 

The fact that it was 29 years between winning seasons for the 
Beavers made the turnaround all that more dramatic. Dennis 
Erickson arrived in 1999 after winning national championships at 
Miami and then wading through a tepid four-year NFL experi- 
ence. 

In Corvallis, he seemed to find pure bliss. His 1999 Beavers 
finished 7-5 and went to their first bow! in 35 years. And then last 
season, they won I! games and a share of the Pac-10 champi- 
onship. 

Notre Dame seemed to be shocked that little ol’ Oregon 
State was running over, past and around the Irish en route to a 
41-9 Fiesta Bowl victory. 

Hey, the speed was all there for the Irish to scout on game 
film. But videotape cannot replicate the experience of getting 
smoked by Chad Johnson or run over by Ken Simonton. 

At every turn, Erickson didn’t fail to acknowledge the stocked 
cupboard Mike Riley had left him.

Simonton was the first player in conference history to rush for 
1,000 yards in each of his first three seasons. There were at least 
nine other starters on the spring depth chart who were brought in 
by Riley. 

Combine that with Erickson’s deft junior college recruiting 
(and even a few key holdovers from Jerry Pettibone’s recruiting 
efforts) and it was an overnight turnaround that took 30 years. 

“I've always been a huge fan of junior college players 
whether you need nine or one,” Erickson said, “because they're 
usually more mature and junior college coaching is extremely 
good.” 

Junior college recruiting is no longer the high-risk, high- 
reward venture it was in previous years. Because of NCAA restric- 
tions, junior college is virtually the only route for non-qualifiers. 

After two years, coaches get back an improved academic and 
athletic player. The NCAA requires a non-qualifier to earn a JuCo 
degree to be eligible upon transferring to a Division I-A program. 

And the high quality of JC play in states like Kansas, Califor- 
nia, Texas and Mississippi grooms players for the next level. 

Amount of investment by Division | programs? Usually noth- 
ing, except a re-recruitment. 

Oklahoma turned its whole program around by signing a left- 
handed, slow-footed slinger from Snow Junior College in Utah 
who played only the first halves of games because of a rotating 
QB system. All Josh Heupel did was finish second in Heisman 
voting and help the Sooners win the national championship. 

In Oklahoma’s case, there was latent excellence, which had 
gone to sleep under John Blake, who had recruited well but, by 
all accounts, couldn’t coach major-college football. 

Enter Stoops who first infused a sense of organization, and 
then plugged the right guys into the right spots. 

Andre Woolfolk moved 
from defense to offense, and 
wound up as a third-team 
all-league receiver. And 
defensive back J.T. Thatcher 
had been a running back, 
punt returner and part-time 
defender before 2000 ... 
when Stoops put him where 
he belonged, and he inter- 
cepted eight passes and 
was named first-team All- 
American. 

For Stoops, the challenge is 
to win another national cham- 
pionship and keep it going. 
For the others — Oregon 
State, South Carolina, North- 
western and the like — it’s 
about keeping it going, too. 
To another bowl game. A 
league championship. A consistent expectation of success, much 
like Kansas State has attained. 

It’s a little like ascending Everest the second time. 

“For a true turnaround you have to look at more than one 
year,” Holtz said. “To me, it’s can we do it two years, three 
years? Even a broken clock is right twice a day.”

inging through the trees that 

guard Northwestern University’s 

hallowed halls is an annual rite 
of fall. 

Randy Walker plays Sgt. Carter and 
Damien Anderson is Gomer Pyle. 

No, it’s not a high school play 
going on over there in Evanston, Ill. It’s 
Walker, the Northwestern coach, 
cutting Anderson, the Wildcats’ star 
tailback, no slack. 

“I’ve always held him to a higher 
standard,” Walker said. 

“We've put him on a pedestal. 
He’s the guy on our football team, our 
offense. I’ve had a couple of talks with 
him saying, ‘Listen, I'm going to be 
tougher on you than anybody else 
because | have to. Because every- 
body's eyes look to you all the time.’” 

So when Anderson jogs off the 
field, instead of sprinting, Walker's 
thundering “Anderson!” replaces Sgt. 
Carter’s “Pyle!” 

Shazam, it works every time. 

Anderson is Lindy’s preseason 
Offensive Player of the Year, partly by 
default, but also for all the right rea- 
sons. 

He could have skipped his senior 
season for the NFL, but didn’t. He 
could have transferred when Gary 
Barnett went to Colorado, but didn’t. 
He could have balked at Walker's hard- 
riding style, but didn’t. He could have 
taken the easier road in getting 
through the Big Ten wars, but didn’t. 

“I saw in him a work ethic, a 
passion before | even knew his name,” 
Walker said. “You pick guys out in 
workouts. He busted his tail in work- 
outs, he stood out. That’s usually a 
pretty good indicator.” 

Defenses might not be able to tackle 
him, but they have to admire him. 

“He graduated in June,” Walker 
said. “He can work on a master’s 
degree or a second major. Now you're 
talking about an African-American, a 
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two-time All-American with a double 
major coming out of Northwestern? He 
might earn a smaller salary by going to 
the NFL.” 

In a year thin on returning offen- 
sive stars, Anderson stands out as the 
best. The 5-11, 204-pound senior from 
Wilmington, Ill., is the nation’s leading 
returning rusher (1,914 yards) and 
Heisman vote getter. Anderson fin- 
ished fifth in the voting, getting one 
fewer first-place vote (six) than Michael 
Vick (seven). 

And if there’s any doubt a North- 
western guy can win the Heisman, 
well, don’t forget Darnell Autry fin- 
ished fourth in 1995. Besides, Ander- 
son has served notice. He is 215 yards 
away from Autry’s school career 
rushing record. And Northwestern will 


be favored by some (including Lindy’s) 
to win the league this year after split- 
ting it three ways with Purdue and 
Michigan last year. 

It also helps that Northwestern 
doesn’t play Michigan or Wisconsin 
and gets three relative non-conference 
softies in UNLV, Navy and Duke. 

“Damien is playing in a league that 
could get it for him,” said Walker, who 
will be starting his third season with 
the Wildcats. “He plays in an offense 
that features him.” 

The preseason honor is Ander- 
son's to lose, but don’t bet your 
personal seat licenses on him. If 
Michael Vick had stayed true to his 
word, we wouldn’t have this problem. 
Or if George Steinbrenner didn't give 
Drew Henson 17 million reasons to

leave Michigan. 

Only two of the top 10 Heisman 
Trophy vote getters from 2000 are back. 
Only three of the top nine rushers. 

Aside from Anderson, there are 
serious flaws wherever you go. 

Oregon State’s Ken Simonton is 
the first Pac-10 player to rush for at 
least 1,000 yards in his first three 
seasons. He was ninth in Heisman 
voting. That’s nice ... but in the 
Beavers’ offense, he will have to share 
the ball. Simonton should surpass 
1,000 again, but matching his career 
average — 1,329 yards— won't 
guarantee him hardware. 

The last Heisman Trophy winner to 
win it with less than 1,300 yards was 
Syracuse’s Ernie Davis in 1961. Seven- 
teen running backs have won the 
Heisman since then. 

Texas quarterback Chris Simms has 
ripening young receivers, all the talent 
in the world and the perfect publicity 
machine. But the Longhorns might 
have to win a conference title to

legitimize that talent. 

Senior Deonce Whitaker is the 
second-leading returning rusher with 
1,577 yards. The bad news is that he is 
at attention-starved San Jose State. 

Georgia Tech quarterback George 
Godsey finished sixth in the country in 
passing and was second in completion 
percentage to Josh Heupel. Godsey 
appeared on radar after he gave Florida 
State a huge scare early last season but 
he sat out the spring with a knee 
injury. 

Another quarterback, Indiana’s 
Antwaan Randle El, isn’t this year. The 
senior was switched to receiver in the 
spring. He provided a glimpse of the 
future with 223 total yards (rushing, 
passing, receiving) in the spring game. 
That further indicates that Randle E] 
might be the best offensive athlete in 
the country, but it doesn’t do anything 
for his Player of the Year prospects. 

Randle El is now just one of the 
guys as a full-time receiver who will 
moonlight as a quarterback inside the

20-yard line. Not good news for a 
hardware hopeful. Indiana’s leading 
receiver last season — Versie Gaddis 
— caught 29 balls. 

There are other reasons not to be 
impressed. Miami’s Ken Dorsey lost 
his top receivers. Nebraska's Eric 
Crouch missed spring with a recur- 
ring shoulder problem. 

Pittsburgh receiver Antonio 
Bryant might be a frontrunner if he 
hadn't been suspended twice during 
the spring. Last year’s Biletnikoff 
Award winner led the nation in 
receiving yards per game, but chose 
the spring to fight with teammates 
during a scrimmage. 

Clemson quarterback Woody 
Dantzler came within a few yards of 
rushing for 1,000 yards and passing 
for 2,000 yards but, like Godsey, was 
hampered by injuries. 

Who is left? 

Nothing but flawed gems ... and 
Gomer Pyle.

ennessee trailed Memphis 10-3 
i at halftime, and John Henderson 
wasn’t happy. He was mad at 
himself, mad at his teammates. 

In the locker room, he grabbed a 
crate full of Gatorade and flung it 
against the wall, splattering liquid 
everywhere. Not acan or a bottle... a 
whole crate. 

Henderson’s motivational meth- 
ods got the attention of his team- 
mates, and got himself into what had 
been a listless game. 

“| was fired up the next half and 
came out trying to destroy people,” 
said Henderson, who, at 6-7 and 304 
pounds, is capable of destroying a lot 
of people. 

Tennessee rallied to beat Memphis 
19-17. The Vols won a game they 
might have lost, if not for the leader- 
ship of the junior defensive tackle 
from Nashville. 

Off the field, Henderson is meek 
and mild. That’s why he later said of 
the Gatorade caper: “I think I got a 
couple of teammates’ clothes wet. | 
had to apologize.” 

On the field, he can be a terror. 
He’s almost unstoppable, even if 
double-teamed. As a junior, he 
recorded 12 sacks to become the first 
defensive tackle in more than a 
decade to lead the SEC in that cate- 
gory. 

He had a team-high 64 solo 
tackles, an inordinately high number 
for an interior lineman. 

He won the respect of opposing 
coaches and commentators from coast 
to coast. 

He won the Outland Trophy. 

He was so good, so dominant, he

seemed too good to return to college 
for another year. 

Yet, he decided to do just that. A 
partial qualifier, Henderson promised 
his mother he would get a degree. 
Even if he knew he'd be a high first- 
round draft choice, he said he was 
coming back to Tennessee for his 
senior season. 

Henderson wants more than a 
degree, however. He wants a ring. 
Because of his academic status com- 
ing out of high school, Henderson 
wasn't allowed to play in 1998, the 
year the Vols won the national cham- 
pionship. He wasn’t allowed to 
receive a national championship ring, 
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either. It still eats at him. 

“I’m ready to win a national 
championship and get me aring,’” he 
said. “I’m still down from the ‘98 
season. That still kind of (bothers) me. 
That's what | want.’” 

To get it, Henderson, one of five 
team captains, knows he must show 
leadership that hasn’t been prevalent 
since Al Wilson took his fire-and- 
brimstone act to the Denver Broncos. 
The Vols went 13-0 in 1998. They’ve 
gone 17-7 since, including a humiliat- 
ing loss to Kansas State in the 2001 
Cotton Bowl. 

“I can be something like Al Wil- 
son,” Henderson said. “I saw how he 
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did it in the ‘98 season and | think I 
can bring that back to the team.” 

Being that kind of leader didn’t 
seem to fit Henderson's soft-spoken, 
laid-back personality. By his own 
admission, he didn't play hard every 
snap in high school. He had a reputa- 
tion for loafing. 

“I took plays off,” Henderson said. 
“L really didn’t go as hard as I do 
now.” 

Tennessee defensive coordinator 
John Chavis said Henderson has a 
terrific work ethic. But even Chavis 
wasn’t sure if Henderson could make 
the switch from defensive end in high 
school to defensive tackle in college. 

“I didn’t think you could play 
defensive tackle if you were taller than 
6-5,” Chavis said. “John Henderson 
proved me wrong.” 

In truth, Henderson didn’t want to 
play defensive tackle. As an ineligible 
freshman, he said he practiced two 
days at end before being moved to

tackle. Tennessee had depth at end 
but needed more bodies at tackle. The 
experiment was anything but an 
instant success. 

“| hated it,” Henderson said. “It 
just wasn’t working out for me 
because | was too tall. (Offensive 
tackle) Cosey Coleman kept pushing 
me back 15 yards.” 

Henderson eventually learned to 
stay low, use his hands and master 
the techniques of playing tackle. Now, 
he says, he loves playing the inside 
position. He’s grown so accustomed 
to the position, he’d rather play tackle 
than end in the NFL. 

Asked if UT tricked him by moving 
him to tackle, Henderson said: “No, 
they didn’t trick me. They did good. | 
won the Outland. | thank them for 
moving me — I guess.” 

Henderson is this kind of athlete: 
He was such an outstanding high 
school basketball player that he was 
dubbed “Baby Shaq.” It’s not unusual

to see him chase down a running 
back from behind. He has run 40 
yards in faster than 4.7 seconds. 

It’s that athletic ability — com- 
bined with his size and tempera- 
ment — that has NFL scouts anxious 
to see him this season. 

He has the potential to be the 
No. 1 overall pick in the 2002 NFL 
draft. 

Maybe win another Outland 
Trophy? Maybe match or exceed his 
12 sacks of a year ago? 

Nah ... he’s all about the ring. 
Make it rings — with an “s.” 

Remember, although he talks 
about the national championship, 
the Vols haven’t won an SEC title for 
the past couple of seasons, either. 

One step at a time. 

“I have goals,” he said. “But I'll 
be happy if! only get six or seven 
sacks, as long as | can do my job 
and we win some championships.”

Expectations Amuse 
Longhorns’ Simms 


There is a buzz and Chris Simms hears it. He wouldn’t be 

human if he didn’t; but then again, being human isn’t 

what many Texas fans expected when the USA Today 
National Offensive Player of the Year signed with the Long- 
horns in 1999, 

They saw his 6-5 size, factored in his physical talent and 
his NFL pedigree and figured Major Applewhite was fin- 
ished as the starter the moment Simms walked on campus. 

Those people underestimated the baby-faced Apple- 
white’s will and overestimated Simms’ ability to make 
instant use of those talents. Simms didn’t win the starting 
job until after last season, and it took two knee injuries to 
Applewhite and a load of patience on the part of the Texas 
coaching staff for that to happen. 

And for a different kind of buzz to begin. 

For now the expectations aren’t just for him to start at 
Texas, or even to win extravagantly at Texas. The expecta- 
tions include a date in New York City in early December and 
the acceptance of that little bronze guy with the stiff-arm. 

“I think it’s crazy. It makes me giggle,” Simms said. 

“| haven't played a full season yet. To say I’m up for the 
Heisman seems crazy to me. | don’t know what to say.” 

But look around. 

Michael Vick dashed off to the NFL. Drew Henson took 
the baseball money. The remaining college football quarter- 
back class of 2001 is good ... but perhaps only Simms has

the right combination of size, team, charisma and name 
recognition to truly be a superstar. 

This kind of talk isn’t anything new for the son of former 
New York Giant quarterback and Super Bowl MVP Phil 
Simms, though it comes at a time when he was just starting 
to feel comfortable again. 

“People expected a lot right away,” said the junior from 
Franklin Lakes, N.J. “College football is an entirely different 
game. In high school, | didn’t have to worry about (pass) 
protections. Here | had to learn nine different protections 
the first day.” 

He didn’t feel comfortable, he said, until starting and 
playing the entire game at Kansas last year, when had two 
interceptions returned for scores — one on a two-point 
conversion attempt — but rebounded to throw for 240 
yards and two touchdowns in a Longhorn win. 

“In my case, | didn’t realize the weight was off my chest 
until that game, when I played the whole game. | needed to 
do that,” said Simms, who so values getting snaps in col- 
lege that he’s already promised he'll return for his senior 
year, regardless of what success he has this fall. 

“I’m 100 percent sure,” he said. “The more playing time 
you get in college, the better you'll be. You hear NFL scouts 
talk about it all the time.” 

“He’s been playing with a lot more confidence,” said UT 
offensive coordinator Greg Davis. “The decision to make 
him the guy before spring drills was good, a productive 
thing. It’s allowed him to play with more freedom.” 

And yet have more control. One of Simms’ main goals 
in the spring was to make decisions quicker while being 
more patient. 

“You can’t always look for the 20-yard out or the post,” 
Simms said. “Sometimes you just have to drop it off.” 

Not that Simms can’t be tempted to go long on every 
ball, with a deep receiving stable that includes a pair of 
freshman All-Americans — split end Roy Williams and 
flanker B.J. Johnson — and a sophomore tight end, Bo 
Scaife, who'll allow him to work the middle for big plays. 

“It’s very comforting, of course. And it’s good fora 
quarterback, especially in stats,” Simms said, breaking into 
a grin. 

“I can throw five-yard or 10-yard passes. They can turn 
them into 70-yard or 80-yard touchdowns. With them | 
don’t feel the pressure to throw the ball perfectly. They have 
great hands. I can just go out and throw it. It’s like playing 
backyard football again.”

Simonton Poised to 
Make Pac-10 History 


regon State ... Heisman Trophy. 
O For nearly 40 years, it has been nothing short of 
preposterous to use those two phrases without the 
third phrase of “Terry Baker.” 

But with all the changes in Corvallis the past couple of 
years — the name of the stadium, the new athletic facilities, 
the former NFL coach — it’s OK to now merge those two 
thoughts into one sentence ... and throw the words “Ken 
Simonton” into the mix. 

As in Oregon State running back Ken Simonton, who is 
a legitimate candidate for the Heisman Trophy. 

Nobody is snickering at such a notion anymore. Simon- 
ton is OSU's first threat for the stiff-arming statue since 
quarterback Terry Baker won it in 1962. 

Yes, there have been some fine players in Corvallis over 
the years — but not many. And when the program is living 
through 34 seasons without a bowl game, players don’t get 
noticed. It has been 32 seasons since center John Didion was 
OSU's last consensus All-American (1968). 

But now that the Beavers have had back-to-back winning 
seasons, including last year’s 11-1 campaign complete with 
the Fiesta Bowl blowout of Notre Dame ... well, these guys 
won't stay ignored. 

Simonton, a thick-legged, 5-8, 194-pound dynamo

already ranks fifth all-time in Pac-10 rushing with 4,073 
yards, and ninth in scoring with 312 points. 

Barring injury, he should become the first back in Pac-10 
history to gain at least 1,000 yards as a freshman, sopho- 
more, junior and senior — and pass players like Marcus 
Allen, Darrin Nelson and Napoleon Kaufman on the league's 
career rushing list, all the way up to No. 2 behind Charles 
White. 

“He amazes me every time he plays,” Oregon State 
coach Dennis Erickson said. “I hope he never runs out of 
eligibility.” 

Erickson will be at OSU for the third season, and for the 
third time can count on Simonton for another big year. 

Last year, he rolled up a career-best 1,559 yards and 
scored 19 touchdowns, despite sharing time with talented 
backup Patrick McCall (a transfer from Michigan) in a rota- 
tion that is arguably the best in the nation. 

“We win a lot of games as long as he’s playing,” OSU 
running backs coach Dan Cozzetto said. “In the past, he was 
beat up pretty good by the sixth game. (But in 2000) Patrick 
and Antonio Battle took the load off of him.” 

The plan this year is to again alternate Simonton and 
McCall, a strategy that will benefit the team by keeping both 
of them fresh, but one that could cost him the mega- 
yardage necessary for national recognition. 

No problem. 

“He's just as happy if (McCall) is getting a lot of the 
yards, or if I’m throwing a touchdown pass, as when he’s 
scoring touchdowns,” said quarterback Jonathan Smith. 

“That's been the key throughout, since he first started to 
get some recognition, to where he is now, It's always been 
about winning games.” 

From 1971 to 1998, the Beavers failed to have a winning 
season. But that’s all turned around quickly since Coach 
Erickson arrived on the scene, inheriting one of Mike Riley's 
key recruits — Simonton. 

Simonton is the catalyst in Erickson’s one-back set, 
igniting an explosive offense that scored at least 30 points 
in nine of the Beavers’ 12 games. He was elected team 
captain as a junior, a rarity at Oregon State. 

“When the game comes, he’s the one giving the most 
effort and keeping the other guys energized. He’s probably 
the most competitive guy out there, on either side of the 
ball,” Smith said. “It’s that example, come Saturdays, that is 
crucial for us.”’

When Bryant is Around 


ntonio Bryant was the final member of Pittsburgh's 
1999 recruiting class, a replacement for another 


player who reneged on a commitment. 

Two years later, he won the Biletnikoff Award as the 
nation’s best receiver. 

Just another example of how you never know what 
you're going to get with Bryant. 

Sometimes humble, sometimes outrageous, an occasional 
troublemaker, frequently entertaining ... his athletic ability 
and contrasting styles certainly make him one to watch in 
2001. 

First of all, Bryant, a 6-2, 185-pound junior, seems gen- 
uinely embarrassed by the attention he got for his fine 
sophomore season — leading the nation with an average of 
130.2 yards a game, being named a consensus All-American 
and winning the Biletnikoff. 

He’s a guy who went for 11 touchdowns, catching 27 
passes of more than 25 yards, including eight of 50 yards or 
longer. 

Extreme plays. And uh, extreme moments, too. 

Panthers coach Walt Harris calls him “passionate” and 


“intense” — nice words for Bryant’s expressiveness on the

field. He had several incidents last season when he appeared 
to lose control, either ranting against Harris or quarterback 
John Turman after a play went awry. 

That part can be explained by his pure competitiveness. 
Not as easy to explain away are some off-field indiscretions 
that have landed him in Harris’ doghouse. 

@ He was one of six Pitt players suspended for the first 
game last season after a university investigation of unautho- 
rized use of a campus phone access card. 

In January, he was arrested after a verbal dispute with 
a campus police officer over a parking ticket. 

Bi In March, he was suspended for the first two spring 
practices after missing two team winter conditioning sessions. 

Bi In April, he was barred from the spring game after 
fighting with teammates during a scrimmage. 

Say this: Bryant is not afraid to express himself. 

“I don’t say a lot, so you know when | do say something, 
it means something,” Bryant said. 

He can be brutally honest. 

He admitted that during 1999, when he started and 
became the most prolific freshman receiver in Pitt history, 
he didn’t listen to his coaches much and improvised a lot. 

In the press conference after Pitt beat Penn State last 
season, Bryant proclaimed that the Panthers would beat 
Rutgers badly the next week. (He had eight catches for 
96 yards in a modest 29-17 victory). 

And when he was allowed to join spring practices in 
March after his short suspension, he said: 

“I’m just more hungry. | think I’m a little more vicious 
than some people. I’m just taking things a little bit more 
seriously. It’s like when you go to jail and then you get back 
to civilization. When you come out of jail, you just go wild.” 

The Panthers just hope he goes wild on the field. He’s 
desperately needed in an offense that sputtered in the spring. 

Bryant will be working with a new quarterback, probably 
senior David Priestley. Another change is that he won't have 
Latef Grim lining up on the opposite side to draw attention. 

But defenses knew about Bryant by late last season, and 
that didn't stop him from making 68 receptions for a Big East- 
record 1,302 yards and 11 touchdowns. He also helped out 
on punt returns with an 11.3-yard average on 16 attempts. 

Pitt has not promoted a player for the Heisman Trophy in 
21 years, since Hugh Green finished fourth, but the Panthers 
have put together a campaign, complete with CD-ROM 
highlights to send to voters. 

Heading into summer, Bryant seemed to be back in the 
coaches’ good graces and poised for a huge season. 

“| don’t know if there’s a football player in America that’s 
better than Antonio Bryant,” Harris said.

Miami Bookend Tackles 
Arrived Via Different Paths 


ith blue chip recruits abounding, Larry Coker and 
W the other Miami coaches didn’t need to bother a 

few years ago to check out low-end prospects like 
Joaquin Gonzalez and Bryant McKinnie. 

Now Coker is glad almost no one else bothered with 
them, either. 

Lacking big-time options out of high school, both play- 
ers set in motion courses that would land them on the same 
line at the same time enjoying the same status — All- 
American senior offensive tackle at Miami. 

Leaving early for the NFL was an option, but the alterna- 
tive — getting even better and vying for a national title — 
was attractive, too. 

“It's great to have those two guys back,” Coker said, 
which qualified as the understatement of the year ... right up 
until he followed that with, “They've both developed.” 

In a big, big way. 

They've had the size, and now they've got the tech- 
nique, the offense and the exposure to gain notoriety as the

nation’s top bookend tackles. They provide quarterback Ken 
Dorsey time to pick apart defenses and clear the way for one 
of the nation’s most talented backfields. 

Their stories are similar in certain aspects, but only 
connect because they are playing together at Miami. 

Gonzalez grew up a stone's throw from the Miami 
campus, better known for his brains than his brawn at 
Columbia High School. He posted a 4.0 grade-point aver- 
age, scored a 1,320 on his SAT and had academic scholar- 
ship offers from most of the lvys — but he clung to his 
dream of pulling a Hurricanes jersey over his shoulder pads. 

So instead of going to Harvard or Yale, he walked on 
under then-coach Butch Davis. Soon, he showed that he 
could hold his own in practice. Not much later, the 6-5, 
290-pounder started dominating some of the Big East’s 
best defensive ends, earning a scholarship before his 
sophomore season. 

“He’s a brilliant student,” Coker said. “And he’s just 
developed into a good football player.” 

McKinnie, meanwhile, grew up in the Philadelphia 
suburbs. He was the biggest drummer in Woodbury (N.]J.) 
High School's band before giving football a try his senior 
year. Although his size enabled him to dominate as a defen- 
sive end, his skills needed the type of refining that two years 
at Lackawanna (Pa.) Junior College provided. 

He moved to offense at Lackawanna, and then the 6-9, 
330-pounder moved to Miami, redshirting the 1999 season. 
Getting a chance as the ‘Canes’ starting left tackle last 

season, McKinnie quickly established himself against the 
best: Florida State All-American defensive end Jamal 
Reynolds entered the game against the Hurricanes with 
10 sacks, but never got within sniffing distance of Dorsey, 
thanks to McKinnie. 

“He was an unproven commodity,” Coker said of McKin- 
nie, who didn’t allow a sack in 2000. 

“It’s pretty obvious with his physical size he’s got some 
tools. It’s been a process for him, but he’s certainly been up 
to the challenge. After this last year, he won't be a secret 
anymore. Everyone will know about him.” 

Together, they anchor a unit that allowed just eight sacks 
last season, and then lost only one starter. 

With that kind of beef up front, it’s no wonder Miami is 
expected to do great things in 2001, even after losing its 
head coach to the NFL. 

It was Butch Davis who received the accolades for 
bringing in the kind of blue chip recruits that helped Miami 
reclaim a spot in the nation’s elite. If Coker continues that 
success this season, it will in large part be due to these two 
guys who almost no one wanted five years ago.

come on. Even better? 

Last season, Pep- 
pers was simply domi- 
nant, the best 
pass-rusher in college football. 

The 6-6, 280-pound Peppers entered the season with little 
fanfare after recording six sacks as a redshirt freshman. 

He was known mostly for being a football player who 
banged bodies in the Carolina Blue paint on the basketball 
court in the Dean Dome. The defensive end who got to the 
Final Four. 

Peppers promptly led the country with 15 sacks — and 
was third in the nation with 24 tackles behind the line of 
scrimmage. 

Yet, he says quickly, “I didn’t play as well as | could have. 
| had a pretty good year, but there were games | could have 
done a lot more. I need to get more consistency.” 

It's a valid point. Peppers started fast and finished strong, 
but in between he had a two-game stretch — against Marshall 
and Georgia Tech — in which he managed just five tackles and 
one sack. 

“You have to grade Julius differently because of his ability 
level,” said former UNC coach Carl Torbush. “He’d have 
games that, for a lot of guys, would be good. But with Julius, 
an A-game for someone else might only be a B-game for him. 
He’s that good.” 

Peppers had his share of A-games. 

There was his four-sack demolition of 6-6, 320-pound 
Virginia offensive tackle Jermese Jones. 

He had three sacks against Pittsburgh left tackle Mark 
Browne, who angered Peppers before the game by saying, 
“I'm not worried about him at all.” 

Against Wake Forest he had two sacks and returned a 
fumble 12 yards for a score. 

He took an interception 27 yards to the house against 
Duke, and added two sacks. 

Yet, the North Carolina defense as a whole was not up to 
expectations. It, too, had a problem with consistency. 

The performances against the ACC’s best teams were 
most telling in the decision to fire Torbush: They lost to Florida 
State, 63-14; to Clemson, 38-24; and to N.C. State, 38-20. 
Those breakdowns are the kinds of things that Bunting is 
charged to eliminate — and Peppers will be a key guy in that 
quest. 

Peppers enters the season as the most dominant defensive 
player in the ACC, and the most recognized two-sport athlete 
in college. Peppers has been the Tar Heels’ key sixth man for 
the past two seasons — averaging 7.1 points and four 
rebounds in the 2000-01 campaign. 

With starting power forward Kris Lang injured, Peppers 
got a couple of starts, including one against Maryland when 
he had 18 points. 

After the game, UNC basketball coach Matt Doherty joked 
— we think he was joking — that maybe Peppers had consid- 
ered leaving school early in the wrong sport. 

Don’t go talking crazy, Coach.

Bosworth, now an actor and XFL color commentator, 
addressed the Sooners before the Rice game last season. 

“I saw him and my eyes lit up, just like a little kid,” Calmus 
said at the time. 

Before Bosworth left the room, Calmus walked over and 
shook his hand. 

“Hi ya, Rock,” Bosworth said with a pat on the back and 
a smile. 

“He knew my name. | got kind of excited,” said Calmus, 
who responded with 14 tackles and a fumble recovery that 
day. 

Calmus, the leader of the defending national champions, 
stands 6-3 and weighs 235 pounds, roughly 30 pounds 
heavier than when he arrived as a freshman. 

But what Calmus lacked in brawn back then, he made up 
for with brains and a natural instinct that amazes coaches. 

“He truly does have that nose for the ball,” said co-defen- 
sive coordinator Brent Venables, who works with the lineback- 
ers. “We try to be a very, very disciplined and structured 
defense. We don’t give guys a lot of leeway to freelance.” 

That includes Calmus ... who does it anyway. 

“I can’t really explain it,” Calmus said. “I just react.” 

“Even when we're not planning on him making plays, 
he somehow finds a way to do it,”’ Venables said. “That’s 
what separates him from so many others. Trust me, he does- 
n't bat a thousand when he freelances, and he gets an earful 
when he doesn’t.” 

Calmus is the only Butkus finalist returning from last year. 
The winner, Miami’s Dan Morgan, was a senior. The other 
finalist, Clemson junior Keith Adams, left early for the NFL. 

Calmus will have even more attention on him this 
season because the Sooners are defending national champs 
and because Orange Bowl MVP Torrance Marshall has 
moved on to the NFL. 

Marshall was 246 pounds of muscle, and actually might 
have been the Sooners’ best linebacker last season. He ran the 
40-yard dash in the low 4.4s and had a standing vertical leap 
of 38 1/2 inches. 

If Calmus had Marshall’s athleticism? 

“Oh, my goodness. He'd be a terror,” Venables said. 

“He’d break the mold,” co-defensive coordinator Mike 
Stoops said. 

Calmus will have to settle for being a tackling machine. 
He had 128 last season, 17 for loss and three that caused 
fumbles. With QB Josh Heupel gone, there’s no doubt the 
hottest-selling jersey in Norman will be Calmus’ No. 20. 

Venables’ one-year-old son, Jake, already has one. 

“It’s a little weird,” Calmus said of the adoration, “but it’s 
flattering.” 

Well, Rock, here’s a little more adoration, from The Boz: 

“He's got the one characteristic that all great linebackers 
need — total disregard for his own well-being,” Bosworth 
said. “He just sticks his hat into the ring.”

ito Sheppard looks like Deion Sanders in a Gators 
L uniform. He’s the superb cover guy who makes spectac- 
ular plays and the return guy who makes game-break- 
ing plays. 

It's a dream role that kids place themselves in as they’re 
growing up, but five years ago, Sheppard didn’t have time to 
envision such things. 

He fancied himself a basketball player, so much so that he 
hadn’t even touched a football in his first two years at Raines 
High in Jacksonville. And a week before his 16th birthday, 
Sheppard's future was further clouded when he learned he 
would become a father.

scared me,” Sheppard 
said. “I didn’t know how 
to react to it.”” 

Thanks to the help 
of his mother, LaQuita 
Allen, who is helping 
raise her four-year-old 
granddaughter, Shep- 
pard is now more than 
just a father doting on 
his little girl, Mya, although he does plenty of that. 

Sheppard writes Mya’s name on his shoes, on his tape and 
even has it tattooed on his forearms. 

“That’s his motivator,” said Allen. “When he ran that punt 
back for a touchdown against South Carolina, she was with me 
in the stands and heard some of the crowd hollering, ‘Lito! 
Lito!’ She hollered, ‘Daddy! Daddy!’ That's his little heart.”’ 

With his daughter serving as inspiration, Sheppard became 
only the fourth sophomore in Florida history to be named first- 
team All-American. 

Just as Jabar Gaffney, his longtime friend and high school 
teammate, emerged as the lightning rod on offense, Sheppard 
has had a Deion-like effect on Florida’s defense and special 
teams. He tied for the SEC lead with six interceptions and led 
the league in punt returns. 

Defensive coordinator Jon Hoke pointed out that “(safety) 
Todd Johnson made big plays for us ... (defensive tackle) 
Gerard Warren made big plays ... but Lito’s big plays 
absolutely made the difference in at least three games.” 

Sheppard's heroics provided the difference between 
possibly the Gators’ worst season in 11 years under Steve 
Spurrier and winning their sixth SEC title. The championship 
happened largely because Sheppard had a remarkable knack 
for coming up big in pressure moments. 

@ At Tennessee, he returned an interception 19 yards for 
a touchdown midway through the third quarter, giving Florida 
its first lead. 

@ Against Georgia, his zig-zagging 61-yard interception 
return just before halftime set up a tying touchdown and 
reversed momentum for the Gators. 

B Against South Carolina, his 57-yard punt return in the 
final seconds of the first half gave Florida a 31-21 lead and 
emotionally deflated the Gamecocks in a game that decided 
the SEC East race. 

“We weren't even trying to return that punt,’’ Hoke noted. 
“We were in an all-out block.” 

The Gators, who return 17 starters from a 10-3 team that 
lost to Miami in the Sugar Bowl, will be counting on Sheppard 
to make more big plays in 2001, a season that Lindy’s pro- 
jects will end up with a national championship in Gainesville. 

Winning the title game in the Rose Bowl would be a big 
deal for Sheppard, but not as special as the real flower in his 
life, four-year-old Mya. Daddy's little girl is all over him by 
kickoff. 

There's little expression on Sheppard's face as he talks 
about himself — he’s Deion Sanders minus the self-promotion 
— but he lights up when the conversation turns toward his 
daughter. 

“I love my little girl to death,”’ he said. “That was some- 
thing | was lacking, a father figure, in my childhood. | want to 
be there in her life.”

everywhere else. It’s a bold move for coach Cam Cameron, 
because his job is possibly on the line after four losing 
seasons with the Hoosiers. 

Randle El, who is close to the man he calls “Coach Cam,” 
was happy to help. 

“Whatever it takes for us to win,” Randle El said. “If 
that’s playing DB, so be it.” 

Seriously? 

“Playing receiver, returning kicks and punts, that kind of 
thing, putting the ball in my hand, that’s what I love,” he 
said. “I love to have the ball. Even playing a little running 
back, that’s something | know | can do.” 

We'll just have to see how this all plays out. Randle El is 
expected to get the call at QB in short-yardage or goal-line 
situations, and also return punts. His overall playing time 
under center is likely to be determined by how well Jones 
plays. 

Either way, Randle El will be one of the most compelling 
athletes of the season. 

There is little the 5-10, 194-pound Randle El can’t do. 
He played basketball at Indiana as a sophomore. Next 
spring, Randle El plans to play baseball for the Hoosiers. The 
Chicago Cubs drafted him out of high school in the 14th 
round. 

That’s all very nice ... but what matters most to Randle El 
is winning. He has never had a winning season with the 
Hoosiers. 

He has started 33 games at quarterback ... and won 11. 
That’s why he came back to school. It isn’t how he wanted 
to leave his teammates. 

“I don't want to live with going through college and not 
going to a bowl game,” Randle El said. “I want to get toa 
bowl game and win a bowl game.” 

He is 681 yards away from the Division I-A record for 
career rushing by a quarterback, set by Dee Dowis of Air 
Force. But it became clear, that for all his wondrous athletic 
ability, his passing hadn't inspired much confidence from 
pro scouts. 

“I feel like | can play quarterback in the NFL,” Randle El 
said. “I talked to many different people who said, ‘Twaan, 
it’s a long shot and you really need to try to play a different 
position.’ 

“I will try to play some other positions. | feel like | have 
too much athletic ability, too much heart, not to be in the 
NFL. I’m not boasting or bragging. But | feel like | am an 
elite athlete. | work extra hard at whatever | do. 

“| will succeed.”

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BACKFIELDS 


1. Miami The Hurricanes are so embarrassingly rich at running back that 
they could afford to send sophomore stud D.J. Williams back to linebacker in the 
spring. 

As it is, new coach Larry Coker will have to make do, somehow, with NFL- 
sized Najeh Davenport, ultra-productive Clinton Portis (6.3 yards per carry last 
season), and two guys who are all about potential — Jarrett Payton and hotshot 
redshirt freshman Willis McGahee. 

QB Ken Dorsey? His growing calm under fire, as well as that sparkling 25-to- 
5 touchdown-to-interception ratio, make him a Heisman frontrunner ... and Miami 
a national title contender. 


2. Northwestern Spread the field with four receivers so you create 
space to run first, pass second. What a great concept. Many will try to copy 
Randy Walker's genius, but few have a quarterback as crafty and gutty as Zak 
Kustok and no one has a running back who rushed for more yards last season 
than Damien Anderson (2,063, including the bowl). 


3. Florida Do what ever you want, Steve. Rotate them by plays, series, 
quarters or games. Rotate them 90 degrees, rotate them every 5,000 miles. Thing 
is, no matter how much they get spun around, either of the sophomore QBs — 
Rex Grossman or Brock Berlin — will make plays. The running backs have a by- 
committee feel to them as well, with Earnest Graham, Robert Gillespie and lots of 
young ‘uns ready to go. 


4. Mississippi State Only Oregon State can challenge Missis- 
sippi State's running back combination of Dicenzo Miller and Dontae Walker (308 
carries, 1,845 yards, 19 TDs). And although he doesn’t have a brilliant career 
touchdown-to-interception ratio (29-to-28), Wayne Madkin does have 33 
consecutive starts, completed 56.1 percent of his passes last season and, at 6-4, 
227, is a load to bring down in the open field. 


5. Oregon State The Beavers have two backs for Dennis Erickson’s 
one-back system, guaranteeing that Ken Simonton won't get tired, but perhaps 
costing him valuable Heisman carries when Patrick McCall gets his turns. All QB 
Jonathan Smith does is be smart and make all the key throws — exactly what a 5- 
10 guy needs to do. 


6. Oregon Give us one guy to lead a fourth-quarter drive, and we'd take 
the fiery Joey Harrington. Then put a 1,000-yard rusher like Maurice Morris into 

Oregon’s offense, and Mike Bellotti has another winning combination (doesn’t he 
always?). In his six seasons, the Ducks have scored 32.7 points per game. 


7. Clemson We'll forgive all-ACC RB Travis Zachery if he gets out- 
rushed by his quarterback. The QB in question, Woody Dantzler, has a chance to 
be that good. If he hadn't been hobbled with injuries late last season, he would 
have become the first player in NCAA history to pass for 2,000 yards and rush for 
1,000 more. 


8. Texas Major Applewhite holds or is tied for 40 Texas records and has 
won 72 percent of his games, although knee injuries (and supremely talented 
Chris Simms) have made him the nation’s best backup. UT will have a new 
starting tailback, but don’t sweat it. There is no shortage of candidates, including 
incoming freshman Cedric Benson, whose signing left ‘Horns fans breathless. 


9. Georgia Tech George Godsey’s tenure as JoeHam’s (yes, one 
word) replacement was supposed to last as long as the life span of an internet 
startup amid a NASDAQ crash, but everyone is still bullish on him despite coming 
off a major knee injury in the bow! game. His 2,906 yards, 23 TDs and overall 


leadership were a revelation, and RB Joe Burns is a nice run-catch threat who 
provides the balance. 


10. Toledo All-MAC QB Tavares Bolden and RB Chester Taylor, the 
nation’s second-leading returning rusher with 1,470 yards, should really take off 
in new coach Tom Amstutz’s spread offense. Taylor, who averaged 5.9 yards and 
scored 18 TDs a year ago, is one of the nation’s hidden gems. 


Rex Grossman (below) will battle Brock Berlin in the 
fall to take control of the Florida offense, which has 
the kind of depth to rival any team in the country. 
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1. Florida Jabar Gaffney led the SEC in receptions as a freshman last 
season (71), making it easy to forget that his partner Reche Caldwell is a darn 
fine receiver, too. There's not a better duo in the country, and in all, the Gators 
return more than 91 percent of their pass-catching production from last season. 
Juniors Aaron Walker and Kirk Wells are also productive, splitting 24 
receptions for 315 yards and 5 TDs. And while there aren't any proven big-play 
receivers after Gaffney and Caldwell, junior Taylor Jacobs has shown promise, 
and Steve Spurrier has some potential gems in guys like sophomores Carlos 
Perez and Kelvin Kight, and redshirt freshmen 0.J. Small and Reggie Vickers. 


2. Texas Having had several months to get over their case of the 
dropsies in the Holiday Bowl, sophomore stars Roy Williams and B.J. Johnson 
are ready to catch everything Chris Simms can throw at their fast, athletic, and 
often wide-open frames. Williams, a graceful 6-5, 210 pounds, is the touchdown- 
maker, with eight, including a 96-yarder against Oklahoma State. Tight end Bo 
Scaife needs to come back from knee surgery to give Simms a nice third target. 


3. Georgia Tech The Yellow Jackets have the talent to finally 
knock Florida State off its ACC perch, and no position at Georgia Tech is stronger 
than receiver. Senior Kerry Campbell is a future high draft pick who will soon own 
all Tech's major receiving records. Kerry Watkins has big-play ability, Will Glover 
has sticky fingers and sophomores Nate Curry and Jonathan Smith ensure that 
the beat goes on. 


4. LSU Jere! Myers dropped off from 64 receptions in 1999 to 29 last 
season, and that was due in part to the quick development of converted RB Josh 
Reed, who zoomed up the learning curve with 65 catches, 1,127 yards and 10 
TDs in his first full season at the position. All these guys need to do now is get 
their big years in sync. TE Robert Royal is a darling of the NFL scouts, 


5. Georgia The Bulldogs return their top six pass catchers from last 
season, and there's still only one senior in the bunch. Terrence Edwards (53 
catches in each of his first two seasons) leads the way, while Damien Gary 
emerged from a series of injuries to post 36 catches. Backups Reggie Brown and 


1. Miami So much for recruiting rankings. Left tackle Bryant McKinnie 
was just a lightly heralded JC transfer and right tackle Joaquin Gonzalez was a 
walk-on. Now, they are the finest bookends in college, and it wouldn't bea 
surprise to see both become first-round picks next April, with McKinnie going 
very early, 

‘Throw in underrated guard Martin Bibla, and the only glimpses defenders 
get of QB Ken Dorsey is on SportsCenter. And as ‘long as Dorsey stays upright, 
he'll have no trouble finding his new receivers, even if wep don't get open as 
quickly as Santana Moss and Reggie Wayne. 


2. Ole Miss The line has been entrusted to protect the new franchise 
— QB Eli Manning. The Rebs’ front wall yielded only s seven sacks a season ago, 
and returns Lindy’s preseason All- ‘American tackle Terrence Metcalf, as well as 
center Ben Claxton (coming back from injury) and Belton Johnson. 


3. Northwestern Somebody had to do all that blocking so Damien 
Anderson and Zak Kustok could do their thing last season, and all those 
somebodies are back. This is the real strength of the team, with three fifth-year 
seniors surrounding the two headliners — guard Jeff Roehl and center Austin 
a both juniors. 


4. UCLA ob Toledo's excellent recruiting efforts should begin paying off 
"right now. The Bruins have three Parade All-Americans along the line, 

including j junior tackles Mike Saffer and Bryce Bohlander. With only one senior in 
the projected starting five, these guys are already the best in the Pac-10. 


5. Kansas State Without kicking up a lot of dirt about it, the 
Kansas State line was one of the most effective in the nation last season, yielding 
a mere nine sacks and clearing the way for a school-record 42 rushing touch- 
downs. Three starters are back, notably tackle Thomas Barnett. 


Durell Robinson are former high school studs; TE Randy McMichael does the 
tough work. 


6. Oklahoma Depth, depth, depth. The Sooners return their top eight 
pass catchers from last season, totaling 294 receptions, 3,512 yards and 21 
touchdowns. Did we mention depth? Oklahoma gets it done without a superstar, 
although junior Antwone Savage (50 catches, 621 yards) is on the verge of 
becoming one. Question: Were last year's numbers Heupel-inflated? 


7. Florida State Coming out of the shadows of Peter Warrick and 
Marvin Minnis is Atrews Bell, who quietly caught 10 touchdown passes last fall. 
The thing here, though, is the Seminoles throw waves of receivers at poor 
defensive backs. Pick your poison with a double team, because Robert Morgan, 
Javon Walker, Anquan Boldin (if he's not playing quarterback) and others are 
likely to find paydirt as well. 


8. USC Now that veteran offensive coordinator Norm Chow is doing his 
thing in Los Angeles, maybe Kareem Kelly can become a superstar like Koren 
Robinson did under Chow's watch at North Carolina State last season. Kelly is a 
speedster supreme who is sure to up last year’s marks of 55 catches and 796 
yards. Marcell Allmond and Keary Colbert are more good options in a deep, fast, 
corps. 


9. Purdue Joe Tiller is never at a loss for receivers to plug into his 
"basketball on grass" offense, and has one of the nation’s brightest young 
receivers in long, tall John Standeford, a 6-4 sophomore who hauled in 67 
catches for 744 yards and six touchdowns. Seth Morales is a nice complement, 
and Tim Stratton is likely to catch more passes than any other tight end in the 
nation. 


10. Virginia Tech {t would have been nice to see Andre Davis 
catching long passes from Michael Vick for one more year. Now, we'll get to see 
if Grant Noel has the arm strength to reach one of the fastest guys in college 
football on a fly pattern. On the other side, Emmett Johnson is an emerging star. 


6. Tennessee The Vols were young last year, and it showed at 
times. But a year of maturity for tackles Michael Munoz and Reggie Coleman, 
plus a healthy Fred Weary at guard or center, could make this line leap froma 
question mark to the strength of the offense. But will Munoz’s bum knee even 
allow him to play this fall? 


= Sou ; Lou Holtz doesn’t have an excess of 
playmakers on offense, but ie does have four returning starters on the offensive 
line who helped grind out eight victories last season in one of the greatest 
turnarounds in college football history. Tackle Melvin Paige is the backbone of 
the unit. 


_ 8. Nebraska What's an offensive line ranking without Nebraska? No 


doubt, the Cornhuskers have holes to fill, losing center Dominic Raiola and the 
right side of the line, but when it comes to the offensive line, Nebraska doesn’t 
just reload, it overloads. Toniu Fonoti is Lindy’s top-rated guard, and he’s next to 
veteran tackle Dave Volk. Let’s just say coaches around the country would swap 
for the new guys sight unseen. 


9. Florida State The Seminoles get the benefit of the doubt, even 
ina “down” year. The projected starting five is all juniors — including marvelous 
left tackle Brett Williams — so next year we'll be back to the familiar “this is the 
best line in school history” talk that seems to burden so many Florida State 
fronts. In the meantime, guys, feel free to drive-block. 


10. The top seven linemen return, with plenty of mix-and- 
match opportunities, That versatility will be put to good use as Tyrone Willing- 
ham shuffles to find the right combination that likely will include a promotion for 
sophomore tackle Kwame Harris, a former super recruit who got his feet wet last 
season as a true freshman. Otherwise, senior guard Eric Heitmann is the best 
blocker ... for now. 
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One of the reasons we expect an Alabama comeback this 
season is that the Tide will be so tough up front on defense. Dennis Franchione 
had a great end at TCU in Aaron Schobel; in Tuscaloosa, he'll get to mix and 
match with Kenny King and Kindal Moorehead (now, he just needs them to 
avoid the injury bug that took bites out of their 2000 season). 


Jarret Johnson is the steadiest hand along the defensive front, starting games 
at end and tackle last season, making seven sacks. 


Nobody turns out get-to-the-quarterback ends 
like Florida State, and the next great one figures to be junior Alonzo Jackson, 
who will be looking to at least double the six sacks he had last season as a 
sometimes-starter. Sophomore defensive tackles Darnell Dockett and Jeff 
Womble — both returning starters — will soon be immovable up front. 


The Vols defensive line could be ranked just on the 
strength of Outland Trophy winner John Henderson and his 12 sacks, remark- 
able for an interior lineman. Edward Kendrick and Albert Haynesworth provide 
experience at the other tackle spot, while Will Overstreet makes the big plays 
from end. 


Part-time 
Tar Heel hoopster Julius Peppers — the 
nation’s best college athlete? — has an 
unmatched combination of size (6-6, 270), 
speed, strength and stats (15 sacks last 


season) among defensive ends. Ryan Sims 
and Anthony Perkins, both senior returning 
starters, hold things down inside. 


The Boilers’ defense 
could be better than their offense, and 
that’s because all four starters are back on 
the line. Led by end Akin Ayodele, the 
entire line gets after the QB in a hurry (a 
combined 23 sacks), and this could be the 
year they're tougher against the run (765 
rushing yards allowed in last three 
games). 


Alex Brown is known as 
a big-game player (note to Alex: every 
game is a big game). We'll assume he 
didn’t come back for his senior season to 
coast, and if he doesn't he'll have a chance 
to be the best end in college, although he'll 
have to get there without Gerard Warren 
helping from the inside. 


Last season, it 
was the A&M linebackers who carried the 
flag of the always-proud Aggies defense. 
The power shifts up front in 2001, with 
300-pound junior Ty Warren having All- 
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American ability and end Rocky Bernard returning from knee surgery. 


Steady and experienced, Notre Dame is looking 
for big years from its ends — Grant Irons returns from shoulder surgery to 
pair with end Anthony Weaver (eight sacks in 2000). Tackle Darrell Campbell is 
seen as having a big future, and with three years of eligibility left, has the room 
to grow into it. 


Here's the story of the Bruins’ defensive line: It’s deep, it’s 
talented, it's got a big rep ... and it’s time for the production to match all the 
hype. UCLA has had back-to-back seasons of only 21 sacks. It helps to get DE 
Kenyon Coleman back from a cartilage tear in his knee that robbed him of the 
majority of 2000. 


New Cavs coach Al Groh inherited no returning starters 
at linebacker, but George Welsh was kind enough to leave behind four line 
starters who will become the strength of the defense. It’s an all-senior cast of 
characters on the line, which will use its strength and experience to improve 
on last year’s total of 10 sacks. 


Kenny King and other members of the Alabama defensive front 
were slowed by injuries last season, but its depth and versatility 
make the Tide poised for a bounce-back year. 


1. Michigan The Michigan Mashers have it all covered, sideline to 
sideline. Each of the three starters — Victor Hobson, Eric Brackins, Larry 
Foote — are candidates for postseason honors. Foote, a returning all-Big Ten 
player, should be even better after increasing his, uh, Foote speed, in the 
spring. Altogether, the trio combined for 31 tackles for loss last season and 
will have to stay at that high level unless talented backups such as Larry 
Stevens prove to be so good that they take away playing time. 


2. Florida Steve Spurrier really liked the way his linebackers were 
playing the pass in the spring, staying disciplined and being more solid in 
zone coverage. Almost everyone is back — six of the top seven — not 
including senior Andra Davis, slated to start after missing most of last season 
with a bad knee. 


3. LSU Gerry DiNardo knew what he was getting when he signed the 
two best linebackers in Louisiana in 1999, but Bradie James and Trev Faulk 

weren't ready as true freshmen to save his job. As sophomores, they helped 
Nick Saban lead a turnaround to an 8-4 record. Can they grab an SEC West 

title as juniors? 


4. Georgia Tech The three returning starters at linebacker work 
nicely with a quality defensive line to form one of the best front sevens in the 
country. Middle linebacker Daryl Smith led the Jackets in tackles last season 
(96) as a freshman; Recardo Wimbush, a junior, is the veteran of a still- 
improving group. 


Mississi te Mario Haggan is the top bone-crusher 
in the nation, just another in a long line of snarling Bulldog defenders. Joe 
Lee Dunn’s scheme creates some unusual terminology — the official depth 
chart is a 5-1-5 formation — so Conner Stephens is as much DE as OLB. 


1. Florida The best matchup in the college football can only happen 
at a Florida practice — cornerback Lito Sheppard vs. receiver Jabar Gaffney. 
Something keeps Sheppard sharp, because nobody makes plays in the 
secondary like he does, and he’s got all of his buddies with him. The Gators 
return everyone from last season's two-deep depth chart, which was filled 
with standouts like safety Todd Johnson and other cornerbacks Bennie 
Alexander and Robert Cromartie. Expect Florida to at least equal the leaque- 
high 24 picks from last season. 


2. Miami Emotional leader Al Blades is gone, although emotion and 
attitude are things the Hurricanes always have in large supply. Strong safety 
Edward Reed (eight interceptions last season) is Lindy’s top-rated safety, and 
Mike Rumph will make a run at being the top cornerback by the end of the 
season. The Hurricanes can stake claim to having the nation’s top secondary 
... to be determined in the national title game? 


3. Texas The most appropriately named cornerback in the nation, 
Texas’ Quentin Jammer, is also one of the best. He's the show-stopper ina 
unit that ranked first nationally in pass efficiency defense (84.3 rating) and 
allowed teams to complete just over 45 percent of their passes. 


4. Oklahoma Take All-American J.T. Thatcher out of the Sooners 
secondary, and you've still got four guys who just don’t get beat very often. 
This is a team that is so confident in its defensive backs, that the nickel 
package is almost OU’s base defense. Having a 221-pound safety who hits like 
Roy Williams makes that much easier. 


5. South Carolina CB Sheldon Brown leads a secondary that 
has everybody back after being one of the most effective in college football 

last season, limiting foes to just five passing TDs while picking off 20. Willie 
Offard and Rashad Faison (if his shoulder heels from winter surgery) are big 


Whatever. We'll lump him in with Haggan here, and call the Dogs’ ‘backers 
really, really good. 


6. Florida State The athletes keep a-comin’ ... Throughout an 
impressive spring, senior Bradley Jennings showed he is ready to play a 
Starring role (his stats say the same thing: 102 tackles last season). He'll be 
joined by sophomore Kendyll Pope on one side, and a newbie on the other 
side. 


7. North Carolina State Outside ‘backer Levar Fisher, 
strong as a bull, made an astounding 166 tackles last season, 15 for loss. In 
the middle, “Thunder Dan” Dantonio Burnette is short (5-foot-10), but 
delivers a wallop, leaving precious little room for running backs to escape 
punishment. 


8. UCLA Robert Thomas is the physical model for a middle ‘backer, 
but what's harder to capture is what coach Bob Toledo calls Thomas’ cobra- 
like quickness. Ryan Nece, among others, is also tough to slither past. Still, 
the Bruins need to toughen up — back to the ways of the 1998 season. 


9. Kansas State The raves are rolling in for Terry Pierce, who 
was selected the Big 12’s top freshman defender last season in a vote of 
league coaches and did nothing in the spring to curb rising expectations. The 
Wildcats already know what they've got in senior Ben Leber — an All- 
American talent. 


10. Northwestern The last time we saw the Wildcats’ defense, 
it was getting de-pantsed by Nebraska in the Alamo Bowl. Northwestern’s 
defense should be more presentable this season, and you can’t ignore the 
numbers from the returning trio of Billy Silva, Napoleon Harris and Kevin 
Bentley (325 tackles last season). 


hitters, Andre Goodman and Kevin House are strong in coverage, and when 
safety Antione Nesmith was injured, Deandre’ Eiland stepped in as a red-hot 
freshman. 


6. Southern California With great depth, the surest thing 
in the Trojans’ secondary is Troy Polamula at strong safety. The corners are 
overloaded with speedster Darrell Rideaux, Kris Richard, Chris Cash ... and 
the return of standout Antuan Simmons, who survived a life-threatening 
abdominal tumor last year. 


7. Georgia Tim Wansley might be the best pure cover guy in the 
SEC, and safeties Jermaine Phillips and Terreal Bierria have good size and 
speed. The Bulldogs had 19 interceptions last season (six by Wansley), and 
will be counted on more this season. 


8. North Carolina The Tar Heels have good experience back 
from a unit that needs to show better hands. DeFonte Coleman and Dexter 
Reid are solid safeties, Errol Hood is a quality cover guy, and Michael Waddell 
has shown the attributes to develop into a great one. Opponents completed 
only 49 percent of their passes, and these guys broke up a ton of balls — but 
only five of them stuck. 


9. Michigan Rated only ninth in the Big Ten in pass defense a year 
ago, the Michigan secondary should be much better... if it's not, the Wolver- 
ines are in big trouble. Defense must carry the day, and the talent is in place 
to get it done with CB Todd Howard, SS Julius Curry and the return from 
injury of Cato June. 


10. Florida State Several young non-starters played key roles in 
2000, so senior safety Chris Hope isn’t alone back there, even though he’s listed 
as the only returning starter. Stanford Samuels, Malcolm Tatum, Abdual Howard 
and Rufus Brown all are high-end guys who showed plenty last season.

Starting the national championship game in Pasadena at 5 
o'clock on a workday might make kickoff look like any other 
bowl game ... which is to say, half full. 

Even more valuable that week than a game ticket or 
parade grandstand seat will be a special bus pass to ensure 
getting to the game on time. 


So, who'll get to Pasadena? 
The three-month regular-season serves as a 


process of elimination, but we don’t need to wait that long to 
know we can eliminate the 54 teams that are not in one of the 
six power conferences — the computers and strength of 
schedule ratings essentially exist to weed out those smaller- 
conference teams. 

That leaves the 63 BCS teams, but each of the SEC, Pac-10 
and Big 12 and Big Ten have only about four teams (you know 
who you are) remotely capable of reaching Pasadena this 
season, and there are only two each in the ACC and Big East. 
And we'll give Notre Dame the benefit of the doubt too. 

@ If only 21 teams have any business looking in the mirror 
and saying out loud that they can smell these particular Roses, 
we must also recognize that the Pac-10 and Big Ten don’t 
have a complete, dominant team that can sweep the league ... 
and Notre Dame's tough schedule leaves the Irish as a long 
shot for any BCS bowl. 

@ So, we're down to 12 teams, and realistically, those 
Techs in Virginia and Georgia are not going to be flicking aside 
Miami and Florida State in 2001. In the SEC, the winner of the 
Florida-Tennessee game always has a big ol’ edge, and this 
year that'll be the Gators, winning in Gainesville. 

@ The Big 12 looks like it will eat its young this season, 
and Nebraska and K-State are younger than usual. Defending 
champion Oklahoma doesn’t have a championship quarter- 
back. 

®@ So, we've boiled it down to four teams — Texas, Florida, 
Miami and Florida State, and it’s important to note that as 
good as Mack Brown is at building a program, his teams 
always seem to lose at least one game they shouldn't. 

@ Down to three, and here’s where the plot thickens: The 
rebuilding Seminoles know how to win the ACC, but they 
don’t have enough to beat Miami or Florida, which will use 
those intrastate victories to get one more intrastate game. 

@ A rematch of last season's Sugar Bowl. But this time, 
played all the way across the continent. 


The biggest bowls 
Now that we have the Rose Bowl matchup settled 


— go ahead and get those non-refundable tickets, we're 
never wrong here at Lindy’s Football Annuals — the other BCS 
bowls set the dominoes in motion for the whole bowl 
framework. Here’s how we see it falling: 

After Florida and Miami go to the Rose Bowl as the No. 1 
and No. 2 teams, the Fiesta automatically has the Pac-10 and 
Big 12 champions, and the Orange automatically has ACC 
champion Florida State.

declared national champions (remember, in 1997 Michigan 
and Nebraska split the title). Of those nine teams, eight had a 
veteran calling the signals and distributing the ball, with only 
Tennessee’s Tee Martin leading a team all the way to No. 1 as 
a first-year starter in 1998. 

This season, in Lindy's preseason Top 10 — presumably all 
10 have a serious shot at the national championship — eight 
have veteran quarterbacks, with the only exceptions being last 
year’s Orange Bowl combatants.

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Tradition required for title run 


Yes, there is unprecedented parity in college 
football these days, with seven different winners of the Pac-10 
in the past seven years, and six different Big Ten programs 
having a share of the past seven league titles, and four differ- 
ent champions in the Big 12’s five years of existence ... 

But to win a national title, you’d better have tradition that 
begets such success. In the past nine years, 10 teams have 
captured at least a share of the national championship, but 
only Florida State in 1993 and Florida in 1996 were first-time 
winners. Certainly their emergence among college football's 
elite has nothing to do with growing parity. 

The 75 quasi-official national championships (the media 
and coaches polls) dating to 1936 have been dispersed 
among just 30 programs, with Oklahoma adding to its 
gluttony last season. 

And since there are 14 one-time champions, that means 
16 programs have shared the other 61 championships among 
their little clique. Here’s the list of champions, with number of 
titles and most-recent crown:

What to do for an encore? 


Oklahoma will be trying to do what two other pairs of 
teams have done in Sooner’s history — win back-to-back 
consensus national championships. OU did it under Bud 
Wilkinson in 1955-56, and again under Barry Switzer in 1984- 
85. It has been done six other times, most recently by the 
1994-95 Nebraska Cornhuskers. 

Here’s a glance at how the national champions of the past

The postseason confusion continued in the off- 
season with the two Hawaii games heading to the mainland, 
and the NCAA declaring in the spring that the Micronpc.com 
Bowl still could salvage itself this year. That means the 25 
bowls could grow to 26 in the summer. 

With at least 50 teams bowl-bound — including 38 from 
the power conferences last season (and similar number pro- 
jected for this season) the question becomes, “who ISN'T 
going to make it?” 

Well, our guess is Penn State and a bunch of other guys 
named Joe. Oops, poor choice of terms there. 


p Who'll break a long drought? 

There’s someone every year: In 1995 Northwest- 
ern went to its first bowl in 46 years, in 1996 Navy ended a 
15-year drought, in 1997 New Mexico snapped a 36-year 
hiatus, in 1998 Tulane went for the first time in 11 years, in 
1999 Oregon State ended a 34-year depression, and last 
season it was lowa State going for the first time in 22 years. 

This year, we'd like to think that Indiana or Maryland can 
break their droughts of seven and 10 years. And who knows, 
maybe even Rutgers (22) or Vanderbilt (18 years). Here are the

€ Preseason, but not classics 
The “preseason classics” are coming to an end in 


2002. The NCAA has eliminated the games beyond next 
season in favor of adding a 12th game to the regular season. 
They might as well have added the 12th game for this 
season — they basically gave everybody the choice of playing 
an extra game, anyway. Including the nine games at Hawaii and 
the six preseason games, that means 22 teams including Hawaii 
will play 12 regular-season games, and Fresno State has 13. 
And that doesn’t even include the league championship 
games in the SEC, Big 12 and MAC. The NCAA approved six 
“preseason exempt” games for the 2001 season, and another 
was given an extension into the summer to try to get itself 
together. Certainly the term “classic” cannot be applied to 
these games.

Athletic directors got busy after \ 
last season. They were busy with their scythes 
lopping off coaches’ head's, or busy with their 
pens signing their own coaches to lucrative 
extensions or breaking the bank to sign a new 
one. It’s gotten to the point in college football 
that becoming a head coach in a major 
program is a rich-man poor-man proposition 
... they make you rich when they give you the 
job, then turn you into the poor guy who got 
fired too soon. 

On one side of it, more coaches are 
making more money than previously had 
been imaginable in the profession. At least 
18 coaches will be paid at least $1 million to 
coach their programs this season. Another 
handful are within a spitwad of seven figures. 

Just a couple of years ago, that number 
was limited to Florida's Steve Spurrier and 
Florida State’s Bobby Bowden, but now 
nearly one-third of coaches in the 63 big- 
time programs (BCS conferences and Notre 
Dame) are in the club. Is that good or bad? 
Well, good for the coaches ... and for the 
people trying to establish player unions, who 
are well aware that $1 million is very close to a 
typical budget for the scholarships for all 85 players

not included; it went into the summer still trying to gain NCAA certification. 
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coach for just a couple of hours — long enough for the nation 

to raise its collective eyebrow and ask, “Jim Tressel? Who's 
Jim Tressel?” — when he went recruiting. 

These weren't prospective players Tressel was wooing, but 
a capacity crowd attending OSU's Big Ten basketball game with 
Indiana ... and the statewide television audience tuned in to hear 
his first words to the populace upon becoming the surprise 
choice to succeed John Cooper. 

Poised, confident and apparently at ease in front of 18,500 
scarlet-and-gray loyalists at halftime of the game, Tressel 
absorbed what might well be his only boo-free ovation ever in 
Columbus. 

He played the hushed Value City Arena audience like a 
Stradivarius. 

“I can assure you that you'll be proud of our young people in 
the classroom, in the community and, most especially, in 310 
days in Ann Arbor, Michi ...” 

Thunderous applause drowned whatever else Tressel wanted 
to say, for no message is more melodious to Ohio State fans than 
ill-intentioned plans for their archrival. 

Of course, it’s one thing to promise success and quite 
another to deliver on such guarantees, as Tressel knows all too 
well when reminded of his debut address and the raves it 
received. 

“Now all we have to do,” he says, “is make a first down,” 

That awareness of the necessity to both say and do the right 
things to quicken the heartbeat of OSU's fans and administration 
allowed the 48-year-old Tressel to come from back in the pack 
and emerge as the heir to a legacy that includes Paul Brown and 
Woody Hayes. 

Ohio State flirted with Oklahoma's Bob Stoops and the Oak- 
land Raiders’ Jon Gruden. 

It made a run at Oregon's Mike Bellotti and Stanford's Tyrone 
Willingham. 

It considered Minnesota's Glen Mason, longtime OSU assis- 
tant Fred Pagac, and even former Buckeyes’ All-American Chris 
Spielman. 

But it hired Tressel, a guy who has never been a head coach 
above the Division I-AA level after winning four national champi- 
onships and going 135-57-2 in 15 seasons at Youngstown State. 

OSU president William Kirwan and athletic director Andy 
Geiger chose Tressel from a field that took them nearly three weeks 
to narrow after they fired Cooper following the Buckeyes’ 24-7 loss 
to 17-point underdog South Carolina in the Outback Bowl. 

That defeat lowered Cooper to 3-8 in bowls and combined 
with his 2-1 1-1 record against Michigan to make the 13-year 
Buckeyes coach 5-19-1 in the two games OSU uses to gauge its 
success, 

That isn't what got Cooper canned, as much as what Geiger 
labeled “an absence of discipline or self-discipline, in terms of the 
behavior of players on and off the football field and a concern 
about competitiveness and competitive spirit in the program.” 

Tressel charmed Ohio State's brass with a no-nonsense repu- 
tation about such shenanigans and his big-picture awareness 
from serving as both Youngstown State’s football coach and ath- 
letic director. 

But what really sold both Geiger and Kirwan was Tressel’s 
missionary zeal for conducting a football program with the same 
in-house attitude as bedtime at The Waltons. 

“This is better than winning the Ohio Lottery, because when 
you win the Ohio Lottery, all you get is money,” Tressel said. 


Je Tressel had been on the job as Ohio State’s head football 
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“| get a whole new family. | get a whole new challenge. | get a 
whole new opportunity to impact positively — if] do it right —a 
whole new population.” 

Tressel so frequently equates football with family values and 
so regularly links winning with self-sacrifice that he sometimes 
sounds more like a candidate than a coach. 

Just listen to this from his debut press conference: 

“When you're at a place like Ohio State that’s so visible as an 
outstanding institution and so visible as an outstanding football 
program, it gives even more responsibility — not just to this 
state, but to the country and the world.” 

The world? Corny though that sentiment might sound, it 
formed the foundation for Tressel’s program at Youngstown 
State, one he began building after spending three seasons as 
Ohio State’s quarterback coach under Earle Bruce from 1983 to 
‘85. 

The offensive line coach on that staff was Mason, who many 
thought would realize his career-long, oft-stated dream to coach 
the Buckeyes after leading Minnesota to a 29-17 win over then- 
No. 6 OSU at Ohio Stadium last season. 

“| think Tressel brings a lot to the table,” said Bruce, now a 
radio analyst for the Ohio State games. “I have to say |'m a little 
disappointed for Glen. Who earned the job more than Glen 
Mason?” 

The Tressel-Mason dynamic introduces an interesting ele- 
ment to Ohio State's trip to the Metrodome on Nov. 3. For his 
part, Mason says, “Jim Tressel’s a good coach —| wish him all 
the luck in the world. That’s my school. I hope they win every 
game except one — the game they play against us every year.” 

Tressel’s biggest concern right now isn’t the Gophers, nor is it 
away games at UCLA, Penn State, Michigan State or Michigan. 

It’s the Buckeyes’ Sept. 8 opener against Akron, which used 
to be his chief rival at Youngstown State. 

Getting off to anything other than a rousing start would feed 
the notion that Ohio State settled for a small-time coach with ide- 
alized views that worked wonders on a lower level, but won't cut 
it in Division I-A. 

Cooper, after all, was carried off the field and lauded after his 
first game at Ohio State in 1988, only to be heckled mercilessly 
the following week when the Buckeyes lost at Pittsburgh. 

But if the fickle nature of OSU's fans scares him, Tressel’s fear 
isn't showing. 

“| understand there are going to be moments that aren't 
comfortable,” he said. “We were the kings of Youngstown, just 
like anyone is the king of Huntington when they win at Marshall, 
or the king of Ann Arbor when you win at Michigan or the king of 
Columbus when you win at Ohio State. 

“But if your self-worth is based on what people think about 
you, then you're going to struggle.” 

Geiger takes the same view of critics who point to his hiring 
of Mark Duffner at Maryland in 1992 as proof the Ohio State AD 
didn't learn his lesson about elevating head coaches from Divi- 
sion I-AA, 

Duffner was 60-5-1 in six seasons at Holy Cross and won 
National Coach of the Year honors three times. 

Duffner’s struggles at Maryland helped plunge the athletic 
department further into debt, a scenario OSU cannot afford given 
the $1.9 million buyout it paid Cooper and the $1 million it paid 
last year to cover an operating deficit at its four-year-old basket- 
ball arena. 

“Measure the man, not the level, necessarily,” Geiger said. “I 
don’t think the game is that different in concept. His total pro-

gram at Youngstown State was very, very impressive and exactly 
the type of thing we want to apply here.” 

Ohio State isn’t the first school that tried to lure Tressel out of 
Youngstown. 

Miami was set to hire him in 1995 when Dennis Erickson left 
for the Seattle Seahawks, believing Tressel’s disciplined approach 
was just the tonic for a program torn by a Pell Grant scandal and 
impending NCAA sanctions. 

Tressel pulled out of the running at the last minute because of 
a family situation and was set to finish his career in Youngstown, 
where he won the last of his national championships in 1997. 

The Penguins finished second in the nation in 1999 and were 
eliminated in the first round of the I-AA playoffs last season, fin- 
ishing 9-3. 

Hmmm ... 9-3 ... Bruce posted six straight seasons with that 
record, and was eventually run out of town. In Cooper's last six 
seasons, the Buckeyes averaged 9.5 victories. 

Cooper, however was unable to direct OSU to its first 
national championship since 1968 because of his woeful record 
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against Michigan. The Buckeyes lost conference championships 
or Rose Bowl berths directly because of losses to the Wolverines 
in 1989, 1993, 1995 and 1997. 

Growing up an Ohio State fan in Berea, a suburb of Cleve- 
land, and having coached for three years at OSU in the early ‘80s, 
Tressel knows the high expectations that await him in his new 
job. 

“Something we've said to our players for 15 years, and we'll 
say it here, is: ‘You get as your work deserves,” Tressel said. 
“We are going to have to work for everything. We are going to 
have to understand that. 

“There will be moments when we do things well and that will 
be recognized. There also will be moments when we don’t do 
things well and that too will be recognized. 

“Whatever it is we deserve, that is probably what is going to 
happen — whether that is comfortable or not. It would be pre- 
sumptuous to say there’s not going to be pressure. But we're all 
trained for something. I'm looking forward to seeing how good 
my training is.”

Wilf Bartholomew

Seldom has a dare made Will Bartholomew think he’s in over 
his head. 

When challenged by his family to jump into an icy swimming 
pool while it was snowing, Bartholomew took the plunge. 

“| realized | had gained weight when the diving board 
snapped in half. (The board was frozen). | did a back buster. They 
made fun of me,” said Bartholomew. “I'm pretty terrible.” 

Bartholomew likes to beat the odds. “I have a motto: ‘Always 
do what you're afraid of.’ Not in the stupid sense. Don’t go throw 
yourself off a 200-foot (tall) building. But if it strikes fear in you, 
try to do it.” 

Before Bartholomew, a senior fullback and one of five team 
captains, became one of Tennessee’s most versatile offensive 
threats, he faced a broken ankle and second string. Both were 
new experiences. 

He had been the Tennessee Class AAA Athlete of the Year in 
1997 and was All-State in football, wrestling and track. 

After recovering from the ankle injury his freshman season, 
he had to battle Shawn Bryson, now the Buffalo Bills’ starting tail- 
back, at fullback. “He became the man for two years,” said 
Bartholomew, who began to lose his passion to play. “I was just 
consumed with getting through football.” 

In May, 1999 that changed. He married Shelly Moore, Miss 
Teen USA of 1997. “After we married, Christ changed my life. 
Marriage was a huge turning point for me. Shelly made me real- 
ize what a great opportunity | had. God had given me talents and 
abilities.” 

With Bartholomew's ability to run, block, catch and provide 
pass protection, Tennessee coach Phillip Fulmer is proud to have 
him. 

“Will brings great leadership, not only vocally, but by action 
as well,” said Fulmer. 

Fred Weary, a senior offensive guard who is also a captain, 
said that Bartholomew's passion, work ethic and enthusiasm are 
contagious. “His influence carries over to every one of us. Every- 
thing he does is a great example.” 

One of Bartholomew's goals is to continue as a spiritual 
example. “The guys look to me for spiritual leadership. They ask 
me a lot of questions and open their lives up to me. | share Christ 
with a lot of guys on the team.” 

Said Fulmer, “Will is a dedicated Christian. He has become 
the focal point of the spiritual part of our team. We have other 
fine Christian young men, but none are more vocal than Will 
Bartholomew. 

“A Christian background can help any one of us in our daily 
lives and in our professional lives. To say that a football player 
can’t be a tough guy and also be a really nice guy is wrong. Will 
has done that.” 

Although Bartholomew became a Christian when he was nine 
years old, he did not fully commit his life to Christ until his high 
school senior year. 

“| realized that | had put so many things, girls, football, popu- 
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larity, in front of God,” he said. “I realized | wasn’t serving Him 
first. | realized that living for Christ is a daily commitment.” 

Bartholomew, who has been president of Tennessee's FCA 
chapter, studies his Bible and prays daily. He and Shelly speak to 
youth groups. Both have taught Sunday school. 

He stresses the importance of putting God above all. “My 
basic message is that in high school | lacked a passion for God. 
| describe that passion as loving something more than yourself,” 
he said. 

“You need to put yourself aside and give it all to God. You 
will be blessed because you are living in His will. | wouldn't be 
here without Him. | wouldn't be married to the woman | am. 
She's a great minister for God.” 

Along with his wife, Bartholomew gets inspiration from his 
family. His father (Sam) and mother (Vicki) are spiritual role mod- 
els. “My father has a steadfast relationship with Christ. He is very 
consistent in his faith.” 

He also has a brother, Bo Bartholomew, who is studying at 
Dallas Theological Seminary. “He never drank. He was never into 
the party scene. He led the way.” 

Bartholomew also has faith that the Vols rebound from an 8-4 
record last year. 

“My attitude is to take care of my business, then try to 
encourage my teammates,” he said. We have to have the goal to 
win every game. If you go into a game without expecting to win, 
you came for the wrong reasons.” 

The NFL is also a goal. But no goal is bigger than proclaiming 
his life verse, Philippians 1:20: “I will no way be ashamed, but 
will have sufficient courage, so 
that now as always Christ will 
be exalted in my body, 
whether by life or by 
death.” 

“Jesus means in 
essence salvation, grace 
and mercy. | never want 
to lack courage,” said 
Bartholomew. 

Still, he said that he 
has never listened to bad 
advice. “I take things as a chal- 
lenge. I’m a firm believer in doing 
the impossible ... but | haven't 
jumped off any more frozen diving 
boards.”

releases the ball with as much effort as it 
takes to wave to his mom, Davie adds, or 
the way Clark moves as comfortably and 
confidently around the pocket as if he 
stitched it himself?

Teases him. Ultimately, it will test him like 
no other dilemma this season. 

What Davie ultimately opts to do at 
quarterback looms as the biggest decision 
of the fall, and he cannot waste much time 
making it, not with three of the first four 
Irish games on the road against bowl 
teams Nebraska, Purdue and Texas A&M. 

Sticking with LoVecchio, the returning 
starter who had a surmountable edge in 
the spring, likely would preserve the team 
chemistry that Davie credits with Notre 
Dame's turnaround 9-3 season in 2000. 
But keeping Holiday and/or Clark on the 
sideline, Davie also fears, might be limiting 
a team that he believes possesses enough 
potential to make a run at the national title. 

“Obviously, you think about going to 
Lincoln, Nebraska, going to College Sta- 
tion, you like the idea that you've got a 
quarterback that’s been in a game,” Davie 
said, 

“Now, if those other two quarterbacks 
play better than Matt, how much better are 
they? That's the decision we have to make. 
They're going to have to be a lot better to 
overtake his experience factor. Are they 
capable of doing that? Sure, they are, 
They're both very talented players. 

“It’s the combination of where 
(LoVecchio’s) been, where he’s played, 
and who we play early that gives him the 
advantage.

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a long season, and all three of them have long careers here, so 
that can change. It all depends on performance.” 

If Davie were to allow himself a moment to reflect on all this, 
and he resists reflection like a vampire, he might find the irony 
quite amusing. A year ago at this time, asking who the best 
Notre Dame quarterback was and how close the Irish really were 
to a national title seemed ludicrous. At that time, Arnaz Battle 
had stepped forward as the unquestioned team leader at quarter- 
back and Notre Dame had settled on the national radar as a dis- 
appointing has-been coming off a 5-7 1999 season. 

Funny how a few breaks can change everything; in this 
case, the left navicular bone in Battle’s wrist. 

He broke it to end his season in the second game of the 
year against Nebraska, which opened the door for LoVecchio’s 
unlikely emergence. The Irish won seven of the eight games 
LoVecchio started as Battle became a wide receiver. 

The secret? Sure, LoVecchio made a difference making good 
enough decisions that Notre Dame committed an NCAA-record— 
low eight turnovers all season. But execution on the field might 
not have had as much to do with Notre Dame's nine victories as 
elocution in the locker room, and Davie worries about his team 
duplicating that personality as much as he worries about any 
position area heading into this season. 

Last season, naturally charismatic players like cornerback 
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Brock Williams and guard Mike Gandy possessed the gift for gab 
every locker room needs. This year, through the all-important off- 
season, Notre Dame's leaders have yet to emerge. 

As difficult as it may be determining who lead the Irish in 
spirit, it’s just as hard predicting who will lead the team in carries. 

Junior tailback Julius Jones, coming off a disappointing sopho- 
more season, missed spring practice for disciplinary reasons. Senior 
tailback Tony Fisher, the most durable runner on the team, is com- 
ing off shoulder surgery. That gave classmate Terrance Howard, 

a slashing cutback runner, a brief chance to show Davie just how 
dangerous he can be. All three probably will share the load, with 
Fisher most likely to get called upon to gain the toughest yards. 

They will run behind an offensive line that lost both its guards 
(Gandy and Jim Jones). Replacing them will be Sean Mahan and 
Casey Robin, joined up front by tackles Jordan Black and Kurt Vollers 
and All-American caliber center Jeff Faine. Not that the group lacks 
motivation, but if they need any they can look at one another and 
say “17” — the number of rushing yards the Irish gained in the Fiesta 
Bowl against a smaller, quicker Oregon State team. 

“We cannot get in situations like we got into in the Fiesta 
Bowl where we couldn’t run the football,” Davie said. “We have 
to run the ball.” 

Which means whomever Davie settles on at quarterback must 
throw it enough to keep the linebackers guessing. 

“It’s impossible to throw the ball nine times a game or 10 
times a game and be efficient running the ball unless you're just 
flat better than the opponents you're playing, if you're not wish- 
bone, and we're not going to be,” Davie said. “To run the ball, 
you understand the fact we have to throw the ball more effi- 
ciently. It adds balance to our offense.” 

That was the notion behind switching Battle to receiver. The 
senior, seeing three young quarterbacks on the roster, asked to be 
switched when his wrist finally healed in December and Davie 
nearly drooled thinking about his plans for Battle. Battle might run 
as many reverses as down-and-outs, he may return kicks and 
punts, or he might be just a decoy. Doesn't matter. It beats hold- 
ing a clipboard. 

“| just feel there’s a lot of excitement, a lot of juice,” said Bat- 
tle, whom Davie also hinted might take snaps at quarterback dur- 
ing short-yardage plays. 

Battle will share time with big-play threats Javin Hunter and 
David Givens, giving the Irish as much speed at the position as 


they have had in years. ' 

In fact, Davie dis- THE BEST AND | 
puted the notion that THE BRIGHTEST 
Oregon State’s domi- 
nation of his team in 
the Fiesta Bowl 
exploited Notre 
Dame's glaring lack of 
team speed. 

He pointed out 
that in the winter 
before the 1998 sea- 
son, the Irish had three 
players who ran the 
40-yard dash under 4.5 seconds. Last winter, there were 14 play- 
ers under 4.5. 

“You stand there at that Fiesta Bowl, the way that game 
unraveled. | think that’s fair for people to say that (about team 
speed),” Davie said. “I was also standing there the game before

David Lockwood (secondary) and Bill 
Sheridan (outside linebackers). Phillips 
comes from Minnesota, Lockwood from 
West Virginia and Sheridan from Michi- 
gan State.

ne day you're the next Joe Mon- 
tana.

So who is the real Matt LoVecchio: The 
unassuming Notre Dame freshman with ice 
pellets in his veins who saved last season by 
winning seven straight starts? 

Or the timid teen-ager with the deer-in- 
the-headlights look ess shakiness on 
Jan. 1 helped make the Fiesta Bowl a 
fiasco? 

“Part of becoming successful is to get 
your butt kicked a little bit,” Notre Dame 
coach Bob Davie said. 

“Certainly we did in the Fiesta Bowl 
(a 41-9 rout by Oregon State). That's got to 
be worth something.” 

Perhaps one day. But that loss, in which 
Oregon State’s blitzes harassed LoVecchio 
into more interceptions (two) than he had 
thrown all season, loosened his lock on the 
No. 1 quarterback position.

Signing Day was a 'Nole roll call of elite talent, including two 
of California’s best — DB Dominic Robinson and TE Justin 
Tomerlin — along with nine of Florida's top 15 prospects. 

Three All-American QBs signed — superstar Joe Mauer, who 
could end up playing professional baseball, in-stater Adrian 
McPherson and Tennessee’s Matt Henshaw. 

FSU doesn't dip into the JC ranks often, but usually gets a 
good one when it does, like first-rate OL Milford Brown from 
Mississippi. Only one pure DL signed on, Donnie Carter from 
Georgia, but as you would expect, he’s another SuperPrep All- 
American. 

SuperPrep’s No. 1 LB, Willie Jones and No. 8 DB, Jerome 
Carter, didn’t announce until the final day, cementing FSU's recruit- 
ing conquest. 
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Previous six-year rank (26, 9, 9, 11, 10, 31) 

Five of SuperPrep’s Elite 50 are aboard — no school signed 
more. They are TE Marcus Spears, WR Michael Clayton, DL 
Marquise Hill, OL Ben Wilkerson and TE David Jones. 

Nick Saban closed Louisiana borders to much of the recruit- 
ing world, signing the state’s six best prospects and 10 of the top 14. 
The Tigers even went all the way to California for QB Rick Clausen, 
brother of Tennessee frosh sensation QB Casey Clausen. 

Saban sent a few messages with this class: Louisiana is his, 
and he considers Texas (watch for All-American RB Joseph Addai) 
and Florida (three signees) fair game. 


Michigan 


Previous six-year rank (13, 4, 2, 4, 7, 7) 

Four SuperPrep Elite 50 team members are new Wolverines: 
RB Kelly Baraka (broke Notre Dame’s heart), DB Ernest Shazor, 
DB Marlin Jackson and DL Pierre Woods. 

Lloyd Carr needed to add defensive line help and Woods is 
joined by Dave Spytek, Pat Massey and Alex Ofili, all superior 
prospects. Although this effort lacks the presence of a big-time prep 


signal-caller, San Diego State transfer Spencer Brinton fills the void. 


With 12 players at 6-4 or over, Carr thinks this is the tallest 
class Michigan has ever had. 


In all, it's quite a haul for the Wolverines, who looked like they 
were going to walk away with this year’s recruiting contest before 
losing Elite 50 WR Reggie Williams to Washington and two big- 
timers to Penn State: DL Charles Rush and OL Tyler Reed — both 
from Pennsylvania. 
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Previous six-year rank (21, 42, 35, 21, 31, 23) 

Two of the nation’s top three JC prospects — QB Taylor 
Barton and LB Kai Ellis — both from powerhouse City College of 
San Francisco, enrolled at the semester break and learned the 
system in the spring. 

Another one of their teammates, also a superstar, is headed 
to Seattle in the fall — OL Francisco Tipoti, who is expected to step 
immediately into a starting job. 

This is a class with great balance, both in the trenches and at 
the skill spots, both from the preps for depth and the jucos for 
immediate help. 

Rick Neuheisel, sorely in need of wide receiver help, went all 
the way to Florida to sign speedster Charles Frederick, who will join 
coveted in-stater Reggie Williams, giving the Huskies immediate 
big-play ability. 

Seven of the state’s top 10 prospects decided to stay in 
Seattle. Even Alaska chipped in, supplying All-American DL Tui 
Alailefaleula, who had 38 sacks over the last two years. 
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Previous six-year rank (4, 1, 10, 7, 12, 20) 

There is so much Texas talent that wants to play for Mack 
Brown that the loss of the state’s No. 1 prospect, DL Tommie Harris, 
to Oklahoma, was hardly a defeat. 

RB Cedric Benson, OL Jonathan Scott and athlete Quan 
Cosby lead the hit parade of 10 SuperPrep All-Americans from 
Texas who are headed to Austin. 

An amazing six offensive linemen signed with Texas, only to 
be topped by the potential of the seven DBs on the Longhorns 
signing list. All-American DBs Cedric Griffin, Kendall Briles, 
Michael Huff and Rufus Harris are fantastic. 
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Previous six-year rank (19, 36, 20, 24, 32, 27) 

This class didn’t happen because of the national champi- 
onship. 

It was looking like a reality long before then, when it became 
clear Bob Stoops had reconfigured the Sooners into a modern 
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passing machine fortified with old-fashioned, smothering defense. 
Six of the top 25 Texas prospects committed to Stoops, who 
also went to Louisiana for QB Brent Rawls. In-state RBs Kejuan 
Jones and Seymore Shaw will give Stoops the ground game to keep 
people honest, and he signed five offensive linemen to pave the way. 
And what's a great Sooners class without a great ‘backer? 
The next great one could be Mike Wilson from Tulsa. 


Previous six-year rank (15, 17, 17, 19, 4, 8) 

The Cornhuskers often sign a sneaky-good class, but we're 
careful not to underrate them. Talented signal callers Mike Stuntz 
and Mike McLaughlin committed long before signing day amid little 
fuss, which is how the Huskers like it. 

This class didn’t end with a Florida State-type bang because it 
didn’t need to, although the final day did bring a nice victory over 
lowa and lowa State, when RB Marquez Simmons said “yes” to 
Frank Solich. He also signed three All-Americans from Colorado (OL 
Gary Pike, rover Philip Bland and athlete Cory Ross). 

This year’s class was a worldwide effort: Giant DL Seppo 
Evwaraye (6-5, 325) grew up in Finland and never considered any 
school but Nebraska, which signed one of the nation’s finest defen- 
sive fronts, led by Missouri SuperPrep All-American Jared Helming. 
This class is strong on defensive backs, too. 
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Previous six-year rank (28, 31, 19, 42, 45, UR) 

Start with the nation’s is RB, Pennsylvania's Kevin Jones, 
who chose Frank Beamer over Joe Paterno. 

Jones, amazingly graceful and quick for such a powerful 6-1, 
205-pounder, won't have to worry about carrying the load. 

All-America QB Bryan Randall, who was coveted by 
Tennessee, can’t promise he will become the next Michael Vick ... 
but he was the first player in state history, as a junior, to both pass 
and run for more than a 1,000 yards. He did the same thing as a 
senior. 

Six linemen on defense and three on offense will shore up the 
trenches. In-state All-American DBs DeAngelo Hall and D.J. Walton 
are the future of Beamer’s secondary. The Hokies signed five of the 
top 10 and 12 of the top 26 Virginia prospects, dominating in-state 
recruiting. 


Previous six-year rank (7, 11, 30, 13, 18, 16) 

Immediately following the shocking departure of Butch Davis 
to the NFL, it looked as if the ‘Canes would suffer on signing day — 
and there were a couple of de-commits, but new coach Larry Coker 
built serious momentum. 

Coker added SuperPrep All-Americans, DL Orien Harris, LB 


Roger Mcintosh and RB Frank Gore. Elite 50 LB Leon Williams 
was also touch and go for a while, but the New Yorker hung tight 
with Coker. Two others who de-committed after Davis left were DE 
Jovonny Ward (Pitt) and TE Kevin Everitt (Texas), but both 
reconsidered, signing with the ‘Canes. 

This class has amazing balance, terrific on both sides of the 
trenches, with nine SuperPrep All-Americans, including Florida DB 
and superior return man Antrel Rolle. 


ULAR 40 | UCLA 


Previous six-year rank (24, 6, 1, 29, 25, 17) 

Amazing California DBs Matt Ware and Jibril Raymo are true 
headliners of a defensive group that bordered on the fantastic until 
Marvin Simmons de-committed to USC, LB Michael Craven signed 
with Stanford and DL Shaun Cody chose the Trojans. 

So much for the downside. Generally speaking, the better your 
class, the bigger your losses. 

Bob Toledo loaded up on offensive talent with 11 signees, led 
by Arizona WR Junior Taylor, RBs Jason Harrison, Wendell Mathis 
and Tyler Ebell (7,385 career yards and 111 TDs), Pennsylvania TE 
Keith Carter and huge, talented offensive linemen Bob Cleary (6-7, 
285), Ed Blanton (6-9, 300) and Collin Barker (6-8, 300).

Previous six-year rank (30, 24, 26, 15, 14, 11) 

Rarely do you see a team completely dominate a positional 
group within a state, but that’s what happened here. 

The Tigers managed to capture all three of the state’s national- 
ly coveted WRs: Roscoe Crosby, Airese Curry and Ty Zimmerman. 
That's what happens when you run an offense like Tommy Bowden's. 

But Bowden actually has a lot more to crow about. He signed 
13 other in-staters, including superb DLs Charles Bennett and Trey 
Tate and TE Ben Hall. Bowden also gained three nationally recog- 
nized linebackers and talented QB Charlie Whitehurst from Georgia, 
which supplied four signees. 

The coach also dipped into his father Bobby's territory, signing 
six prospects from Florida, led by FB Cliff Harrell and SS/LB David 
Dunham. 


Previous six-year rank (2, 12, 8, 8, 8, 18) 

The Vols signed the nation’s best group of runners in Derrick 
Tinsley, Cedric Houston, Jabari Davis, and Keldrick Williams, whose 
combined senior numbers were more than 6,000 yards and 90 TDs. 

Phil Fulmer also found superior wide receivers in Montrell 
Jones and Jomo Fagan. Heavily-recruited California LB Kevin 
Simon comes from the fantastic Concord De La Salle program and 
DB Robert Boulware was a SuperPrep Elite 50 honoree. 

One of the more interesting recruits is SuperPrep All-American 
athlete C.F. Fayton from Virginia, who should help at receiver or 
defensive back, if not at quarterback.

Previous six-year rank (25, 20, 18, 22, 29, 30) 

Only LSU (five) signed more Elite 50 team aber than the 
Cardinal — DE Mark Anderson (SuperPrep’s National Player of the 
Year), RB J.R. Lemon, LB Michael Craven and QB Kyle Matter. 

Both Lemon (Georgia Tech finished No. 2) and Craven (UCLA 
lost this battle) decided in favor of Stanford during the final week 
before Signing Day. But this class isn’t just top-heavy. There are also 
three other SuperPrep All-Americans — WRs Justin McCullum and 
Gerren Crochet and DL 0.J. Oshinowo. 

As always, the Stanford class has a strong national flavor, 
with only five of the 18 signees coming from in-state. 

Watch for sleeper Louisiana LB Jon Alston and Georgia FS 
Kevin Schimmelmann to become important parts of this class. 


Previous six-year rank (12, 8, 3, 9, 6, 1) 

The Irish signed an amazing 12 SuperPrep All-Americans, but 
missed out on the top-level star power that Domers like to see on 
signing day. 

At the top of Bob Davie’s list is RB Ryan Grant, a SuperPrep 
Elite 50 pick. The four offensive linemen — Mark LeVoir, Zachary 
Giles, Darin Mitchell and Dan Stevenson — are also superb. 

Davie also added four well-recognized LBs and a couple of 
fine DBs — Lionel Bolen and Dwight Ellick, whom he has targeted 
for corner. But the overall defensive line recruiting was disappointing, 
as was losing out on RB Lydell Ross (Ohio State) and DL Shaun 
Cody (Southern California).

Previous six-year rank (8, 2, 13, 16, 2, 28) 

Ohio State survived a coaching switch, with new head man 
Jim Tressel closing strongly by signing WR Angelo Chattams, DB 
Justin Fox, RB Maurice Hall and RB Lydell Ross. All had either 
been undecided or wavering from previous commitments. 

Ten in-staters decided in favor of Tressel’s new leadership, 
and the Buckeyes reached as far away as California to bring home 
SuperPrep All-American RB Jaja Riley, giving them three of the 
finest RBs in the nation. 

Defensive line is another particularly strong area (four 
signees), highlighted by in-stater Simon Fraser and Quinton 
Thomas, one of four Floridians on the roster, and Marcus Green 
from Kentucky. 


Previous six-year rank (UR, UR, UR, UR, UR, 44) 
Dennis Erickson hit the recruiting trail hard with elevated 
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hopes for Beaver recruiting and came away with Rose Bowl-type 
talent. 

The class is highlighted by the nation’s No. 2 QB signee, 
Derek Anderson, SuperPrep Elite 100 RB Steven Jackson, five 
DEs (including Alvin Steen, ranked by SuperPrep as the nation’s 
28th best JC prospect) and superior California wideouts Jayson 
Boyd and Josh Hawkins. 

Eight California junior college players relocated in Corvallis, 
including three Elite 50 prospects — WR Andre Cyrus, LB Jason 
Lowe and DB D.J. Coote. 


ey Purdue 


Previous six-year rank (20, 29, 22, UR, UR, UR) 

Remember the name Reggie Benton? He was ranked the 
No. 2 RB in the country by SuperPrep when he signed with Michigan 
in 2000. He is now a part of the Boilers’ 2001 class, giving Joe Tiller 
an explosive counterpart to in-state All-American ball carrier Bran- 
don Jones. 

Six LBs are headed to West Lafayette, led by SuperPrep All- 
American Brent Grover from Kentucky and Texas-bred Brandon 
Villarreal. Boiler coaches are also especially eager to welcome WR 
Kevin Noel, TE Charles Davis and athlete Jared Void, a raw 
speedster from Maryland. 

Tiller, who signed only three from in-state, made an important 
catch in lowa, where he found Kyle Orton, SuperPrep’s No. 3 QB. 
Fellow QB signee Mike Rhinehart (6-5, 235) could be a very good 
TE if he gets tired of competing with the better-regarded Orton. 


SE) Arkansas 


Previous six-year rank (34, 25, 49, 47, 35, 36) 

The Hogs snuck up on the recruiting world, signing Ahmad 
Carroll, SuperPrep’s No. 2 DB (and No. 9, regardless of position), 
thereby disappointing Florida State and Georgia. 

Arkansas really scored at running back, signing four talented 
players including Elite 50 player De’Arrius Howard. 

Elsewhere, the Hogs signed Shawn Andrews, SuperPrep’s 
No. 3 OL, and coach Houston Nutt helped himself in particular at LB 
(Jeb Huckeba and Pierre Brown are both All-Americans), QB (Matt 
Jones, Tarvaris Jackson) and DB (JC transfer Marvin Jackson, 
Lerinezo Robinson).

Previous six-year rank (11, 14, 16, 15, 5, 9) 

The big story for the Trojans was the signing of DL Shaun 
Cody, grabbing him from the grip of Notre Dame, UCLA and Wash- 
ington. 

New coach Pete Carroll made a strong impression on the 
recruiting trail, as the Trojans landed seven SuperPrep All-Ameri- 
cans, including two QBs (Matt Leinart and Billy Hart), as well as DL 
Jason Wardlow. DLs Ray Tago and Mike Patterson help give USC 
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one of the nation’s elite D-line groups. 

SuperPrep All-Americans WR Willie Buchanon, RB Darryl 
Poston and LB Austin Jackson provide skill, versatility and 
toughness. 

Fantastic All-American LB Marvin Simmons signed late with 
the Trojans on March 21, and could play a significant role as a 
freshman if he meets academic standards.

Prime-time QBs came from all over: Damarius Bilbo (Miss.), 
Rahshan Johnson (Ohio) and Dawan Landry (Louisiana).

These guys can all run defenses into the ground, and 
SuperPrep ranked Bilbo (also a professional baseball prospect) as 
the nation’s 11th best QB. 

Only six of Tech’s signees are from in-state, but they should- 
n't be overlooked, especially smart, versatile DB Reuben Houston. 
Big RB Brian Johnson (6-3, 240) comes in behind five new O- 
liners, but George O'Leary missed on the runner he most coveted, 
J.R. Lemon, who signed with Stanford. 


21 Penn State 


Previous six-year rank (6, 30, 11, 2, 1, 6) 

Joe Paterno signed five of Pennsylvania's top 17 and one of 
the top three, SuperPrep Elite 50 pick Charles Rush, a defensive 
lineman. Rush, along with late decision-maker OL Tyler Reed, gave 
the old master a fantastic finish and crucial victories over Michigan. 

But the Wolverines still signed three of Pennsylvania’s top six 
prospects, LB Leon Williams de-committed to Miami and the nation’s 
No. 1 RB, Kevin Jones, also from in-state, picked Virginia Tech. 

PSU returned the favor by beating out Frank Beamer for Elite 
50 QB/DB Michael Robinson. The Nittany Lions didn’t start out as 
fast as in recent years, but finished quicker, signing five SuperPrep 
All-Americans, but no big-time RB. 


22 Kansas State 


Previous six-year rank (46, 28, 32, 23, 43, 37) 

K-State’s class has four SuperPrep All-Americas — RB 
Carlos Alsup, OL Ray Green, WR Jerome Janet and Elite 50 FB 
Ayo Saba from New Jersey. 

But where Bill Snyder often separates himself from the 
competition is through recruiting junior colleges. He signed six from 
SuperPrep’s Elite Juco 100 team, and a total of 10. He has a knack 
for finding superior talent; QB Mark Dunn (No. 13) and WR Taco 
Wallace (No. 48) are the most highly regarded in this class. 

Other prep players who come in with high expectations are 
Kansas City LB Scott Edmonds, Texas DB/WR Cedric Williams 
and smallish Kansas RB Darren Sproles (5-7, 170, 4.4). 


& 23 | North Carolina State 


Previous six-year rank (UR, UR, 47, UR, 38, 47) 

Longtime Florida State assistant coach Chuck Amato, in his 
second season with the Wolfpack, is making good use of all his 
Florida connections. 

He went to his old stompin’ grounds and brought back 10 
Floridians in this class, most notably CB/RB Tramain Hall, QB Jay 
Davis and WR Sterling Hicks. 

Alabama LB Avery Gibson and Missouri OL Jed Paulsen 
are other superior out-of-state additions. The best in-staters are LB 
Kenny Covington, WR Dovonte Edwards and RB Lamont Reid. 

This is a very well-balanced class headed by five SuperPrep 
All-Americans, with nine of the signees headed for the trenches and 
the remainder set for skill slots.

Previous six-year rank (42, 10, 5, 33, 17, 22) 
SuperPrep’s No. 1 ranked QB D.uJ. Shackle is joined by 17 
other Georgians, including SuperPrep All-Americans LB Marquise 


Elmore, DL Darrius Swain (a Miami de-commit) and OL Russ 
Tanner. 

New coach Mark Richt, a former Florida State assistant, also 
turned the tables on Florida by convincing in-state WR Fred Gibson 
to change his mind in favor of his new regime. 

Although this class looks fantastic in the trenches, the key is 
Shockley, a lifetime ‘Dawg fan with the athleticism to reverse 
Georgia's fortunes in the rival games. 

In all, this class proved that Richt’s decision to retain recruit- 
ing coordinator Rodney Garner was well-considered.

For a power running outfit, these guys sure know how to 
recruit WRs, and Jonathan Orr from Michigan is just one of four

talent to Madison. 

SuperPrep All-Americans DL Anttaj Hawthorne (Conn.), DB 
Brett Bell (Ill), OL Matt Lawrence (Del.), DB Johnny Sylvain 
(N.J.) and Orr headline a class that shows off Barry Alvarez's 
national reach. 

Alvarez also likes to recruit California — he had nine from 
the Golden State on his team last season — and he signed three 
more, including Los Angeles QB Devin Hollins (6-1, 185, 4.6).

Cedric Griffin of San Antonio; Anthony Johnson of Jefferson, 
TX; Aaron Ross of Tyler; Rufus Harris of La Porte; and Braden 
Johnson of Euless. 

Derrick Johnson, a 6-4, 200-pound LB from Waco is one of the 
state's top defenders, as is ILB Yamil LeBron (6-2, 240) of Killeen. 
Two-way standout Eric Hall (6-3, 240) of Clarksville, TN, can play DE, 
LB or FB. Texas needed backup help at QB and got it with the signing 
of Matt Nordgren (6-5, 210) of Dallas and Kendal Briles of Frenship. 

Headliner: Record-setting RB Cedric Benson is a three- 
time All-State selection. He's should contribute as a true freshman. 

Sleeper: DB Aaron Ross is a major talent at both RB and 
DB with good size and explosive moves. 

Bottom Line: Combine this year's tremendous group of 
OLs, DBs and LBs with last year's WRs and '99's defensive stand- 
outs and the Longhorns have put themselves in position to battle 
for the national title this coming season.

The Sooners have once again become a major player in the Lone 
Star recruiting scene. This year they owe a great amount of their suc- 
cess to their Texas recruiting, not to mention their national title. The 
Sooners went into the recruiting season looking for defensive help, par- 
ticularly along the line and signed one of the nation's top DL prospects 
in Tommie Harris of Killeen, TX, beating out Texas for this super 280- 
pounder.

A couple of other prep 
players of note are RB Brian Thompson, a 5-9, 180-pounder 
from Plantation, FL with 4.4 speed; DL Cephus Johnson (6-2, 
230) of Palm Beach Gardens (FL); and super quick LB Brandon 
Brown (6-1, 220) of Houston, TX. 

Headlimer: Quarterback Seneca Wallace ranks as one of 
the nation's premier JC signal callers. This 6-2, 190-pounder is a 
complete player who can run and throw. 

Sleeper: RB Ellis Hobbs got a bad wrap because of his 
size (5-8, 165). However, on film he produces, showing excellent 
speed, balance, moves and surprising strength. 

Bottom Lime: Head Coach Dan McCarey should have 
received Coach of the Year honors after leading the Cyclones to 
a 9-3 season and a bowl win. The Cyclones class has been in the 
top 50 over the past four years. This year the class fits in perfectly. 


The Tigers adjusted to the coaching change nicely and 
came up with a quality class loaded with tremendous athletes 
and headed by RB Damien Nash, a 5-11, 195-pounder from 
East St. Louis, IL. They were also able to get RB Derrick Ming, 
a 6-0, 230-pounder from Webster Grove, back in the fold after 
he had earlier committed to Kansas and super fast DB Tyrone 
Roberson, a 5-10, 185-pounder from St. Louis, who had previ- 
ously committed to Illinois. Combine those players with RB 
Quincy Wade of St. Louis; DB/QB Arnold Britt (6-2, 180) of St. 
Louis; and DB Orlando Gooden of Cahokia, IL, and the in-state 
recruiting effort doesn't look too bad. 

Another player the Tigers turned around after committing to 
Illinois was DB A.J. Kincade of St. Louis. The Tigers ventured 
into the Lone Star State and came up with quality athletes like 
DB Marcus King of Irving; DB Justin Scott of Aleif; DB Jason 
Simpson of The Woodlands; super fast WR Thomson Omboga 
(6-2, 180) of Grand Prairie; and WR Kalvin Washington of 
Lancaster. The Tigers' staff is also excited about WR Sean 
Coffey (6-6, 205) of Cleveland, one of the top offensive players 
in Ohio, and juco A.A. TE Ben Fredrickson (6-4, 250) of Orange 
Coast (CA) CC. 

Headlimer: RB Damien Nash was the Missouri Player of 
the Year as a junior. He crossed the river to play in Illinois as a 
senior and did not skip a beat. He averaged close to 10 yards per 
carry each of the past two years and is one of the most explosive 
players in the nation. 

Sleeper: DB Tyrone Roberson can run a 10.5 100-meters 
and should see action at either WR or CB this fall. 

Bottom Lime: Back in December things did not look 
good recruiting wise for the Tigers. Head Coach Larry Smith had 
just been fired and it took them a couple of weeks to find his 
replacement. When new Head Coach Gary Pinkel was finally 
hired things really started to pick up and the Tigers finished with 
a quality class. 
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This recruiting season the Red Raiders hit the JC ranks hard

They also signed several other in-state players including QB Cody 
Hodges (6-1, 190) of Hereford; OL Bryan Kegans (6-5, 300) of 
Stephenville; DB Ivory McCann of Houston; and big OL E.J. 
Whitley (6-3, 300) of Texas City. 

Headlimer: DeWayne Brandon (6-3, 190) was consid- 
ered the top FS prospect in the Lone Star State. He's an aggres- 
sive, rangy performer with explosive moves to the ball. 

Sleeper: Armon Dorrough is one of the most explosive 
wide receivers in the country. This season he caught 66 passes 
for 925 yards and 12 TDs. 

Bottom Lime: The Red Raiders again stayed in-state 
for their prep signees and coaxed several out-of-state JC tal- 
ents to Lubbock. Blending of the two groups makes for one out- 
standing class.

Jayhawk Head Coach Terry Allen did an outstanding job 
recruiting the junior colleges and the high schools. The Kansas 
staff expects the JC recruits to make an immediate impact and are 
extremely high on OL John Harvey (6-6, 310) from Mesa (AZ) CC; 
DB Remuise Johnson of Garden City (KS) CC; OL Danny Lewis 
(6-5, 300) of Phoenix (AZ) CC ; All-American JC Jawad Pearson 
(6-5, 300) of Chaffey (CA) CC; Brock Teddleton (6-6, 330) of 
Coffeyville (KS) CC; and All-American linebackers Leo Etienne 
(6-0, 215) and Greg Cole (6-3, 235) of Hutchinson (KS) CC. 

Prep standouts heading to Lawrence include RB Robert 
Sanders of Killeen Ellison, Texas; blue chip DB Johnny Watkins of 
Kirkwood, MO; underrated DL Tim Allen (6-2, 260) of Dallas Carter, 
TX; LB Anthony Brown of Grandview; DB Banks Floodman (6-3, 
200) of Wichita Collegiate; and one of the state of Kansas' top three 
prospects in Greg Heaggans, a WR from Kansas City Schlagle. 

Headliner: WR Greg Heaggans (6-1, 185) is a steady 
player with deceptive speed, great hands and tremendous concen- 
tration.

Sleeper: DB Johnny Watkins missed part of the 2000 season 
due to injuries and therefore didn't receive the kind of recognition his 
ability warrants.

Any coach would love to have Brown's 
situation at quarterback, where heralded 
junior Chris Simms will get the nod over 
senior Major Applewhite.

Well, after the first five years of the league, Nebraska has been the 
conference's best team, going 34-6 and winning two Big 12 champi- 
onships. Northern Division power Kansas State also has been excep- 


tional, matching the Huskers with an overall record of 34-6 since 1996. 


Meanwhile, the South has been much more than a doormat. 

In fact, South teams have accounted for three Big 12 titles, with 
Oklahoma, Texas and Texas A&M each claiming a conference 
crown in the league's first five years.

BALANCED ON BOTH SIDES 


In its nearly perfect performance against Florida State in the 
Orange Bowl, Oklahoma proved that the old coaching adage about 
defense winning championships is true. 

The Sooners’ defense was dominating, holding the high-powered 
Seminoles without an offensive point in a 13-2 victory for the 
national title. 

But in getting to the national title game, let's just say it helps to 
have a great offense, too. 

Oklahoma and Florida State were among just three schools in 
the nation that ranked in the top 20 nationally last year in both 
total defense and total offense. The third team to do that last year 
is a national champion hopeful this season — Texas. 


With Nebraska playing an unprecedented eight of its 12 regular- 
season games at home this season, now's the time to review just 
how good the Huskers have been at Memorial Stadium. 

First, they're 81-3 at home the past 13 years, losing to two teams 
that went on to win a share of national championships (Colorado in 
1990, Washington in 1991) and to Texas in 1998. 

The Huskers are 323-99-13 (.758 winning percentage) in the 
77 years since Memorial Stadium opened.

BEEN THERE, DUNN THAT 


There's no end to the speculation about what junior college 
transfer quarterback Marc Dunn might do for Kansas State in the 
future.

Prior to attending Ricks Junior College in Idaho, Dunn, from 
Brigham City, Utah, went on a two-year Mormon mission in Chile.

UN-BEARABLE BURDEN 


With lowa State's victory in last year's Insight.com Bowl, Baylor 
now owns yet another dubious distinction in the Big 12: 

The Bears have gone longer than any other team in the confer- 
ence without a bowl appearance. Baylor's last postseason game 
was the 1994 Alamo Bowl. 

Among other things, the Bears also own the worst record since 
the formation of the Big 12 (3-37 in conference play) and have yet 
to register a Big 12 road victory.

SCHEDULE MATTERS 


If Texas A&M works its way into the thick of the South Division 
race, it's going to have to do it the hard way. 

The Aggies face a brutal stretch the second half of the season 
that has them playing four of five games on the road — at 
Colorado, Kansas State, Texas Tech and Oklahoma — before finish- 
ing with league favorite Texas at home. 

Nebraska has to like its chances with an unprecedented eight 
home games. Notre Dame, Oklahoma and Kansas State all go to 
Lincoln. Plus, the Huskers don't have to play South heavyweights 
Texas and Texas A&M. 

But it's the Longhorns who love their conference schedule the 
most, with misses against Nebraska and Kansas State.

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Texas, K-State Lead Impressive League Talent March 
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Any coach would love to have either Chris 
Simms or Major Applewhite. Texas has both, 
each of whom has shown that he has the goods 
to take the Longhorns to the Big 12 title. 

Taking the mystery (and potential contro- 
versy) out of it, Texas coach Mack Brown 
selected Simms as his starter in the spring, 
partly on the strength of three strong perfor- 
mances at the end of last season. Simms will 
have fo cut down on his interceptions (he had 
four returned for touchdowns last year), but is 
expected to do so, and is poised for a break- 
through year. 

Nebraska's Eric Crouch is coming off surgery 
on his throwing shoulder for a second consecu- 
tive year, and coach Frank Solich has said in no 
uncertain terms that the Huskers must improve 
their passing game. But Crouch, a prototype 
Nebraska QB, gets enough done with his legs to 
make him one of the best in the nation. 

Texas A&M's Mark Farris is a good one, but 
lost much of his supporting cast, so his numbers 
might suffer. Texas Tech's Kliff Kingsbury (3,418 
yards last season) won't have that problem in 
Mike Leach's system. 


Texas’ Roy Williams and B.J. Johnson com- 
bined for 81 catches for 1,507 yards and 11 TDs 
as freshmen, and the Longhorns depth runs deep. 

Sloan Thomas, Kyle Shanahan, Tony Jef- 
ferey and Montrell Flowers are also quality targets, 
and quarterback Chris Simms will enjoy having 
tight end Bo Scaife back from a knee injury. 

But what Sims will really love is the 6-5 
Williams. Let's just say that we'll all soon be 
weary of hearing how Williams is the "next Randy 
Moss." Oklahoma can match Texas for depth — 
the Sooners’ top eight pass catchers return. Even 
without Josh Heupel as the triggerman, there will 
be plenty of balls to spread around, with Antwone 
Savage (48 catches, 598 yards) likely getting 
G little bit more of it than anyone else. 

Texas Tech coach Mike Leach, the guy who 
put in the Oklahoma passing offense, upgraded 
his receiving corps with juco transfer Anton Paige 
and the gem of the 2001 recruiting class — prep 
star Armon Durrough, who was courted by Notre 
Dame, Purdue and Kansas State, among others. 

You want pass-catching tight ends? Col- 
orado and Nebraska have them in Daniel Gra- 
ham and Tracey Wistrom. 
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Kansas State likes to run the ball by commit- 
tee, and coach Bill Snyder has at least two good 
ones at his disposal. 

Josh Scobey ran for 718 yards and 16 
touchdowns, and 5-8, 242-pound Rock 
Cartwright averaged six yards in mostly a backup 
role a year ago but was just as valuable as 
a lead blocker. 

At Oklahoma, Quentin Griffin heads a dan- 
gerous rushing attack that can't be ignored. 

He scored 16 touchdowns last season. 

Nebraska doesn't seem fo be its usual big- 
name self at |-back, but the Cornhuskers will 
always get the benefit of the doubt in this cate- 
gory. That said, first-year starter Dahrran Diedrick 
betler prove himself fast to prevent opposing 
defenses from keying too much on Eric Crouch. 

Colorado super recruit Marcus Houston 
showed he's a big-timer in limited action last sea- 
son. With the unsettled situation of Corlen Johnson 
(suspended at the end of spring), Houston might 
have to carry more of the burden while coming off 
d hip injury that cost him most of last season. And 
all lowa State's Ennis Haywood did last season was 
lead the conference in rushing — 1,237 yards. 


Kansas State doesn't know who's going to 
play quarterback this fall, but coach Bill Snyder 
can be sure that whoever it is will be well-pro- 
tected. Three starters, led by Thomas Barnett, are 
back from the unit that gave up just nine sacks 
and cleared the way for a school-record 42 rush- 
ing TDs last season. 

All-American guard Andre Gurode anchors 
what could be one of the Buffaloes’ best lines in 
many years. He'll line up next to honors candi- 
date Victor Rogers, and those two seniors will 
have to show the way for talented young players 
like quarterback Craig Ochs and running back 
Marcus Houston, 

Nebraska may seem like an unknown quan- 
tity after losing All-American center Dominic 
Raiola and the right side of the line. But the 
Huskers always have an All-American candidate 
(junior guard Toniu Fonoti) and are stocked with 
good candidates to fill in where necessary. 

Texas returns four starters — everyone 
except first-round pick Leonard Davis — and 
is looking for immediate impact at that 
vacated left tackle spot from junior college 
transfer Alfio Randall. 
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Defense always has been Texas A&M's call- 
ing card, and it all starts up front this year. 

One of the rising stars in the Big 12 is junior 
Ty Warren, who led the defensive front in tack- 
les, sacks and tackles for losses. Warren's part- 
ner, defensive end Rocky Bernard, figures to 
contend for honors affer sitting out last season 
because of a knee injury. A solid nucleus returns 
from a vastly underrated line at Oklahoma. The 
Sooners don't have many nationally recognized 
names up front — hey, they weren't nationally 
recognized names last season either and still 
went 13-0 — but sophomore Kory Klein and 
seniors Corey Heinecke and Bary Holleyman all 
have starting experience. 

At Nebraska, the D-line is always tough, but 
it might have just gotten tougher with the addition 
of freshman Mangia Brown. Let's just say Manaia 
was maniacal during the Huskers’ spring drills. 
He didn't enroll until January because he failed to 
meet academic requirements for the 2000 sea- 
son. Texas won't be as strong in the middle as it 
has been, but junior end Cory Redding (17 tack- 
les for loss, three forced fumbles last season) is 
a superstar in-waiting. 


The Big 12 is loaded at linebacker. 
- K-State And that's especially true at Kansas State, 
where Ben Leber and Terry Pierce rank as the 
best ‘backer combination in the conference. 
Leber, who'll be a three-year starter, is a 
hard-nosed player who finds his way to the ball 
time and again. Pierce keeps getting better and 
better, earning Big 12 Defensive Freshman of the 
Year honors affer breaking into the starting lineup 
at mid-season. He was the only underclassman 
to start for the Wildcats’ defense last season.

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Texas and Oklahoma ranked 1-2 nationally 
in pass efficiency defense last season, and each 
team has three starters back in the secondary. 

The Longhorns' Quentin Jammer and Roder- 
ick Babers might be the best cornerback combi- 
nation in the nation. Dakarai Pearson was one of 
the nation's top freshman free safeties. Opponents 
barely completed 45 percent of their passes 
against the Longhorns last year. 

Don't expect any dropoff at Oklahoma. 

The only departure was J.T. Thatcher at free 
safety, but Brandon Everage split duty with him 
and is ready to take over full-time. 

The Sooners had a chance to build depth in 
the spring after promising sophomore cornerback 
Derrick Strait had shoulder surgery. Roy Williams 
might not even be the best Roy Williams in the 
league (see Texas' receiving corps), but is one of 
the finest strong safeties in the nation. 

One fo watch is A&M senior free safety Jay 
Brooks. Brooks, who has previously played cor- 
nerback, will be asked to continue his play-mak- 
ing ways, no matter where he is. He blocked four 
kicks last season and has scored three touch- 
downs in his career.

Remember when Kansas State's David Allen 
was all the rage? 

Well, Aaron Lockett filled in rather nicely 
when Allen went down with an injury early last 
season ... and we never heard much from Allen 
again. Why? Lockett became the nation’s top 
punt returner, averaging 22.3 yards and scoring 
three touchdowns. Lockett's success is no sur- 
prise. Bill Snyder makes special teams a point 
of pride. 

But this year he'll be looking for a kicker 
to replace Lou Groza Award finalist Jamie 
Rheem, who followed in the footsteps of Groza 
winner Martin Gramatica. And although Snyder 
has an incumbent at punter, that job isn't safe 
yet, either. 

So for the whole package, the edge goes 
this season to Oklahoma, which has the confer- 
ence's leading returning punter (Jeff Ferguson) 
and kicker (Tim Duncan). Best of all, these two 
guys know what it takes to perform well under the 
most extreme pressure. 

Like Kansas State, Texas and Texas A&M 
must replace quality kickers who converted more 
than 80 percent of their chances last season.

THE RACE 


Oklahoma entered 2000 picked to finish in the middle of the 
pack in the South Division. 

But, second-year coach Bob Stoops resurrected “Sooner Magic” 
while making the run to the school’s seventh national championship. 
The first week of October, led by Quentin Griffin's six touch- 
downs, they whacked Texas 63-14 to start a three-game stretch that 

stamped them as a championship contender. 

The next week they prevailed at Kansas State, 41-31. Remaining 
non-believers were converted two weeks later when, after spotting 
then-No. 1 Nebraska a 14-0 lead, the Sooners exploded for 24 points 
in an unforgettable second quarter on the way to a 31-14 victory. 

OU grabbed the No. | ranking and never let go. 

North Division champ Kansas State, meanwhile, survived losses 
to OU and Texas A&M before beating Nebraska 29-28 to advance to 
the Big 12 championship game. 

In that game, held in Kansas City’s Arrowhead Stadium, Josh 
Heupel’s touchdown run broke a 10-10 tie in the third quarter, and 
his 17-yard scoring pass to Andre Woolfolk in the fourth put the 
Sooners ahead to stay. 


THE CHAMPION 


The last time Oklahoma had won a conference title was in 1987. 
The interim between that year and the 13-0 national championship 
campaign of 2000 wasn't always pretty. 

But then again, neither was the ball that Heupel threw. He won't 
go down as the strongest-armed quarterback college football has 
seen, only one of its most efficient and most resourceful. 

The Sooners’ underappreciated defense got the respect it 
deserved after shutting down Heisman Trophy winner Chris Weinke 
and Florida State's offense in a 13-2 victory in the national title game. 


THE STARS 


Offensive Player of the Year: josh Heupel, QB, Oklahoma 

Heupel’s career at OU lasted only 24 games, but he left holding 
every major school passing record. The left-hander was the perfect trig- 
german in an offense that cranked out almost 430 yards a game. 

Defensive Player of the Year: Casey Hampton, DT, Texas 

The 6-1, 310-pound Hampton was the first defensive lineman in 
school history to lead the team in tackles in back-to-back years. He 
made 78 tackles as a senior, including 18 for losses. 

Coach of the Year: Bob Stoops, Oklahoma 

In just two years, he did what neither Gary Gibbs, Howard 
Schnellenberger nor John Blake could do — win a championship of any 
kind. Stoops, who inherited a program that had gone 4-8 and 5-6 the 
previous two seasons, surrounded himself with a young and energetic 
staff and together they brought back the glory days to Norman. 


THE BOWLS 


Oklahoma earned the league’s second national championship in 
four years by beating Florida State. Nebraska set a national bowl 
record for points. Kansas State completed its fourth straight 1 1-win 
season. And, lowa State beat Pittsburgh for its first-ever bowl win.

say — that epitomized Oklahoma’s national 
championship season. 
Impossible. Might as well try to boil down the New 
Testament into Cliff Notes ... or shush Eminem.

The point is that Oklahoma's rise back to No. 1 
was about so many things that it’s hard to get a han- 
dle on it all. The U.S. Tax Code is easier to understand 
than how the Sooners won their seventh national 
championship. 
Heck, half the time, it wasn’t even about plays: 
— It was the athletic director who grew up in Ft. 
Lauderdale as a house boy for Jackie Gleason making a 
triumphant return to his hometown for a run at the 
national championship. 
— It was Barry Switzer becoming the patron saint of the 
sidelines of the program he once ruled. 

— It was the big-play linebacker Torrance Marshall, whose 
career was dead five years ago when he got thrown out of a 
military junior college in Boonville, Mo. 

— It was about a quarterback who had a tired 
arm, coming through time and again. 
Truth be told, it was a whole lot about the 
discredited former coach John Blake, who 
recruited the core of Oklahoma’s players, 
but couldn't coach them out of a closet. 
One thing? Forget it.

In 
one game. Against Texas.

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from Aberdeen, S.D., dropped back to throw a 
35-yard pass into a gusting wind, off the wrong foot while 
backpedaling in the face of a Nebraska blitz. 

Touchdown, Josh Heupel. Gaping mouths, Huskers. 

“There's a feel to that,” Oklahoma coach Bob Stoops said 
after being asked how his quarterback could do everything wrong 
and still succeed. “The kid is blessed. Whatever he does works. 

“You can’t say it’s lucky.” 

The blueprint for Oklahoma success didn’t go by the book. 
The short answer is that the Sooners succeeded because of 
Heupel, runnerup for Heisman Trophy 2000, but that would be 
selling short this weird, wacky story. 

The locals call it Sooner Magic. It was a term coined by Switzer 
in the 1970s and 1980s when Oklahoma made a habit of coming 
from behind against Nebraska. Switzer believed that some piece of 
fortune would come his way against the Cornhuskers. 

In 2000, the whole country was victim to Sooners’ fairy dust. 

But the current edition of Sooner magic actually goes back to 
1998. Having whiffed with Howard Schnellenberger and Blake, 
Oklahoma couldn't afford strike three. 

Athletic director Joe Castiglione talked Oklahoma president 
David Boren into dispensing with usual search-committee proto- 
col. Castiglione wanted a search committee of one — himself. 

Stoops was quickly targeted. He was young (38), smart and 
already had coached the defense of a national championship 
team with Florida in 1996. 

Stoops took Blake's players following the worst three-year 
period in Oklahoma history and within two years won a national 
championship. 

Quietly, Stoops assembled an all-star cast of coaches. Steve 
Spurrier, Jr., coached the receivers. Coordinators Mark Mangino 
took over for Mike Leach (who became head coach at Texas 
Tech). Brother Mike Stoops, already a budding star at Kansas 
State, took the defense. 

“The Oklahoma turnaround was coaching,” South Carolina 
coach Lou Holtz said. 

“You watch them block, you watch them tackle, you watch 
them excel in every phase of the kicking game. The assistant 
coach is more important than a good athlete. A good assistant 
coach will take a poor athlete and make him decent, make 
a decent one good, and make a good one great.” 

Heupel falls into the last category. The unassuming 22-year- 
old wasn’t the most gifted quarterback to ever win a national 
championship but he might have been the most determined. The 
throw could be side-arm, the scrambles were impromptu. Any- 
thing to keep from getting sacked. Anything to get a first down. 

“It was incredible,” Nebraska end Kyle Vanden Bosch said 
after watching Heupel throw the unlikely touchdown. “I don't 
know if we've ever played a quarterback that good.” 

In many ways Oklahoma lucked into Heupel. He had gone to 
Weber State, but soon junked that idea to go to Snow Junior Col- 
lege where he became an All-American even though he played 
only the first half of games. 

Griffin was a similar find. He was a last-minute signee from 
Aldine, Texas. In addition to those half-dozen touchdowns 
against the Longhorns, Griffin scored on a run for the ages, 

10 yards for the clinching touchdown against Florida State in the 
Orange Bowl. 

Marshall spent two years at Kemper Military Academy in 
Boonville. He survived expulsion to become the only All-Ameri- 
can in the school’s history. The program didn’t survive, dropping 
football after Marshall left. Still lacking grades, it was back home 
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for Marshall to Miami-Dade Community College, a school without 
a football program. 

Talk about dumb luck. Oklahoma wouldn’t have known about 
Marshall, the Orange Bowl MVP, had not his counselor at Miami- 
Dade called an old friend on the Oklahoma staff. Dr. Nick Adamo 
had played high school football in New Castle, Penn., for the son 
of Sooners’ offensive coordinator Mark Mangino. 

“Mark didn’t even know him,” Adamo said of Marshall, “and 
didn’t have any scholarships left. Torrance got some film ... sent 
it to him. Mark called him back within 24 hours. He said, ‘Boy, 
we'd like to have this kid.’ It was all luck really.” 

One play? How do you exclude Marshall's clutch interception 
return for a score to beat Texas A&M? It came after linebackers 
coach Brent Venables threatened to cut Marshall's playing time if 
he didn’t start covering A&M's “banana route” in practice. 

When Aggie quarterback Mark Farris dropped back to throw 
in the fourth quarter, Marshall recognized the banana route, 
stepped in front of the receiver and ran 41 of the sweetest yards 
an Oklahoma linebacker has ever run. 

Luck? That wasn’t luck. That was coaching. 

The way things fell into place was almost eerie and totally 
enjoyable. One play? Stoops didn’t make the staff watch any plays 
on film on Wednesday nights. That night was reserved for the staff 
and their families to mingle together at the football offices. Assis- 
tants weren't required in the office until 9 a.m. The extra time, 
Stoops noted, could be used to drive the kids to school. 

Stoops found a tradition-rich but aimless program, and made 
it his own. There was talent, but in 1998, Blake had used three 
different offenses and even more quarterbacks. 

Andre Woolfolk was typical of the depth-chart mess. Wool- 
folk was recruited by Blake out of Denver as a defensive back. 

He played scout team wide receiver as a redshirt in 1998, but 
was listed on the defensive depth chart. 

“| didn't know what was going to happen,” Woolfolk said. 

“| was already buried on the depth chart on defense. When | saw 
the passing offense, | saw a chance to move over to receiver. 
I'd never been coached at receiver until they came in.” 

Last season Woolfolk was third-team All-Big 12, catching 39 
passes. He made what was arguably the biggest catch of the sea- 
son against Nebraska. While on his back, he caught a tipped pass 
that set up a touchdown. 

All-American defensive back J.T. Thatcher had been a running 
back, punt returner and part-time defender before 2000. In the 
championship season, he flourished with eight interceptions and 
two punt returns for touchdowns. He won the Mosi Tatupu 
Award as Special Teams Player of the Year. 

Offensive tackle Frank Romero railed at being switched from 
defensive end by Stoops after 1998. He had been recruited as the 
third-best defensive lineman in the Big 12 region out of Moore 
(Okla.) High School. 

“At first it was the most frustrating thing to deal with in foot- 
ball,” Romero said. “It turned out to be the best thing that hap- 
pened to me.” 

The All-Big 12 tackle dominated Florida State star defensive 
end Jamal Reynolds in the Orange Bowl. 

Stoops put it all together ... and could do it again. 

Heupel is gone, but the difference from him to the new quar- 
terback requires only the shift of a few consonants. Nate Hybl, a 
transfer from Georgia, will lead 14 returning starters this fall. 

In other words, get ready. It won't be easy but it will be fun. 
One play? 

Roseanne looks gross in a thong, anyway. 
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The ringing. 

Tacklers have heard it when they tried to stop Cedric Benson 
and got a kneecap in the noggin for their troubles. 

Opposing teams have heard it, a figurative death knell for 
their chances of getting past his Midland Lee Rebels for a state 
title the past three seasons. 

Internet providers hear it, as University of Texas fans dial up 
to get online for any tidbit about their Longhorns’ prize running 
back recruit. 

Marketers hear it, when they envision busy cash registers and 
burnt orange replica jerseys bearing Benson’s No. 32 flying off the 
racks in the next few years. 

Cedric Benson ... he doesn’t hear it. Won't hear it. 

It’s like the old philosophical question about a tree falling in 
the forest. 

IF no one’s there to hear the phone ring, does it ring? 

Benson has an answer, assuming you can reach him, but you 
can't. He doesn’t come to the phone. He doesn’t have an 
answering machine. Telemarketers should get a commission if 
they can just get the guy on the line. 

During the recruiting season and ensuing spring the phone 
just rang and rang. 

Benson doesn’t answer because he knows who’s calling. 
More often than not it’s a reporter wanting to do a story, put him 
on the front of a newspaper or on the cover of a magazine. 

He’s already been in USA Today, Sports Illustrated and The 
New York Times, exposure that led him to decline interviews dur- 
ing the Rebel’s last playoff run, saying he’d rather the attention 
go to his teammates. 


Benson figured he doesn’t deserve the pub. Not yet. 

His former coach at Midland Lee, John Parchman, explains. 

“He told me, ‘I haven't done anything yet. I’m just a guy. I’m 
just a recruit, just a guy who signed a letter.’* 

Just a guy who signed a letter ... and, oh yeah, he’s a Texas 
high school football legend. 

At Midland Lee, Benson stepped into the starting lineup as a 
sophomore when the upperclassman ahead of him turned an 
ankle. The 6-0, 200-pounder promptly led the Rebels to three 
Texas Class 5A state titles, scoring five touchdowns in each 
championship game. 

The last was the most remarkable. 

For the first two, Benson had a veteran cast around him. Not 
so as a senior. 

Parchman tried to continue using a standard two-back, two- 
receiver offense, but didn’t have the talent at the other skill posi- 
tions. Teams stacked to stop Benson no matter what, so 
Parchman moved to a two-tight end set that at least gave Benson 
a chance against 10-man fronts. 

“At one point, about three games into the season, when the 
young linemen were missing their blocks and Cedric was getting 
the hell beaten out of him, he got frustrated,” Parchman said. “He 
told me, ‘I can’t do it all myself.’ 

“lL asked him, “Why not? The great ones do.’ 

“He didn’t say anything. The next day he came back and said 
he was sorry, he'd try to do it. He realized that the great ones 
may not be able to do it all by themselves, but they don’t say 
anything.” 

In the title game against top-ranked Westlake in front of

32,285 at the University of Texas’ Royal-Memorial Stadium, Ben- 
son had 249 yards and five touchdowns on 40 carries. Westlake 
fans cheered every time he was held to five yards or less. 

As he signed autographs after the game — many of them for 
Westlake fans loyal to the Longhorns — Benson shrugged. “I feel 
like | can do better than that,” he said matter-of-factly. Then he 
caught himself. “If | did better, I'd have to be Superman.” 

A look at his high school statistics might suggest he is. 

In his career at Lee, he scored 127 touchdowns and ran for 
8,423 yards, all national high school top 10 all-time career efforts. 
He was the most prolific rusher in Texas Class 5A history and No. 
4 in all classes, behind Kenneth Hall of Sugar Land, Wes Danaher 
of Corpus Christi Calallen and Rodney Thomas of Groveton. 

After the win over Westlake, Benson got a taste of what the 
next few years will be like at Texas. As fans swarmed the field, a 
man wearing a Lee jacket and hat asked Benson and his mother, 
Jackie Benson-Long, to pose for a picture. 

The man smiled as he framed the shot. “Just like old Earl and 
his mama,” he said, “at the Heisman Trophy ceremony.” 

That's what awaits Benson at Texas — expectations that he'll 
live up to the Heisman greatness of Earl Campbell and Ricky 
Williams. In fact, Benson idolizes Williams. 

He had a poster of the 1998 Heisman winner in his Mi = 
edroom patterns his running style seackt Like Wil 
e plays centerfield in baseball and could cho i. turn p 

that sport and still play college football. 

He runs to the end zone on every play in practice and wears 
his hair braided in plats (Williams wore dreadlocks), just like his 
hero. 

“If you want to be the greatest,” he said, “you emulate the 
greatest.” 

Unlike his hero, though, Benson won't be asked to carry his 
teammates, just complement them. With Chris Simms and Major 
Applewhite at quarterback, Roy Williams and B.]. Johnson at wide 
receiver and Bo Scaife at tight end, Benson probably won't face 
many nine-man fronts. 

He is expected to slip right into the attack (starter Hodges 
Mitchell is gone), but the key to his immediate success might be 
how well he pass protects and catches the ball, two things he 
didn’t do often at Lee. 

Longhorns fans have little doubt he'll be able to do it all ... 
and quickly. 

“He’s the real deal,”

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No matter whall ine sig 12 cia with its 
league championship game last season, it couldn't win. 

Think about it: 

— With South Division champion Oklahoma ranked No. 1, 
the Sooners needed to win to preserve their undefeated record 


and go to the Orange Bowl to play for the national championship. 


— In North Division champion Kansas State, the Big 12 had 
a second team ranked in the Top 10, and a Wildcats’ victory 
would earn the league a second invitation to one of the BCS (big 
cash soirees) big four bowls. 

But some league officials and coaches couldn't help but 
notice that along with those wonderful opportunities, the down- 
side was just as steep as the upside: 

— A Kansas State victory would mean the league would lose 
its chance for the national championship. 

— An Oklahoma victory would mean the league would lose 
the income from a second BCS bowl game. 

Perhaps the best result could have been a big ol’ snowstorm 
in Kansas City, causing a power outage at the stadium, enabling 
the Big 12 to call the whole thing off. 

No such luck. 

The Russian Roulette nature of the Big 12 title game has left 
the league in sort of a “damned if you do, damned if you don’t” 
quandary. 

In its first five seasons, the conference lost two potential 
national champions (Nebraska 1996, Kansas State 1999) because

of upsets in the conference title game. That’s a 40 percent failure 
rate, a figure acceptable for quarterbacks, not mega-million dollar 
athletic enterprises. 

It’s as though the conference isn’t tough enough during the 
regular season or something, so it continues to eat its own into 
December. 

Uh, Regis, | believe I'll take the conference's best record and 
walk away. | don’t want to risk it in the championship game. 

This time, the Sooners won 27-24 to get the expense-paid 
trip to Miami, and then sealed the deal by crushing Florida State 
in the Orange Bowl. 

It was the second national championship for Big 12 teams 
in the league's five-year history. In four of the past seven years, 

a team from the current Big 12 has taken home the national title 
(Nebraska 1994-95-97, and OU 2000). 

Basically, that means teams from the conference are finding it 
harder to win the Big 12 championship than the national champi- 
onship, considering that they are 3-0 in these big showdown 
national title bowls (4-0 including Nebraska in 1994). 

Big 12 teams within reach of the national championship 
game are just 3-2 in the Big 12 title game. 

Conference fathers are beginning to notice that the December 
duel isn’t always in their best interest. A subcommittee of athletic 
directors took a hard look at the viability of the game during the 
Big 12 spring meetings. 

“There are good reasons to keep it,” said former Kansas State 
athletic director Max Urick. “Likewise, there are good reasons to 
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examine it to make sure we're on solid ground.” 

Tracing the conference roots back to its beginning in 1995, 
conference athletic directors and presidents forged the new 
league predicated basically on one premise: Football would sell. 

And it has delivered, to the consternation of the coaches. 

Fans have shown they are willing to spend millions flocking 
to St. Louis, San Antonio, Kansas City and — for the 2001 season, 
Dallas — to see one of college football's spectacles. 

Still, Oklahoma coach Bob Stoops wondered last season if it 
wasn’t a good idea to make these conference championship 
games mean something besides a trophy and a check. 

Let’s get it over with, Stoops intimated, and start a playoff. 

“I think eventually it will keep working, if not towards a play- 
off maybe a certain number of teams will play an extra game,” 
the Oklahoma coach said. 

“Maybe the Big East plays the ACC in a championship game; 
Pac-10 and Big Ten play a championship game; and along with 
the SEC that already plays one, and the Big 12 that already plays 
one, maybe play an extra game at the end of the season. Then 
decide how the BCS sets up.” 

Hmmm. 

Sounds like he’s trying to rope the other conferences into his 
predicament. Sort of like making them play a Top 10 team as 
another qualification game before the national championship 
game and BCS pairings are determined. 

Heck, then, and only then would the Big 12 be on equal foot- 
ing with most other conferences. Among the big boys, only the Big 
12 and SEC stage a playoff. The ACC, Big East, Pac-10 and Big Ten 
do not, and that has proven to be a significant advantage for them. 

At the other end of the scale, the nation’s “other toughest” 
football conference has prospered from having the extra game. 
For some reason, the SEC has been immune to championship 
game upsets. 

Only once in the nine-year history of the game has there 
been an upset. In fact, Alabama (1993), Florida (1996) and Ten- 
nessee (1998) used momentum from the game to win national 
championships. 

Maybe that’s an aberration. Maybe not. The SEC’s success still 
leaves the Big 12 out on an island. Please, no “Survivor” jokes. 
This is much more serious. 

A solution that some are floating within the Big 12: Keep the 
divisional alignments, but do away with the league championship 
game. That way, regional rivalries will become increasingly 
important, and teams can still claim “division titles.” 

Instead of playing off for the championship, the school with 
the best conference record wins the overall regular season title. 

If two or more teams are tied, the team with the highest poll 
ranking gets the trophy and the accompanying top bowl. 

Sound fair? In most years, the Big 12 champion is going to be 
in the running for the national championship, but by continuing to 
play the title game, the conference is leaving one chamber empty 
aiming the pistol at those national title hopes — and all but elimi- 
nating its chances at a second BCS team, anyway. 

“I don’t see a majority of our members at this present time 
favoring elimination of the championship game,” Big 12 commis- 
sioner Kevin Weiberg said. “There is a minority of folks who want 
to have a full discussion about it and would probably favor it, but 
I don’t think that represents the majority.” 

ABC moved last year’s game to prime time on a Saturday night 
and drew an approximate 8.2 rating. That's better than what the 
football-mad SEC game drew in prime time the year before. 

ABC even addressed a Big 12 concern that the game is on an 
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island by itself with the SEC on the last regular season Saturday. 
This year both Oregon-Oregon State and Miami-Virginia Tech will 
be televised by ABC the same day. There’s a chance that all three 
games could have BCS implications. 

“We've got that Championship Saturday,” said Mark Mandel, 
an ABC spokesman. “Any way you look at it, it helps us.” 

And, make no mistake, if television likes it, it's not going 
away ... nO matter how much the coaches are growing to hate it. 


1996: Texas 37, Nebraska 27 

THE GAME: A classic. Leading 30-27 with 2:40 left, 
fourth-and-one at his 28 yard-line, Texas coach John Mack- 
ovic didn’t just go for it, he went for it all. Faking a handoff, 
quarterback James Brown rolled to his left and hit wide-open 
tight end Derek Lewis for a stunning 61-yard gain. One play 
later, Priest Holmes scored on an 11-yard run. Game over. 

WHAT IT MEANT: Nebraska, which entered the 
game as a 21-point favorite, saw its chance for a third con- 
secutive national championship go up in smoke. 


1997: Nebraska 54, Texas A&M 15 

THE GAME:The unbeaten Cornhuskers left no doubt, 
racing to a 23-0 lead early in the second quarter. Nebraska’s 
ground game dominated as usual and Scott Frost completed 
12 of 18 passes for 201 yards. 

WHAT IT MEANT: Nebraska used momentum from 
the Big 12 title game to thump Tennessee, 42-17, in the 
Orange Bow! and complete a 13-0 season. The Cornhuskers 
split the national title with Michigan in coach Tom Osborne's 
final season. 


1998: Texas A&M 36, Kansas State 33 (20T) 

THE GAME: Leading 27-12 in the fourth quarter, 
unbeaten Kansas State unraveled down the stretch as the 
Aggies tied the game with about a minute left on a scoring 
pass and two-point conversion, both to Sirr Parker. Both 
teams got field goals in the first OT. Then A&M won it with 
another touchdown pass from Branndon Stewart to Parker. 

WHAT IT MEANT: All those K-State fans who booked 
passage to the national championship Fiesta Bowl in Phoenix 
had to make cancellations. The Wildcats didn’t even make 
the BCS, slipping to the Alamo Bowl ... which they lost. 


1988: Nebraska 22, Texas & 

THE GAME: The Longhorns had beaten the ‘Huskers 
three consecutive times, but Nebraska's defense dominated 
this one. Texas’ only score came late on a fumble return. 

WHAT IT MEANT: The game couldn't quite propel 
Big Red into the national title game, but Nebraska did 
steamroll Tennessee in the Fiesta Bowl, finishing 12-1 and 
ranking second in the coaches poll, No. 3 by the AP. 


2000: Oklahoma 27, Kansas State 24 

THE GAME: With its No. 1 ranking on the line, Okla- 
homa survived with the help of Josh Heupel (two TD pass- 
ing, one running), and the defense held K-State to just 239 
yards. 

WHAT IT MEANT: The Sooners moved on to play 
Florida State for the national title — which they won with a 
13-2 victory in the Orange Bowl — and K-State was again 
out of luck in the BCS chase. i

coach's eyes, it happened to Kevin 

Steele in 2000. As Minnesota’s Karon 
Riley barreled through an overmatched 
Baylor offensive line toward Bears quar- 
terback Greg Cicero, Steele’s hands 
came off his knees and the Baylor head 


coach stood straight up. Steele knew 
Cicero was about to be hit hard. He 
couldn't have fathomed that the hit was 
about to make the Baylor rebuilding 
effort a bit off schedule. 

Riley blasted Cicero and Steele began 
fearing the worst. When Cicero didn’t get 
up, Steele looked around and tried to 
calm down his young team. He went to 
the field and immediately knew it wasn’t 
good. The junior college quarterback he 
had recruited specifically to provide an 
inexperienced Baylor team with much- 
needed maturity was now gone for the 
year with a broken collarbone. Also gone, 
Steele now admits, was any chance of the 
program making strides in becoming 
competitive in the Big 12.

Baylor lost its Big 12 games by an aver- 
age of 32.6 points. It gave up 47 or 
more points five times and 50 or more 
three times. The closest the Bears came 
to breaking their 22-game Big 12 losing 
streak was a 31-17 loss to lowa State on 
Sept. 30. Coming that close was actu- 
ally a milestone since Baylor had lost 
eight straight conference games by at 
least 20 points. 

“We aren't anywhere close to where 
we should be as a program,” Steele said. 
“But we're coming along. Some things are 
happening. And I will say this: A step will 
be taken this year.”

OVERVIEW: Baylor has lost 22 straight Big 


12 games. With a schedule that includes 
seven bowl teams and a brutal October, 
that streak likely gets longer. 


For that to happen, Baylor has to find 
a running game, cross its fingers that its 
offensive line has gotten better with the 
vast experience it has, hope Cicero can 
come back and lead the team, and then 
weather a defense that the Bears need to 
just hold on for the ride. 


Last season, Baylor finished last in the 
Big 12 in total offense and total defense 
for the third straight season. In a three- 
game stretch in October, the Bears didn't 
score a point, being outscored by Texas 
Tech, Texas A&M and Nebraska by a 
combined 108-0. 

The team averaged 1.9 yards per 
carry in conference games and scored 
five rushing touchdowns all season. The 
Bears registered a league-low nine sacks 
(11 fewer than 1 1th-place Texas Tech) 
and gave up a league-high 43. In fact, 
of the 28 categories in which the Big 12 
keeps statistics, Baylor finished last or 
next to last in 17. 

Steele said the statistical domination 
is because of the lack of experience up 
front, especially offensively. In Steele's 
two years, the Bears have had only two 
seniors on the offensive line. This season, 
that changes with left tackle Jon Erickson, 
center Joe Jackson and right tackle Joe 
Jerman all being seniors. Right guard 
Derek Long, a sophomore, and backups 
Chris Sipes and Brad Schleuter, both red- 
shirt freshmen, are still samples of the 
youth the Bears have. Erickson, Jackson 
and Jerman are all three-year starters and 
Jackson has been starting since midway 
through his freshman year. 

Long started the last four games last 
season making left guard the only spot 
where Baylor doesn’t have a returning 
starter. Ethan Kelley, who was expected 
to start, was moved to defense, leaving

Charles 
Bungert (6-8, 350) and Antoine Murphy (6-4, 325) are junior 
college transfers who will play immediately. 

“In the Big 12 you've either got to be able to push people 
around up front,” Steele said, “or you've got to be able to really 
protect your passer.” 

A carousel of quarterbacks felt the sting of that failure a year 
ago. After Cicero went down, the Bears never found anyone who 
could consistently move the team. In the three-game stretch 
when Baylor didn’t score, the Bears started three different quar- 
terbacks, had less than 165 passing yards in each game and com- 
pleted only 32 percent of their passes with six interceptions. 
Later in the year against Missouri, Josh Zachry, Cicero’s backup, 
became the Bears fourth starter. 

“The specific reason we recruited Greg,” Steele said, “was 
because we didn’t want to have to play someone who had never 
thrown a pass in college. We ended up playing three guys who 
had never thrown a pass and four total after Greg got hurt. You 
can look at it from a positive that we've now got a bunch who 
have experience, but that’s not at all how we wanted that to go.” 

Cicero played only one full game in 2000. He threw for 213 
yards against North Texas and completed both of the passes he 
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threw against Minnesota before getting hurt. With Cicero out and 
the running game struggling, the Bears had no choice but to 
throw. That became easier because of the emergence of Reggie 
Newhouse. As a true sophomore, he caught 40 passes, the first 
Baylor player in 17 years to reach that mark, and was forced to 
become the team’s offensive leader. 

Newhouse is the leader of a receiver corps that returns four 
of its top receivers, including three of its top four. Newhouse, 
Lanny O’Steen and Robert Quiroga were the top three and 
returning tight end Andrew Obriotti, the only senior of the 
four, was fifth. 

The concern is a big play receiver who can stretch the 
defense. Newhouse, O'Steen and Quiroga all had at least one 
catch of over 40 yards, but Newhouse’s 15.7-yard average was 
the best on the team. That should improve with the strong-armed 
Cicero back. 

“Greg knows how to read defenses,” Newhouse said. “He's 
good at knowing what is coming and hitting you right before the 
defense gets there.” 

For Cicero to have time to throw and receivers to be in posi- 
tion to make big plays, a rushing offense ranked 1 10th in the 
nation has to be better. Last year teams dared the Bears by play- 
ing multiple defensive backs or bringing blitz packages that con- 
fused and overpowered the offensive line. A running threat 
wasn't even present. 

Junior Chedrick Ricks and sophomore Jonathan Golden both 
had over 30 carries last season, but combined for only 212 yards. 
Steele wants to redshirt freshman Anthony Krieg, but he may be 
forced to play. 

Melvin Barnett started five games at fullback and has played 
some tailback. Jonathan Evans spent his redshirt year at tailback, 
but at 250 pounds Steele wants him at fullback. 

The changes the Bears have made offensively won't mean 
much if a defense that ranked 109th in the country doesn’t find 
some way to stop people — especially running the ball. Baylor 
gave up almost five yards per carry a year ago. Teams didn’t have 
to be too fancy. Most came up the middle against, yet again, 

a defensive line that was still adjusting to college football. All four 
starters — left end Charles Mann, nosetackle Ryan Gillenwater, 
tackle Kevin Stevenson 
and right end Aaron 
Lard — are back. For 
Baylor to have any 
depth and be able to 
rotate linemen, which is 
important, especially 
early in the season 
because of the Texas 
weather, junior college 
transfers Shaun Jackson, 
Jason Geter and A.C. 
Collier will have to be as 
good as advertised. 

Baylor needs help at 
linebacker. The Bears lost two starters and still don’t have the 
intimidating presence needed in the Big 12. John Garrett moved 
inside after making 54 tackles and finishing second on the team 
in tackles for loss as a true freshman. Garrett was a heralded 
recruit, who Steele believes may hold the keys to the Baylor 
defense establishing an attitude. 

“Garrett is one of those players who lets everyone know how 
much he wants to win,” Steele said. “He doesn’t hide that want

SPRING UPDATE 


aylor coach Kevin Steele has 

friends in the right places. 

Steele lives in Crawford, a 
quiet, country town outside Waco. 
Well, for the most part it’s quiet. Presi- 
dent George W. Bush’s ranch is in 
Crawford and Steele said the town can 
tell when their neighbor has come 
home. 

“It certainly creates a stir,” Steele 
said. “There’s a lot of helicopters flying 
around and a lot of people who don’t 
exactly look like they fit in in Craw- 
ford.” Steele said he doesn’t know 
President Bush personally, but said 
Steele’s next-door neighbor from Char- 
lotte is in Bush’s secret service. “Now if 
we could just get all of them to a game. 
That would be nice.” 

¢ Baylor finished work this summer 
on a facilities update that more than 
doubled the size of the weight and 
training rooms and gave the Bears an 
8,000-square foot locker room featur- 
ing the same lockers NFL players use. 
“It's a reward for our players,” Steele 
said. “It’s a recruiting tool no question. 
You'd be surprised what impresses an 
18-year old kid.” 

e Wide receiver Robert Quiroga 
missed spring practice because he is on 
the track team. 

e Junior college transfer wide 
receiver Ray Harrington and defensive 
lineman Shaun Jackson both signed 
with Hawaii out of high school. Jack- 
son was on the team that beat Oregon 
State in the 1999 Oahu Bowl. Offen- 
sive lineman Charles Bungert originally 
signed with Utah. 

¢ Baylor opens Sept. 8 and plays 
11 straight weeks. 

¢ Former wide receiver Randy 
Davis and offensive lineman Ethan Kel- 
ley have moved to defense. “They both 
begged us to move them to defense,” 
Steele said. “We were in a situation 
where we had a little depth, so we did.” 

¢ If the Bears don’t win at Iowa 
State or Texas A&M in their first two 
Big 12 games, Baylor will have a 24- 
game Big 12 losing streak and won't 
have won a conference game in more 
than three years. The Bears’ last Big 
12 win was 31-24 over Kansas in 
Waco in 1998.

was even approaching select 
company. Much less that he was 
about to join it. 

Before Baylor’s game against Mis- 
souri in Week 10 last year, an assistant 
coach asked the 6-1, 197-pound junior 
wide receiver if he knew he was getting 
close to a milestone. Considering the 
Bears had scored only 21 points the 
last five games, Newhouse wasn’t sure 
he wanted to ask what kind of mark 
was being approached. 

“Coach told me | was getting close 
to a record,” said Newhouse, who, 
with 40 catches last year, became the 
first Baylor receiver in 17 years to 
catch 40 passes in a season, “but the 
way the season had been going, | 
really wasn’t thinking about any kind of 
mark like that.” 

Newhouse made nine catches ps 
last two games, capping an improba- 
ble ee with sires for 170 yards 
and a touchdown against Oklahoma 
State. As a freshman, Newhouse, the 
son of former Dallas Cowboys running 
back Robert Newhouse, caught only 
seven passes in a system that was 


[vere Newhouse had no idea he 


at all.” 

The desire may be there, but the 
experience still isn’t. In addition to 
Garrett, Stephen Sepulveda and 
Anthony Simmons, the projected out- 
side starters, are both sophomores. 
Junior college transfer Greg Wade, who 
played at Duke as a freshman, could 
take one spot if Sepulveda doesn’t 
develop or Simmons runs again into the 
disciplinary problems that cost him 
three games last season. 

The Baylor secondary should have 
drawn overtime for how hard it worked 
last season. Playing in the pass-happy Big 
12 South, the Bears defensive backs were 
little match for some of the best receivers 
in the country. New secondary coach Paul 
Jette, who has been defensive coordinator 
at four schools including Miami under 
Jimmy Johnson, arrived in Waco with a 
clean slate from Steele. 

“We didn’t tell him much about our 
personnel,” Steele said. “We didn’t 
even give him a depth chart or want 
him to work from one. We wanted him 
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a major adjustment. 

Newhouse played at Lake Highland 
High School near Dallas, a school 
known for its Wishbone offense. 
Newhouse was a running back, though 
he played some receiver knowing he 
would have to switch in college. 

“When | got here | didn’t reall 
know how to play receiver,” Newhouse 
said. “| had caught the ball in high 
school out of the backfield on a br of 
screens and a lot of mid-line passes. 
But when | got here it took a lot of 
adjusting.” 

Last season, Newhouse adjusted 
on the fly simply to survive. Junior col- 
lege quarterback Greg Cicero, 
expected to lead the young Bears, 
went down with a broken collarbone 
in week two. The next few weeks saw 
Baylor try three freshman quarter- 
backs, none of whom was able to 
jumpstart the offense. The only con- 
stant was Newhouse. 

“Last year, | felt | got better as 
the year went along,” Newhouse 
said. “We got a lot of the jitters out 
of the way.”

Andino are back. The Bears only 
attempted nine field goals all season mak- 
ing five. Stiles is one of the top punters in 
the conference. In 2000, he had Baylor's 
third most punting yards ever and the 
second most punts. Bobby Hart is back to 
return punts, but the Bears need to find a 
kick returner. Randy Davis, who switched 
from wide receiver to defensive back, is a 
speed threat, but he returned only five 
kicks a year ago. 

In addition to the inexperience, 
the Bears face yet another grueling 
schedule. The first two Big 12 games 
are on the road. The second, at Texas 
A&M, opens a five-week stretch in 
which the Bears play A&M, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Texas Tech and Texas in 
consecutive weeks.

But they weren't satisfied. They didn’t 
want to leave Colorado with a 3-8 record 


at the tail end of their legacy. 

That wasn’t their sole reason for not 
turning pro, but it certainly was a 
major factor. 

The 2000 Buffaloes posted the pro- 
gram’s worst record since 1984. “What 
the 3-8 season did was burn into every- 
body’s mind what they don’t want,” said 
Gary Barnett, who embarks on his third 
season as Colorado’s head coach. 

“| don’t think this team has quite put 
a finger on what it does want. But that’s 
been OK because we practiced this spring 
like a team that wants to be really good. 
It wants to cure itself of the problems it 
had a year ago, and | think the spring did 
that. And | think the players will spend a 
good part of the summer making a deci- 
sion about what they really do want.” 

Looking back, there are plenty of rea- 
sons for Barnett and the Buffs to expect 
a turnaround in 2001. 

Among them: 

+ Four of the eight losses were by four 
points or less, with two more by eight 
points. Colorado played the nation’s 
fourth-toughest schedule, one that 
included seven bowl teams. 

* CU only loses five starters and six 
seniors. 

* Craig Ochs won the quarterback job 
five games into his true freshman season. 
He was the quarterback of record in all 
three wins and CU’s tough loss at

* Nine more of Ochs’ classmates, 
including touted running back Marcus 
Houston played, and 16 players in all 
made their first career starts. 

* The 2001 senior class, featuring the 
aforementioned quintet, promises to be 
one of the best in recent CU history. 


It also includes defensive tackle Justin 
Bannan, a two-year starter; receiver John 
Minardi, who tied 2000 senior Javon 
Green for the team lead in catches with 
48; free safety Robbie Robinson, the 
third-leading tackler; and tailback 
Cortlen Johnson, who rushed for a team- 
high 622 yards. 

Johnson, who missed much of spring 
practice with a pulled thigh muscle, was 
suspended indefinitely due to academics 
and his status for the fall was uncertain. 

* A seemingly softer schedule. Last 
year the Buffs opened with Colorado 
State, Southern Cal, Washington, Kansas 
State, Texas A&M and Texas, and went 
1-5. This season they get Fresno State, 
CSU, San Jose State, Washington State 
and Kansas before reaching the heart of 
their Big 12 schedule. 

“We've got the nucleus of a really 
good football team,” Barnett said.

He gained 332 yards in 66 carries, 
with games of 100, 150 and 82 yards. 

Houston was withheld from contact 
during the spring, but all signs point to 
him being fully recovered by August. 

A broken foot in freshman camp last 
summer limited Bobby Purify to the final 
five games of the season, when he 
showed promise. If Johnson is ineligible, 
Purify will likely begin the season as the 
starting tailback.

in the making — is healthy, he would be the backup. Vince Reed, 
who played some last year, figures to be No. 4. 

Injuries also hit at fullback, though Scott Nemeth emerged as 
a steady player. He’s back, along with Brandon Drumm, who had 
an excellent spring. 

“How good is our running game? That's a question mark,” 
Barnett said. 

Colorado finished 10th in the Big 12 and 82nd nationally in 
rushing offense at 122 yards per game. 

Barnett feels good about his offensive line, which will be 
anchored by Gurode and Rogers. 

Gurode jumped back and forth between guard and center last 
year. But the emergence of Northwestern transfer Wayne Lucier 
at center will enable Gurode to play his best position and line up 
between Rogers and Lucier. 

The passing game also has some questions to be answered 
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that could not be adequately addressed during the spring. 

Ochs, who threw for 1,778 yards and seven touchdowns in 
his debut season, missed the last half of spring practices with 
a sprained ankle, denying him valuable work. 

“Craig had just dabbled in the very basics of our offense,” 
Barnett said in evaluting the 2000 season. “Within each play in 
our system, there are different levels, and Craig operated really 
on the first level of each play. We'd like to see him be able to go 
to Level 2, Level 3.” 

Offensive coordinator Shawn Watson will try to make it eas- 
ier for Ochs and the rest of the offense. The Buffs have reduced 
both their offensive and defensive schemes in hopes of curtail- 
ing mistakes. 

The Buffs still will operate out of the West Coast offense, 
they just won't have as many plays and formations as they did 
a year ago. 

Getting back to the passing game, not only did Ochs miss 
half of the spring, so did receiver Roman Hollowell, CU’s fourth- 
leading receiver (26 catches). And gone is Javon Green, who had 
48 catches and a team-leading four touchdowns. 

Barnett is counting on a big senior season from speedster 
Cedric Cormier (10 catches), who has struggled to regain his form 
since tearing an ACL in the 1999 opener. 

Graham, whose 33 receptions included 23 first downs and 
one touchdown, should become a prime target, especially if he 
can avoid the nagging injuries that have bugged him the last two 
years. 

On defense, Colorado's biggest holes to fill are in the front 
four, where all the graduated starters played. 

Bannan (39 tackles, 30 solo) got double-teamed often and 
can expect more of the same if junior Sam Taulealea or junior col- 
lege transfer DeAndre Fluellen don’t come through. Fluellen, from 
Northeastern Oklahoma A&M, wasn't enrolled for the spring, but 
is being counted on to start the other tackle position. 

Both starting defensive ends are gone, but sophomore Mar- 
ques Harris is a very active, undersized player who makes big 
plays, and junior Tyler Brayton is a 6-6, 265-pounder who was 
expected to emerge as a star last season but ran into an early dis- 
ciplinary problem, then injuries.

But Barnett can’t say that about the secondary. Colorado fin- 
ished 1 1th in the Big 12 and 104th in pass defense, yielding 247 
yards per game. 

The Buffs were burned too often by the big play.

olorado’s offense didn’t look 

especially productive during the 

spring, failing to score a touch- 
down against the defense in the spring 
intrasquad game. Blame injuries to a large 
extent for that. 

The Buffs operated without tailback 
Marcus Houston, who is recovering from 
a torn hip flexor in late-September, and 
quarterback Craig Ochs (sprained ankle) 
and tailback Cortlen Johnson (pulled thigh 
muscle) missed about the last half of prac- 
tices and then was suspended indefinitely 
due to academic deficiencies. 

Barnett said Houston could have 
practiced but chose not to so as to ensure 
that he’ll be ready for the season. 

The silver lining was that CU coaches 
were able to get a good look at sopho- 
more Bobby Purify at tailback and Bobby 
Pesavento and junior college transfer 
Robert Hodge at quarterback. 

Pesavento, who started two games 
last year, goes in as the No. 2 man. 
Hodge, the California juco offensive 
Player of the Year, struggled some throw- 
ing the ball. He’s a Mike Moschetti-type 
who is most effective when he scrambles, 
but until the spring game the quarterbacks 
weren't live, so it was difficult for CU’s 
coaching staff to assess Hodge. 

¢ Scott Nemeth was a pleasant sur- 
prise at fullback last season when David 
Andrews was lost with shoulder problems, 
but he'll have a hard time beating out 
sophomore Brandon Drumm. A combina- 
tion tailback/fullback, Drumm, showed 
great improvement in the spring. 

¢ Ryan Gray, a part-time starter last 
year at center, and Kar! Allis, who started 
some games at guard, were two of three 
offensive linemen who missed spring ball 
recovering from shoulder surgery. In 
Gray's absence, Wayne Lucier, a transfer 
from Northwestern, earned the starting 
job, enabling Andre Gurode to settle in at 
guard. Justin Bates, who played guard last 
year, should replace tackle Tom Ash- 
worth. Sophomore Marwan Hage, who 
played as a true freshman, probably will 
start at the other guard. 

¢ Lovell Houston, Marcus's older 
brother who transferred from UCLA last 
fall, had no contact in the spring while 
recovering from shoulder surgery. But if 
healthy, Houston, who started a few 
games at UCLA, could figure in as a 
backup safety. He played both cornerback 
and safety at UCLA.

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Watching NFL Films Helps Hometown Hero 


olorado sophomore quarter- 

back Craig Ochs considers 

himself a student of the game. 
He spends as much of his spare time 
as possible watching game and prac- 
tice film and is constantly asking ques- 
tions of offensive coordinator/quarterbacks 
coach Shawn Watson. 

This offseason, Ochs added film of 
past NFL offenses to his collection. 
Specifically, he focused on the Denver 
Broncos and Brian Griese, the Green 
Bay Packers and Brett Favre and the 
San Francisco 49ers and Jeff Garcia. 

“Those offenses closely resemble 
ours, and that’s where | want to be as 
a player,” Ochs said. 

It would seem as if Ochs is ahead 
of schedule. As a true freshman and 
hometown product from Boulder, Ochs 
became Colorado’s starting quarter- 
back five games into the 2000 season. 

Ochs set CU freshman records for 
passing yards (1,778) and total offense 
(1,884), and led the Buffs to their only 
three wins, including a 26-19 victory at 
Texas A&M in his starting debut. The 6- 
2, 215-pounder displayed an ability to 
throw from the pocket and make plays 
with his running ability. Not counting 
sacks, he rushed 46 times for 256 yards 
and four touchdowns. He also caught a 
touchdown pass against Oklahoma 
State, a game in which he also passed

and ran for a touchdown. 

What can he do for an encore? 

“First and foremost, continue to 
learn the offense,” Ochs said. “There’s a 
lot to this offense, and Coach Watson’s 
exposed us fo a lot more this year.” 

Ochs admitted that after he earned 
the starting job last season, Watson 
reduced the offensive package. 

“I’ve had so much time on my 
hands, I’ve been watching a lot of pro 
tape. That’s where | want to be,” he 
said “I want to quicken my release and 
footwork. The quicker you are, the bet- 
ter you are in this offense.” 

Ochs was speaking at the end of 
spring football. The extra time was the 
result of an ankle sprain that forced 
him to miss the last half of practices. 

That was a concern to head coach 
Gary Barnett, but Ochs didn’t believe it 
would impede his progress. 

“I'm glad this didn’t happen in 
August,” Ochs said. “My develop- 
ment’s where | need if to be, but now 
Ive got all summer to refine it and go 
into the fall with a lot of confidence. 

“I've always been confident, and 
| was pleased with some things (last 
season). But there are a lot ss Set 
need fo improve. It’s a good foundation 
to build on, but | can be a much better 
player. Hopefully this year | can show 
that.” 


Lewis and Robinson provide the 
experience and leadership, Lewis lead- 
ing the team in tackles (117) and inter- 
ceptions (3), and Robinson third in 
tackles with 97. 

Inexperience on the corners last 
year with Donald Strickland, Phil Jack- 
son, Terrence Wood and Roderick 
Sneed proved costly. But they’re all 
back, and if Strickland can overcome an 
injury bug, this could be a decent 
group of cornerbacks. 

The kicking game was another area of 
post-2000 emphasis. Mark Mariscal, 
whose miss of a 28-yard field goal helped 
Southern Cal pull out a win (17-14), will 
focus on the punting, with Jeremy Flores, 
last year’s punter, concentrating on place- 
kicking.

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an McCarney is alive and well in 
Di He's proof that a guy can 

coach football at lowa State and 
not have it turn into a one-way ticket to 
unemployment. 

In 2000, McCarney did what many 

others said couldn't be done. He coached 
the Cyclones to nine victories, including 


the school’s first postseason win — 
a 37-29 decision over Pittsburgh in the 
Insight.com Bowl. 

lowa State’s 9-3 season earned 
McCarney a new contract that will pay 
him at least $600,000 annually through 
the 2004 season. With incentives, the 
deal could be worth another $100,000. 

But McCarney, who gave lowa State 
its first winning season since 1989, knows 
big-time collegiate athletics these days is 
full of a “what have you done for me 
lately?” philosophy. He is no more inter- 
ested in lowa State being regarded as a 
one-year wonder than are his bosses and 
the Cyclones’ fans are. 

“We don’t want to be a sudden flash 
on the radar screen one year, then dis- 
appear for another decade,” McCarney 
said. “Hopefully, we can be a team that, 
once November starts, we're not say-

Instead, we want to be 
able to say, ‘Yeah, we're going toa 
bowl game — which one?’ 

“When you think that way, each 
week the stakes get higher. You're 
playing for more. That’s what happened 
last season. We had a real tough loss at 


Kansas State. They blew us out 56-10, 
but our players came out of the game 
with a ‘that’s it’ feeling and didn’t 
lose again.” 

lowa State finished the regular season 
with victories at Colorado 35-27 and 
against Kansas 38-17 in its home finale 
before going to Phoenix to become the 
first team in school history to win a bowl 
game. The Cyclones’ appearance in the 
Insight.com Bowl, which brought an esti- 
mated 29,000 lowa State fans to Bank 
One Ballpark, was their fifth bowl game 
and the first since 1978. 

The 2000 team is regarded as the best 
ever at lowa State. Sure, the 1906 team 
had a 9-1 record, but don't try to tell 
Cyclone fans that a schedule 95 years ago 
that included such opponents as Coe, Des 
Moines College, Morningside and Grinnell 
was any match for the one the school had 
last season. 

Offensive standouts for last year’s 


Big 12 rusher Ennis Haywood back along 
with plenty of support.

team were running back Ennis Haywood, 
who is back this season, and quarterback 
Sage Rosenfels, who isn’t. Haywood led 
the Big 12 and finished 10th nationally 
with a 123.7-yard rushing average, and 
will be an All-American candidate this 
season. Rosenfels ranked third in the con- 
ference and 25th nationally in total offense 


with a 243.5-yard average. 

McCarney’s first five seasons at lowa 
State produced a 13-42 record. In addi- 
tion to the school’s first winning season 
since 1989 and its first bowl victory ever, 
the dramatic turnaround in 2000 brought: 

‘The Cyclones’ first winning record 
(5-3) in the Big 12. 

‘With the bowl victory, they had a 5-1 
record away from home — bettering the 
4-| mark the 1989 team had on the road. 

‘Their first season without successive 
losses since 1977. 

Attendance of at least 46,000 in 
three consecutive home games for the 
first time since 1984. 

‘The third consecutive victory over 
bitter non-conference rival lowa. 

‘The first victory over Colorado since 
1983 — the 16-game losing streak being 
the longest against an opponent. 

Although frustrated in his early years 
at lowa State, McCarney now says that he 
always felt success would come at a place 
not accustomed to winning. 

“| knew it was going to take time,” 
he said. “I knew it would be hard. But you 
have to believe in yourself and the people 
around you. There was no question we 
were outmanned physically in a number 
of games. Some of those games got ugly, 
and it breaks your heart to get embar- 
rassed and humiliated. 

“But | felt we could get over the 
hump last season. We set a lot of goals 
before the year began and, with the

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chemistry and leadership, plus hard work, we reached most 
of them.” 

Now, after a 9-3 record, the questions are there. Will 2001 be 
considered a rebuilding year? Is this a team that can come back 
and be bowl-eligible again? 

“We have some major holes to fill,’’ McCarney said. “We lost 
a lot of seniors, but we recruited well and the attitude is in place. 
But I know the expectations will be high. Does this team want to 
be the one that takes a step backward after what we've done, 
after we've worked so hard to build this into a winning program? 
I sure don’t think so, but we'll find out.” 

A man who has known McCarney for a long time, and one 
who contributed to lowa State’s success in 2000, thinks the good 
times can continue. 

Asked if he ever had any doubt that McCarney would get 
things turned around in Ames, associate head coach Bob Elliott 
said, “When | was on the staff at lowa (for 12 years) and we 
were so dominant there, | didn’t know if it could be done at 
lowa State. But | thought that if it could be done, Dan would be 
the guy to do it. 

“I saw Dan hang in there and get better in his early years at 
lowa State. Then, when they beat us in lowa City in 1998, I could 
see it coming. It was a better team and a faster team — still not 
where they needed to be, but getting better. 

“Then, in 1999 when | was out of football, | came over here 
to watch lowa State play a couple of times and | could really start 
seeing it come then.” 

Elliott downplays what he did to contribute to the success 
in 2000. 

“The fun part was seeing Dan and the staff members who had 
been here so long have that success,” he said. “I kind of joined 
this at the tail-end and went along for the ride.” 

Another lowa State assistant who shared in the 2000 glory 
after being gone a while was offensive coordinator Steve Loney. 
He came back to McCarney’s staff after two seasons as Min- 
nesota’s offensive coordinator. 

“It worked out,’ Loney said of his return to Ames. “I think 
sometimes the greatest things happen when you take the biggest 
risks. Actually, | don’t 
know how big a risk it 
was coming back 
because you could see 
Dan's teams getting 
better every year.” 

Looking back, Loney 
pointed to McCarney’s 
“energy level’’ when 
answering a question 
about whether he felt 
the head coach would 
eventually turn the pro- 
gram around. 

“He’s always selling,”’ Loney explained. “He gets up in the 
morning and he’s selling you what we need. At 10 o'clock in the 
morning, he’s selling you on having a good practice. Or if it’s 
recruiting, he’s constantly selling and motivating you. You'd have 
hoped (the turnaround) would have come quicker, but | don’t 
think it surprised me that it did happen. He kept the ship pointed 
in the right direction.” 

Loney said there’s “no question” lowa State can keep the 
winning ways going. Whether the Cyclones can develop the type 
of quarterback Rosenfels was, however, remains to be seen.

“Whether we can have nine, 10, 11 or 12 wins, or whether 
it’s six, seven or eight depends on the development of the quar- 
terback because he’s the guy who keeps it going,” he said. 

The race to find a worthy successor to Rosenfels was thrown 
wide open in the spring. Gerrin Scott, who backed up Rosenfels 
last season, missed spring practice recovering from back surgery, 
but should be ready to go when two-a-days open in August. That 
injury gave coaches a chance to take a close look at Seneca Wal- 
lace, a juco All-American. 

“Wallace is as fast and smooth a runner as anyone on the 
team — | don’t care what position,” Loney said. 

Wallace, a 6-2, 190-pound junior from Sacramento, Calif., 
would seem to be ideal in lowa State’s option offense after pass- 
ing for 3,675 yards and 22 touchdowns and rushing 49 times for 
550 yards in Sacramento City College’s 9-2 season in 2000. 

“We had a lot of big plays,” Wallace said. “All of the offense 
was geared around me. I’m versatile. | can do it all, basically. 

I can stand in the pocket if you need me to and throw the ball or 
I can run it if you need me to.”

unior college transfers made a big 
impact in Iowa State’s spring prac- 
tices. 

The headliner was Seneca Wallace, 
who enrolled in January from Sacramento 
City College. It appears he’ll be difficult to 
dislodge as the Cyclones’ starting quarter- 
back. 

Wallace, who passed for 3,675 yards 
and 22 touchdowns and rushed for 550 
yards last season, will have plenty of com- 
petition when practice starts in August. 

But Coach Dan McCarney said the transfer 
made strong progress in the spring. 

Other junior college transfers who 
were around for spring practice, and who 
were running with the No. 1 defense, were 
linebacker Jeremy Loyd and end Beau 
Coleman. Loyd transferred from Tyler (TX) 
Junior College. He had 12 sacks and seven 
interceptions last season. Coleman, who 
came from Southwestern College in Chula 
Vista, Calif., totaled 89 tackles and 13 
sacks last year. 

McCarney said it helped Wallace, Loyd 
and Coleman to be able to enroll in Janu- 
ary so they could go through winter work- 
outs, weightlifting and spring practice. 

¢ It’s not often that people cancel a trip 
to Hawaii, but that’s exactly what Iowa 
State did. The Cyclones were scheduled to 
play Hawaii in a Sept. 1 opener, but school 
officials said it would cost too much money 
to make the trip. So lowa State got out of 
the game and will open Sept. 8 against 
Northern Iowa at home instead. 

The contract for the Hawaii game was 
signed six years ago by former Iowa State 
athletic director Gene Smith. Bruce Vande 
Velde, Iowa State’s present athletic direc- 
tor, said the contract was outdated. Hawaii 
will play Brigham Young instead of the 
Cyclones. 

¢ Spring practice was tough on Iowa 
State defensive starters. Middle linebacker 
Chris Whitaker and end Kevin DeRonde 
each suffered a broken leg and linebacker 
Justin Eilers was sidelined with a broken 
jaw. All are expected to be ready for prac- 
tice in August. 

¢ A high priority item at Iowa State is 
an indoor workout facility that will enable 
the team to practice when weather is bad. 
The Cyclones have had to use a building 
that has only 60 yards of turf, and it’s con- 
sidered inadequate. 

“We're going to get a new facility, and 
we need one,” McCarney said. 

“T'll be surprised if we don’t break 
ground within a year.”

Haywood'’s Here, So Who Needs A Davis? 


The way Ennis Haywood looks at it, 
1,500 is a nice number. 

And the words “bowl game” have 
a nice ring to them. 

They are among the goals lowa 
State’s talented running eck has as he 
enters his senior season. 

Being the team player he is, Hay- 
wood talked about his desire to “help 
my team have the best record possible 
and go to a bowl” before talking 
about himself. 

“I'd be pleased if | could run for 
1,500 yards,” he said. “IF | could 
do that, everything else would fall 
into place.” 

Haywood led the Big 12 and fin- 
ished 10th nationally with a 123.7-yard 
rushing average last season. His 1,237 
yards ranked ninth-best in school 
history. 

He made his presence known in 
a season when lowa State was without 
a Davis in the backfield for the first time 
in Coach Dan McCarney’s six-year 
tenure in Ames. 

Troy Davis, who played from 1994- 
96, led the nation in rushing in his final 
two seasons and is lowa State’s career 
leader with 4,382 yards. His brother, 
Darren, played from 1996-99 and is 


Tex., is talented and could also figure into 
the mix. 

Whoever winds up taking the first 
snap of the season will do so knowing 
a lot of pressure will be off his shoulders 
if he just turns around and hands the ball 
to tailback Haywood. His 1,237 yards 
last season was 10th best in Cyclone his- 
tory, but he is also a threat catching 
passes out of the backfield, which he did 
23 times last season. Tailback is the 
deepest position on the team, with 
Michael Wagner, Hiawatha Rutland and 
JaMaine Billups all looking for playing 
time. 

Craig Campbell returns at wide 
receiver, but there is not a lot of depth 
throughout the rest of the receiving corps. 

Senior Mike Banks returns at tight 
end. McCarney said the 6-4, 255-pounder 
Banks is “outstanding and | wouldn't trade 
him for any tight end. He’s confident and 
tough. Nobody outworks him on the prac- 
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No. 2 on the school’s rushing list with 
3,763 yards. 

Now Haywood is the leader of a 
group of Cyclone running backs that is 
outstanding. 

“| can’t believe there’s a better 
corps in the Big 12 than what we have 
in Haywood, Michael Wagner, 
Hiawatha Rutland and JaMaine 
Billups,” McCarney said. “Haywood is 
the only senior in the bunch.” 

McCarney added, “The thing that 
helps make Haywood good is that he’s 
one of the toughest guys on the team. 
He’s very durable. 

He’s also a real unselfish player 
who makes a lot of yards after 
contact.” 

Although Haywood was listed as 
weighing 206 pounds as a junior, he 
said he actually played at 215 and 
was at 220 during spring practice this 
year. He was slowed in the spring fol- 
lowing hernia surgery but should be 
full speed by fall. 

After starring in lowa State’s 9-3 
season in 2000, this is a year Hay- 
wood eagerly awaits. 

“| think we can be as good as we 
want to be,” he said.

Little did he know, within days both 
photos would be obsolete. 

Allen will head into his fifth season as 
the Jayhawks’ coach with none of his orig- 
inal full-time assistants still on staff. 

“Was it a difficult thing? Absolutely,” 
Allen said of the tumultuous offseason. 
“But we think positive things will come 
from everything that went on. I had to let 
a couple of close friends go. That was dif- 
ficult. A couple of other guys chose to 
leave. And we had a guy get another 
head coaching job. We hate to lose him, 
but you can’t be upset to lose somebody 
to an opportunity like that. It’s been hard, 
but we really like the guys we got.” 

The turnover started just after last sea- 
son, when Kansas struggled to a 4-7 
record. Allen, the only coach in KU history 
to lead a team to four straight losing sea- 
sons and be allowed to return for a fifth, 
promptly fired two assistants, and a third 
left to pursue other opportunities. 

The Jayhawks lost associate head 
coach Darrell Wyatt to Oklahoma State in 
the heart of the recruiting season. 

Just before the start of spring drills, 
Dick Moseley retired to an administrative 
job, and, less than a week into spring ball, 
Mark Farley left to become head coach at 
Northern lowa — his and Allen’s alma 
mater, and Allen's first head coaching job. 
Farley also took Bill Salmon, who had 
been stripped last year of his offensive 
coordinator title, to UNI.

Thus, in the span of a few short 
months, KU’s nine-man staff had lost 
seven members. 

“If | had known the first moves would 
have preceded the rest, would I have 
done what | did?” Allen asked. “Yes, 
because we needed to change. It’s unfor- 


tunate, but those things happen. I’m seri- 
ous when | say this: I’m genuinely excited 
when | think about the guys we got.” 

Especially high on Allen’s list is defen- 
sive coordinator/assistant head coach Tom 
Hayes, a longtime assistant at UCLA, 
Oklahoma, Texas A&M and, most 
recently, the NFL Washington Redskins. 

“Change is good,” Allen said. 
“They're good people and great coaches. 
| know the defensive guys just love Tom 
Hayes. The offensive guys love Sam 
Pittman. We hated to lose the guys we 
lost, but we're tickled by the quality of 
their replacements.” 

The coaching booth won't be the only 
place with new faces. Kansas lost six 
starters from a mediocre, turnover-prone 
offense and four starters from a leaky 
defense. Kansas also went through spring 
drills with two starting defensive linemen 
suspended for academic problems so 
severe neither might return.

Further, Kansas lost both kickers, and 
KU’s starting quarterback — whoever he 
might be — will be an unproven young- 
ster chosen from a pool of three players 
who, combined, have thrown just 12 
college passes. 

“We do have holes to fill,” Allen said.

“You always do. I’m a little concerned 
about our depth as a whole, but I’m 
excited about our potential.” 

To fill the many voids, Allen signed 
nine junior college transfers, seven of 
whom went through spring ball. 

“Do we expect all of them to start 
right away?” Allen asked. “Of course not. 
But we had some specific needs, espe- 
cially on the offensive line, and we tried to 
address those needs.” 

Allen targeted the offensive line for 
good reason. Three of the five starters 
last season graduated, and while the 
backups saw plenty of playing time, 
Allen was still concerned. 

“With the addition of the junior col- 
lege players, we'll have a much better 
offensive line than we had a year ago,” 
Allen said. “I really like our two tackles, 
and we're excited about Nick Smith at

center. That's a good foundation. Now we just have to find a cou- 
ple of guards, and we've got a lot of bodies to choose from.” 

Complementing the offensive front will be two solid tight 
ends — returning starter David Hurst and third-year sophomore 
Adrian Jones. 

“David's awfully good,” Allen said. “And yet as good as he 
is, Adrian Jones is really going to push him. Hurst’s a veteran, but 
Jones is going to be a good player. He’s big and strong and as 
athletic as anybody we've had there.” 

The rest of Kansas’ pass-catchers might be even better. Wide 
receiver has to be KU’s strongest and deepest position. It’s anchored 
by senior Harrison Hill, who ranked fifth in the Big 12 last season with 
47 catches for 591 yards, and big-play receiver Termaine Fulton, who 
had 17 catches for 255 yards and three touchdowns. 

“Every year, we talk about how good we think we are, and 
we've never really had that breakout year,” Hill said. “IF we're 
ever going to have a breakout year, this is it.” 

Throw in senior peanut Roger Ross (29 catches, 481 yards, 
four TDs), up-and-coming sophomore J.T. Thompson (eight 
catches, 130 yards) and speedy junior Byron Gasaway, whose 
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injury-plagued career so far hasn’t matched his hype, and it's 
easy to see why Allen is encouraged. 

“Our receivers will be the strength of our offense,” he said. 
“We have good depth there and good talent. Harrison, obviously, 
is the leader. He has great hands, he’s smart and he’s fast. J.T. 
played well as a true freshman. There’s Byron, Termaine, Roger ... 
any of those guys could start for anybody in the Big 12.” 

The offensive backfield is another matter. Gone is athletic but 
turnover-prone quarterback Dylen Smith, punishing fullback 
Moran Norris and diminutive tailback David Winbush. 

Tailback Reggie Duncan showed promise with 54 carries for 
207 yards last year as a redshirt freshman, and Mitchell Scott has 
emerged at fullback. 

“At tailback, Reggie obviously is our guy,” Allen said. “He 
can run over you and he can make you miss, and we like what 
Harold McClendon and Austine Nwabuisi can do. We were a little 
concerned at fullback, but Mitchell has really stepped up. He's 
been a pleasant surprise.” 

That leaves only quarterback unsettled, and it has caused 
more than a few sleepless nights for Allen. 

The candidates are third-year sophomore Zach Dyer and red- 
shirt freshmen Mario Kinsey and Kevin Long. Dyer is the only one 
with college experience. He played in six games last season and 
completed five of 12 passes for 60 yards. Kinsey and Long sat out 
as redshirts; the athletic Kinsey left the team at season's end to 
walk on to the KU basketball team. 

“Quarterback is, without a doubt, our biggest question mark,” 
Allen said. “But the question isn’t about their ability. The question 
is, how far can our quarterbacks come before our first game? 
There’s no question we have the athletes back there. How that 
correlates to our success remains to be seen.” 

Allen won't select his starter until two-a-days begin. 

“This spring, Dyer and Kinsey were our two best guys, and 
both of them have gotten better,” Allen said. “It’s a race there. 
Zach's got some experience, but Kinsey's got a lot of raw athleti- 
cism. You can see it. It’s a good competition there.” 

On the other side of the ball, Allen is counting on a revitaliza- 
tion brought about by 
the hiring of Hayes. 

“Offensively, we're 
not going to be that 
much different,” said 
Allen, who assumed the 
title of offensive coordi- 
nator he held his first 
two seasons at KU. “But 
defensively, it was time 
for a change, and the 
kids have really 
responded. It’s amazing 
to see how they've 
responded.” 

Hayes walked into his first spring practice at Kansas with an 
open mind. 

“| studied some film of last year, but really I’m looking for- 
ward and not looking back,” Hayes said. “I’m trying to be objec- 
tive and evaluate people based on what I've seen on a daily basis 
— both on the field and off the field — and I'll continue to do so.” 

Up front, Kansas will count on tackle Nate Dwyer, a second-team 
All-Big 12 pick who made 56 total stops and 14 tackles for loss. 

“Our best player there, obviously, is Nate,” Allen said. “And 
we've also got Ervin Holloman back and Ryan Atkinson and Mar-

eck and neck for the starting 

quarterback job at the start of 

the spring, Zach Dyer and 
Mario Kinsey emerged from spring drills 
with neither clearly having won the job. 

While Dyer and Kinsey pulled away 
from the rest of their competition, neither 
did much to pull away from the other. 

“We've had some separation between 
those two and the other guys,” KU coach 
Terry Allen said. “But I'm not sure we’re 
ready, at the end of the spring, to say so- 
and-so’s the starter.” 

In the final scrimmage of the spring, 
Kinsey completed six of 12 passes for 
106 yards and a touchdown. Dyer was six 
for 11 for 76 yards with an interception. 

“No doubt Zach put a lead, an open- 
ing on me,” Kinsey said. “He had a great 
day, making things happen. | mean it’s 
discouraging knowing the last practice 
I had was like this.” 

Dyer disagreed. 

“No, I don’t really think so,” Dyer 
countered. “I think he’s just being nice, 
giving credit. But I think I did a decent 
job. I think we both did a pretty good job, 
but I don’t feel like I separated myself 
quite a bit or anything.” 

¢ Speedy defensive back Leo Book- 
man took a few snaps at running back 
during the spring. Bookman, a reserve 
safety, won the large-class Texas state 
track and field titles in the 100- and 
200-meter dashes. 

“Coach Allen felt like we needed 
some more help at tailback,” Bookman 
said. “He feels like my size and speed 
could be an asset. | played offense in high 
school. When | first came here last year, 
they moved me to DB. I'd rather play 
wide receiver, actually, but Coach Allen 
feels like I could help more at tailback.” 

¢ Defensive linemen Ervin Holloman 
and De’Nard Whitfield were suspended 
from the start of KU’s spring drills for 
academic reasons. Holloman eventually 
returned, but Whitfield did not. “It doesn’t 
look good,” Allen said, in response to the 
possibility of Whitfield returning next fall. 

¢ KU’s spring-ending scrimmage 
wasn't much to look at by design. Rather 
than play a true exhibition game, Allen 
opted to hold a conservative, controlled 
scrimmage. “The one thing that we prob- 
ably have going for us with the new staff 
members is that we do have an element 
of surprise,” Allen said.

quis Hayes. We have a couple of transfers 
— Charlie Dennis and Brandon Lacy — 
and redshirt freshmen David McMillan 
and Travis Watkins there, too. That should 
be a good position for us.” 

KU lost half of its starting linebacker 
corps, but it returns two of its best in Mar- 
cus Rogers (91 total stops) and Algie 
Atkinson (62 tackles, seven sacks). 

“Marcus is the key there,” Allen said. 
“Marcus and Algie. We like Glenn Robin- 
son and a couple of jucos — Leo Etienne 
and Greg Cole. We've got talent. Depth is 
a concern. If our linebackers stay healthy, 
that'll be a good group.” 

The news in the secondary is mixed. 
While the Jayhawks return both starting 
cornerbacks — Andrew Davison and 
Quincy Roe — they lost both starting 
safeties to graduation. 

“We'll be OK outside,” Allen said. 
“We've got Andrew and Quincy there, and 
a couple of young guys like Carl Ivey in the 
mix. The big question is, how will Jamarei 
Bryant and Jake Letourneau do at the safety 
position? We've got more speed back 
there. There’s no question about that. The

The grind had its ups and downs, 
though K-State weathered the beginning 
and end to produce wins over lowa in the 
Eddie Robinson Classic and Tennessee in 
the Cotton Bowl. It finished in the Top 10 
of both major polls. 

Would the Wildcats care to follow the 
same grueling stretch very soon? 

“| don’t know that we would. I’m not 
casting it aside completely, but right now 
I'm not interested,” said K-State coach Bill 
Snyder, who begins his 13th season need- 
ing one win for his 100th victory with the 
Wildcats. Although quite long, the 2000 
season never turned into an embarrassment. 

Two of Kansas State’s defeats were to 
eventual national champion Oklahoma, 
41-31 in Manhattan, and 27-24 in the Big 
12 championship game. 

Nothing to be ashamed of there, 

except that each meeting prompted a 
reunion with former K-State staff members 
headed by OU coach Bob Stoops. While 
all the formalities were cordial enough, 
a patch of frost could be detected since 
no lasting relationship has ever been 
maintained between Snyder and the 
young upstart who helped direct K-State’s 
defense from 1989-95. 

The K-State coaches would have

loved to silence Stoops, who has gladly 
spoken of the down time he allows his 
staff in comparison to the work-a-thon 
approach Snyder mandates. As for the 
K-State players, they too would have 
thoroughly enjoyed wrecking Oklahoma's 
undefeated season and proven their 


mettle to the former assistants who left 
them to join Stoops in Norman. 

This year perhaps? 

Well, the two teams do meet again on 
Sept. 29 in Norman. They could also 
reassemble for the Big 12 championship 
game, though K-State won't be the consen- 
sus choice to retain the North Division title. 

Not when that road runs through Lin- 
coln. While Kansas State has won two of 
the last three meetings with Nebraska (the 
last time that happened was in the late 
1950s), it has not parted the Red Sea with 
a victory since 1968. 

In addition, K-State must reload. 

It lost five starters on offense, including 
savvy quarterback Jonathan Beasley, who 
engineered the late comeback in the 
29-28 squeaker over Nebraska. It also was 
hurt by seven losses on defense, including 
three of its top four tacklers off a unit 
which ranked fourth overall nationally.

All-American kicker Jamie Rheem also 
was among the 27 seniors who dressed 
for the final time in the Cotton Bowl, 
where K-State celebrated its eighth con- 
secutive bowl appearance by thumping 
Tennessee 35-21 to ensure a fourth 
straight 1 1-win season. 


Wanted Rather Than Extremes 


“If that senior class was not the largest 
we've had here, it’s close to the largest,” 
Snyder said. “But we don't assess it nec- 
essarily in terms of the numbers of losses, 
but what's within those numbers.” 

All that sorting could unearth a gem 
or two to add to some proven talent. 

Although he stands just 5-7, senior 
Aaron Lockett may loom as large as any 
of the K-State returnees. Not only has the 
fourth-year starter grabbed 113 receptions 
for 2,043 yards (989 short of his brother 
Kevin's career record at K-State) and 11 
touchdowns, he also rates as the nation’s 
most dangerous punt returner. 

Funny thing is, the job never figured 
to be his. 

But when All-American returner David 
Allen injured his ankle in last season's 
opener, Lockett stunned everyone who

helplessly watched him flash by. His 22.8-yard average led the 
country. He broke three returns for touchdowns and had another 
score nullified by penalty. 

“| know if I have a crease, I’m going to hit it, and | don’t think 
there’s anyone in college football who can catch me once I’m 
gone,” Lockett contends. 

Putting the ball in his hands is another matter as the Wildcats 
look for a new quarterback for an offense which led the nation 
with 514 points a year ago. 

Sophomore Ell Roberson returns after battling Beasley for the 
starting nod last year before playing sparingly. But K-State also 
recruited Marc Dunn, the NJCAA Offensive Player of the Year after 
setting a national juco passing record with 4,351 yards and 42 
touchdowns. 

The two offer contrasting styles. 

Roberson fits the trend established by former Heisman Trophy 
runnerup Michael Bishop as an option QB whose durability has 
been strengthened by the addition of 15 pounds, up to 205. 

Dunn, one of nine junior college transfers K-State signed in 
February as part of the highest-rated recruiting class Snyder has 
assembled, seems more suited as a dropback passer. Such a 
quarterback can fit into the Wildcats’ system. Chad May fit that 
mold as the QB who launched K-State’s string of bowl bids in 


1993 and then returned as the starter in ‘94. 

“| feel the pressure to get things done, because | didn’t come 
across the country to sit behind somebody,” vowed Dunn, a 23- 
year-old who has completed his Mormon mission and will now 
complete his college career after choosing K-State over Arizona 
State and Brigham Young. 

Roberson welcomes the challenge. 

“Anybody coming in is going to fight for your position,” Rober- 
son said. “I went head-to-head with Beasley, but watching Beasley 
has helped show me how to take it and work my hardest.” 

The winner of the QB derby will be supported by a pair of 
solid seniors in the backfield — tailback Josh Scobey and fullback 
Rock Cartwright. Scobey led the Wildcats with 718 yards and 
added 16 touchdowns, the most a K-State running back has ever 
scored in a season. 

If it weren't for the skills Cartwright possesses as a bruising 
5-8 cannonball, Scobey would appear destined to become the 
first K-State tailback since J.J. Smith in 1994 to log more than 50 
percent of the team’s carries. 

But then 300-pound Joe Hall could still weigh in on the matter. 

He led the Wildcats with 613 yards as a junior transfer in 
1999 but was academically ineligible last season, which he spent 
as a redshirt. Hall did not participate in spring practice but 
remained on scholarship. 

Finding a weapon to employ opposite Lockett at wide 
receiver is a must. 

Taco Wallace, another coveted juco transfer K-State hopes to 
insert immediately, has the tools to replace Quincy Morgan, the 
only Wildcat to ever produce more than 1,000 receiving yards in 
two different seasons. Nick Warren, a 6-7 target, will replace 
underrated Shad Meier at tight end. Up front, K-State must 
replace left tackle Milford Stephenson, who did not permit a sack 
last season protecting Beasley's blind side, and center Randall 
Cummins, a three-year starter. Tackle Thomas Barnett and guards 
Andy Eby and John Robertson return. 

Holes along the defensive line generate the most concern. 

Defensive ends Chris Johnson and Monty Beisel, as well as 


tackle Mario Fatafehi,

opponents a year ago. 
They combined for 263 
tackles, including 59 for 
loss and 30 sacks. Tackle 
DeVane Robinson is the 
lone returning starter up 
front, but he is being 
pushed by less experi- 
enced players such as 
senior Eric Everley and 
sophomore Justin Mont- 
gomery. Junior Melvin 
Williams heads the list of candidates at defensive end after 
recording four sacks as a backup last season. 

“It’s an evolution,” coordinator Phil Bennett said of reshaping 
a defense which has ranked among the nation’s top 10 in five of 
the last six seasons. “I know we can get there, and I know we will 
get there.” 

For starters, it’s good Bennett is still around. A finalist for the 
head coaching job at Texas Christian, Kansas State was lucky to 
retain Bennett after so many Division I jobs came open last year. 

The early help he'll need to mold this defense will come from 
the linebacking corps. After operating out of dime packages a year

Newman just fine. The week- 

end prior to spring practice, 
the junior cornerback set a Kansas 
State school record in the 100-meters 
with a time of 10.22 — a mark that 
qualified him for the NCAA Outdoor 
Championships. 

It wasn’t a winning mark. In fact, 
the sprinter who beat him was Leonard 
Scott, who happens to dabble in foot- 
ball himself at Tennessee as a 
receiver/kick returner. The two had 
met on the gridiron just a couple of 
months earlier at the Cotton Bowl, 
where Newman enjoyed a breakout 
game as the Wildcats tripped the Vols 
35-21. 

Newman had an excellent spring 
camp for K-State, moving into the posi- 
tion vacated by Jerametrius Butler, who 
became just the second Wildcat to 
declare early for the NFL Draft during 
Bill Snyder's reign as head coach. 

“He came into the Cotton Bowl 
when (Butler) got hurt and played like 
he’d been starting all year, so it’s not 
gonna be a big deal for him,” said free 
safety Jon McGraw, K-State’s lone 
returning starter in the secondary. 

Sophomore Ell Roberson finished 
spring as K-State’s No. 1 quarterback, 
though Snyder saw enough strides from 
juco transfer Marc Dunn to expect a 
heated battle in the fall. “It’s not a neck- 
and-neck race,” Snyder said at the con- 
clusion of spring drills. “I think that’s 
because Marc is in the same position 
that Ell was a year ago, still trying to 
grasp the system.” 

While K-State’s winter conditioning 
drew rave reviews, Snyder only rated 
spring practice as average. “That does- 
n't make our spring practice bad,” he 
said. “I thought we got out of the gate 
well in our out-of-season, and our 
spring practice has been about as 
expected.” 

A weak punting game which hurt 
the Wildcats in 2000 was addressed 
with auditions by four punters during 
spring practice. Snyder vowed to nar- 
row the list of candidates in the fall. 
The two on scholarship are sophomore 
Jared Brite and juco transfer Rick 
Gerla.

The next year, the Tigers improved to 8-4, 
including a victory over West Virginia in 
the Insight.com Bowl. 

Mu lost a number of key contribu- 
tors to graduation, so 1999 figured to be 
a transitional year. The transition, 
though, was backward. Missouri 
slumped to 4-7, then slid a bit more in 
2000, finishing 3-8. Mizzou wound up 
last in the Big 12 North both seasons, 
and Smith was dismissed after his 24th 
season as a collegiate head coach. 

Pinkel arrived with a glitzy resume 
headlined by a 73-37-3 record at Toledo. 
His 1995 team went 11-0 and won the 


have a well-balanced, high-scoring attack.

James. Pinkel also played tight end for 
James at Kent State, and he has con- 
structed his approach to coaching around 
James’ principles. 

“I'm a bit of a Don James disciple,” 
Pinkel said. “The foundation for the pro- 
gram is from him. | watched him make 
decisions every day for 12 years. | made 
the same decisions as he was making, and 
sometimes | agreed and sometimes | dis- 
agreed. But I learned a lot from a guy that 
might be the most underrated, successful 
Division | football coach.” 

Pinkel calls himself “an attention-to- 
detail guy,” and he scrutinizes all aspects 
of his job. 

“| have a plan in place for absolutely 
everything that we do, covering every 
area: academics, player development, 
motivating our players, offense, defense, 
teaching, recruiting — every area in the 
program is detailed to give us an oppor- 
tunity to win,” Pinkel said. “It’s my job to 
manage all those areas.” 

He does so with a sharp eye toward 
organization and discipline. 

“Nobody's getting away with any- 
thing. And you don’t even try it any- 
more,” quarterback Kirk Farmer said. 
“There's no cutting corners or anything 
like that.” 

Mizzou has piled up 15 losing sea- 
sons in the last 17 years, a formidable hur- 
dle to clear. Pinkel isn’t making any rash 
predictions. 

“I don’t go there,” he said. “I've never

Missouri has 14 returning starters, 
plus its place-kicker and punter. Most of 
the experience is on offense, where eight 
regulars are back. 

Farmer, a 6-5, 210-pound junior brim- 
ming with potential, has missed major 
chunks of the past two seasons because of 
injury. He suffered a broken leg in the 
sixth game his freshman year, then went 
down with a broken collarbone in the 
fourth game last season.

“| want to go through a full season,” 
he said. “I want to prove to the fans what 
| can do, and | don't really feel like I've 
done that. That's a little personal goal of 
mine, and obviously it affects the team. 
I've trained a long time to play, and this is 
it for me. So, it’s time | get going.” 

In his abbreviated career, Farmer has 
completed 86 of 180 passes for 1,182 
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yards, with 12 touchdowns and 
eight interceptions. He’s also 
rushed 55 times for 218 yards and 
four TDs. 

When Farmer was hurt last 
year, redshirt freshman Darius 
Outlaw stepped in. An athletic 
6-4, 192-pounder, Outlaw was 
spectacularly successful at times, 
frustratingly ineffective at others. 
He connected on 105 of 225 passes 
for 1,391 yards; he threw for nine 
touchdowns, but was intercepted 
16 times. He carried 110 times 
for 259 yards and five TDs. 

Outlaw said he realized he'd 
probably return to a backup role. 
“It’s something that | have to 
adjust to,” he said. “Whatever 
helps the team. That's just the way 
it is. It’s a team thing, not just 
a me-and-Kirk thing.” 

Farmer and Outlaw will be 
directing an offense with a scheme 
that lies somewhere between the 
approach used by the last two 
offensive coordinators, Jerry Berndt 
in 1999 and Bill Cubit in 2000. 
Berndt was more conservative, 
leaning on a strong running game; 
Cubit brought a new-age style 
from Western Michigan that 
emphasized passing and included 
dozens of formations, many of 
them well out of the ordinary. 

Under Pinkel’s offensive 
coordinator, Dave Christensen, 
Missouri generally will line up in a

one-back set, sometimes employing 
three wide receivers. The goal is to 
balance running with passing. 

“We can kind of go the direction 
we need to go based on our personnel,” 
Pinkel said. “We've had years when we 
threw for 250 (yards) a game. We've had 
years like the past year when we rushed 
for 250 a game. Ideally, you want bal- 
ance, If you're good at both, you’re much 
more difficult to defend.” 

The Z-men — senior Zain Gilmore 
(6-2, 210) and sophomore Zack Abron 
(5-10, 220) — figure to get most of the 
carries from the tailback spot, unless 
highly-touted recruit Damien Nash of 
East St. Louis, Ill., forces his way into the 
picture. Gilmore, a slasher, has totaled 
1,396 yards on 327 carries the last two 
seasons. Abron, more of a straight-ahead 
runner, collected 502 yards on 140 
attempts last year as a redshirt freshman. 

The quarterbacks will have plenty 
of veteran targets at which to aim. The 


deep talent at wide receiver includes 
junior Justin Gage and sophomores Bran- 
don Barnes, Tay Jackson, Marcus James, 
Shirdonya Mitchell and Brandon Severino. 
Senior Dwayne Blakley returns for his third 
season as a starter at tight end. 

Veteran inside linebackers Jamonte 
Robinson, heading into his fourth year as 
a starter, and Sean Doyle head a unit 
that's learning a dramatically different 
defensive alignment. Pinkel and defensive 
coordinator Matt Eberflus prefer a 4-4 set 
with the outside linebackers having 
safety-like responsibilities. 

“We're an attack-style, multiple 4-4 
defense,” Pinkel said. “It’s a pressure 
defense. We try to create turnovers. 

We led the nation last year and in ‘95, and 
we've been in the top 10 in turnover mar- 
gin the last seven or eight years. Turnovers 
are a big deal for me. That’s another way 
you help yourself win games.”

Big Red Has New Rivals, Challenges 


Things are so complicated now in this 
five-year-old league known as the Big 12. 
Scholarship limits have spread the talent 
around which, in turn, has narrowed the 
gap between the haves and have-nots. 
Every season — make that every week — 
has the makings of an adventure. 

No one knows that better than Solich. 
After all, Nebraska's fourth-year head 
coach is 1-2 against (gulp) Kansas State. 
That’s two more losses to the Wildcats 
than he witnessed in 20 years as a Tom 
Osborne assistant and in three years as 
a Husker fullback in the mid- 1960s. 

If nothing else, the first four years of the 
Solich era have taught Nebraska fans that 
their team isn’t the dominant machine it 
once was. The fact is, the Huskers have been 
division runners-up — not even conference 
runners-up — two of the past three years. 
Games against lowa State and Missouri, 
which used to be glorified scrimmages most 
years the past two decades, are cause for 
concern. K-State, alas, is now a rival. 

“If you took care of business and 
played well, there were years when it came 
down to just Nebraska and Oklahoma,” 
Solich said, smiling the smile of a man who 
longed for yesteryear. “That’s not exactly 
the case anymore. You're going to have to 
line up and beat outstanding football teams 
almost on a weekly basis. 

“When things used to turn the wrong 
direction for you — a bad bounce, and 
injury — you could overcome it. Now it’s 
difficult to overcome some of those 
things. You understand that and try to

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defending national champion Oklahoma 
and K-State in Lincoln. Their only real test 
on the road comes at Colorado in the final 
regular season game. 

Still, this is a Nebraska team chock-full 
of question marks. In fact, Solich said he 
doesn’t remember being around a team 
that had so many entering a season. 

“More question marks ... but not less 
talent,” Solich said. “Team speed will be 
prevalent for us on offense and defense. 
But there are many players who will have 
to come forward.” 

On offense, the Huskers still have Eric 
Crouch and two-time all-conference tight 
end Tracey Wistrom. There probably is no 
better option-style quarterback in the 
country than Crouch, and Wistrom is 
nothing if not dependable. 

But Crouch won't be taking snaps from 
All-American center Dominic Raiola, who 
bolted for the pros after his junior year,

There is more experience on defense. 
The Huskers have nine players at eight 
positions who have started games, cush- 
ioning the blow of losing All-American 
linebacker Carlos Polk, last year’s heart- 
and-soul player, and all-conference rush 
end Kyle Vanden Bosch. 

But at more positions than Solich 
would care to admit, the Huskers are 
unproven after the No. 1 rung on the 
depth chart. 

“Part of coaching is answering these 
questions,” Solich said. “That's what we're 
going to go about doing.” 

One of Solich’s first moves to address 
the experience issue was executed in Janu- 
ary. That’s when he signed up to host 
Texas Christian in the Pigskin Classic.

“We're taking that game on because of the number of young 
players in our system,” Solich said. “We'd like to have not only an 
experienced first-team guy on the field but an experienced sec- 
ond-team guy. Our best way of doing that is to get added prac- 
tices, and the extra game will help many players in our system. 
The idea is to get ready for the conference schedule and get into 
the Big 12 championship game.” 

The point man remains Crouch, who last season directed an 
offense that led the nation in rushing and ranked in the top six 
nationally in scoring and yards. 

For all the good Crouch has done, Solich wants his quarter- 
back to become a better passer. The senior completed a career- 
low 48.1 percent last season. 

Crouch’s throwing ability was compromised last year because 
of a bothersome right shoulder that worsened as the season pro- 
gressed. The shoulder was scoped in the offseason, and he was 
unable to participate in spring practice. 

“We have to be a better-percentage throwing team,” Solich 
said. “We put enough points on the board; we moved the ball 
enough; the rushing attack was good enough. But we didn’t 
throw well, and that hurts the whole equation.” 

Wistrom, who caught five of Crouch’s 11 touchdown passes, 
said Crouch is capable.

“| don’t see why we can’t complete maybe 60 percent of our 
passes,” Wistrom said. “Last year, | think people knew that Eric’s 
arm was off, and our play-action wasn’t as successful as we 
wanted. If we can have more success with that, we can do about 
anything we want.” 

Crouch’s absence in the spring allowed his backup, sopho- 
more Jammal Lord, to get most of the work with the top offense. 
Lord has the ability to be a playmaker, but his passing ability is 
below average and he has appeared in just six games in a mop- 
up role. To be sure, Lord isn’t seasoned enough to keep the 
Huskers on track if Crouch goes down, and no one else in the 
system is ready. 

At I-back, Dahrran Diedrick appears ready to step up. 
Diedrick has been the No. 3 back the past two years as Dan 
Alexander and Correll Buckhalter got most of the work. Diedrick 
made the most of his chances last season and finished with 212 
yards and three touchdowns. 

“Dahrran has certainly earned the No. | position,” Solich said. 
“We think he'll be a very durable back. He has excellent feet and 
instincts, which should be obvious to anyone who has seen him 
play the past two years.” 

Waiting in line are DeAntae Grixby, who has been bothered 
by injuries much of his career, and Thunder Collins, who has yet 
to live up to the hype created by his first name. 

Judd Davies is set to take over at fullback if he recovers from 
a back injury that kept him out of spring ball. 

The situation at receiver is unsettled. The Huskers lose their 
No. 2 all-time receiver in Matt Davison and a flashy wingback in 
Bobby Newcombe. 

Junior Wilson Thomas is the only split end with significant expe- 
rience, yet he has only one reception in his career. Unknown juniors 
Troy Hassebroek and Ben Cornelson are top candidates at wingback 
along with Josh Brown, who would double as place-kicker. 

Don’t be surprised if the shortage of proven talent at receiver 
forces Solich to line up Wistrom wide. 

“I've done that a few times, and the more | did it, the more 
comfortable | felt,” Wistrom said. “If he wants me to do that, I'll 
be more than happy.” 

Regardless of Wistrom’s role, he'll be on the field ... and gar- 
nering more attention from opposing defenses after a season that 
saw him catch 19 passes for 314 yards. 


“As the season goes 
along and some of the THE BEST AND 
guys step up, maybe 
some of the pressure will THE BRIGHTEST 
come off,” said Wistrom, 
who is averaging a 
school-record 22.3 yards 
a catch in his career. 

On the offensive 
line, the Huskers appear

pound Fonoti is becoming one of the dominant linemen in the Big 
12, and Volk has been a solid contributor for two years. 

The questions are at center and the right side of the line. 
Juniors John Garrison and Matt Shook are the leading candidates 
to replace Raiola in the middle. 

“Dominic was just as dominant as some of the other great 
centers we've had,” Solich said, “and it was tough to lose him.”

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For Diedrick, It’s Finally Time For Full-Time 


ahrran Diedrick has been 
Desa I-back in waiting for 

two years. The fans, it seems, 
have been waiting for him just as long. 

You could call Diedrick the Huskers’ 
“Second Half Sensation.” The bulk of 
his work has come after halftime the 
past two years when he has put up big 
numbers against tired opposing 
defenses that perhaps were counting 
the seconds until the clock ran out. 

The question always begged: What 
could the 6-0, 225-pound Diedrick do 
if he saw action in the first half against 
fresh opponents? 

Everybody's about to find out. 

“| just have to get in games and do 
it the same way | practice it,” said 
Diedrick, who as a freshman and 
sophomore played behind Dan Alexan- 
der and Correll Buckhalter. “The only 
difference is that there’s a lot more 
media attention on me now.” 

Diedrick, from Scarborough, 
Ontario, is the Huskers’ first Canadian 
scholarship recruit. He emerged in 
October, 1999, running for 99 yards 
(still a career high) against lowa State. 
A month later, Fis started calling for 


Diedrick to see more action after he 
filled in for the injured Alexander and 
Buckhalter against Kansas State and 
racked up 93 yards, including a 42- 
yard touchdown run. 

“There were times where | thought 
| would get more playing time,” 
Diedrick said. “It never seemed to hap- 
pen, but | just kept working in practice 
to show the coaches that | was capable 
of being out there.” 

After running for 303 yards and 
two touchdowns on 57 carries as a 
freshman, Diedrick saw his workload 
cut a bit last season. He ran 33 times 
for 212 yards and three TDs. His sea- 
son highs were nine carries for 69 
yards against Baylor. 

Diedrick said i hasn’t been too dif- 
ficult to wait his turn. 

“Correll has been my roommate 
since | moved here, and he’s been my 
best friend,” Diedrick said. “It’s easier 
to see your friend do well when you’re 
not the one who’s playing.” 

But now it’s Diedrick’s time. 

“It's been my dream to be a starter 
here,” he said. “I’m glad my time has 
finally come around.” A

Senior Jon Rutherford, who has 
worked mostly at center during his career, 
probably will be needed to start at right 
guard or right tackle. Wes Cody also is in 
line to play at guard, and Chris Loos, Dan 
Waldrop and Kyle Kollmorgen are com- 
peting for work at tackle. 

A year ago, the Huskers were looking 
for bodies to fill in on a defense that was 
ravaged by graduation. This year, the per- 
sonnel losses are lighter, but there is a lot 
of room for improvement. 

“We gave up too many points per 
game — more than we have for a long 
time,” Solich said. “And we weren't 
ranked very high in any of the categories. 
Some things have to change there.” 

The Huskers surrendered an average 
of 19.4 points a game and gave up 24 or 
more on six occasions. Nebraska ranked 
just 51st nationally in turnover margin. 

In a word, the tackling was atrocious. 

“We need to get more physical,” line- 
backer Mark Vedral said. “We need to knock 
people off the ball and have people fear us.” 

Six of the front seven players have start- 


ing experience. Jason Lohr and Jeremy 
Slechta, as a tackle tandem, could be as good

as any in the Big 12. Chris Kelsay is back at 
left rush end, and Demoine Adams takes 
over for Vanden Bosch on the right side. 

The key issue at linebacker is whether 
Randy Stella rejoins the team. Stella, the 
team’s second-leading tackler last season 
and a major contributor on special teams, 
was suspended for an undisclosed viola- 
tion of team rules in the offseason. Stella 
didn’t participate in spring ball, and 
Solich said he might not decide on 
Stella’s status until the fall. 


If Stella doesn’t come back, Vedral 
would be the lone experienced player at 
weakside linebacker, a key playmaking 
position in Nebraska's 4-3 defense. Senior 
Jamie Burrow will be a first-year starter at 
middle linebacker. 

The secondary has experienced cor- 
nerbacks in Keyuo Craver, Erwin Swiney 
and DeJuan Groce. Craver, an All-Big 12 
pick last season, has started every game 
for two years. 

Dion Booker, who started seven of the 
first eight games last season, returns at 
free safety. The big question is at rover, 
where former weakside linebacker Lannie 
Hopkins and former I-back Josh Davis 
have moved to compete for playing time 
with a couple of walkons. 

Josh Brown, who beat Colorado with a 
game-winning 29-yard field goal with no 
time left, returns to do the place-kicking 
after making five of 10 attempts last sea- 
son. Sophomore Kyle Larson is the heir 
apparent to Dan Hadenfeldt as punter.

The answers are “yes” and “14-0.” 

Last season, OU captured its seventh 
national championship by going 13-0. 

This year, the Sooners have 12 regular 
season games and feasibly could go 14-0 
with victories in the Big 12 Conference 
championship and Rose Bowl. 

The likelihood of such an occurrence? 

“Hey, why not?” Stoops said with a 
shrug. “That’s what we're shootin’ for.” 

Stoops is quick to mention one step 
leads to another. OU must first win the 
Big 12 South to have a chance to win the 
Big 12 title game, then have an opportu- 
nity to repeat. 

Oklahoma now trails Notre Dame 
eight to seven in national titles. 

But the Sooners would not have those 
national crowns without first having won 
seven of their 37 conference champi- 
onships and 21 bowl games. 

You can’t have one without the other. 

Last season was arguably the most 
celebrated national crown ever won at 
Oklahoma. While previous championships 
were expected and demanded, the 2000 
title seemingly fell from the sky. 

Yes, the Sooners were supposed to be 
improved from their 7-5 record of 1999. 
Sure, they could win eight or nine games, 
maybe 10. 

But 13-0 and the national champi- 
onship? Get real. 

OU’s October schedule last year was 
seen as too difficult — vs. Texas in Dallas

on Oct. 7; at Kansas State on Oct. 14; 
Nebraska in Norman on Oct. 28. 
The Sooners went 3-0 that month with 
an average victory margin of 25.3 points. 
Viewed as a “has-been” since the 
departure of coach Barry Switzer 12 years 
earlier, Oklahoma football once again

occupied the top spot in the polls. 

The Sooners survived November, win- 
ning by an average of 7.7 points against 
Texas A&M, Texas Tech and arch-rival Okla- 
homa State. December brought the Big 12 
Championship game at Arrowhead Stadium 
and another road victory over Kansas State. 

That earned the Sooners a date with 
destiny, which became reality with a 13-2 
triumph over heavily-favored Florida State 
in the Orange Bowl. 

Never before had OU won 13 games 
in a season. Books were written. Mer- 
chandise sales reached an all-time high. 
A crowd of 30,000 attended a pep rally 
18 days after the title game. 

The Sooners’ coach insists he saw it 
coming, however. 

“Nobody's ever going to get me to 
say, ‘Oh, it was magical. How did it ever 
happen?’ Heck no,” Stoops said.

In one particular series, Klein got a 
sack and Wilkerson batted down a 
pass. 

“It was fun to see that,” Stoops 
said. “Outside of Baylor last year, 


being trained,” Stoops said. “If you're 
healthy and have your pad level where it’s 
supposed to be, and you don’t slow up 
before you're supposed to and not let 
somebody fall on your ankle and break it, 
injuries tend not to happen.” 

Scary as it sounds, the Sooners might 
be better than a year ago. 

They return 16 starters and three spe- 
cialists. They're deeper, stronger and faster, 
which usually equates into being better. 

This does not guarantee another 
national title, obviously. Other teams also 
have improved and, after a decade-long 
hiatus, the Sooners once again find them- 
selves as public enemy No. 1. 

National championship teams nor- 
mally have numerous NFL draft choices 
and a handful of underclassmen leave 
early. Perhaps the most telling attribute of 
the 2000 OU team was this: No player 
declared early for the draft and only two 
were invited to the NFL pre-draft combine. 

“It just goes to show what can hap- 
pen when you get the most out of every- 
body,” Stoops said. “Our guys have 
a great working relationship. They care 
about each other. They're the epitome of 
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we had the youngest Big 12 team 
as far as starters go. When you win, 
people usually don’t comment on 
how young you are. That's usually an 
excuse when you're not winning.” 

There was an eerie calmness to 
Stoops the week leading up to the 
national title game. 

“A lot of people thought I was full of 
it when | showed so much confidence,” 
Stoops said. “But | tell you, I’ve never 
been so calm or confident for a game that 
I’ve ever been in.” 

Stoops is displaying that same eerie 
calmness entering this season. The losses of 
linebacker Torrance Marshall (the Orange 
Bowl’s Most Oustanding Player) and QB 
Josh Heupel (Heisman runnerup) are sub- 
stantial, but not catastrophic. 

Is the hole Heupel leaves as big as 
people think? 

“I don’t believe so, and that takes 
nothing away from him because he’s 
everything you want,” Stoops said. “It’s 
because of how good they (his potential 
replacements) are. 

Junior Nate Hybl, a transfer from Geor- 
gia, is Heupel’s heir apparent, followed by 
sophomore Jason White and redshirt 
freshman Hunter Wall. OU signed Brent 
Rawls of Shreveport (La.) Evangel Christ- 


ian, rated the nation’s No. 2 high school 
quarterback prospect. 

Other offensive skill positions are 
filled to capacity. 

The Sooners’ top eight receivers 
return at a position where Heupel spread 
the wealth. 

The top two rushers return in junior 
Quentin Griffin (1,252 all-purpose yards; 
17 touchdowns) and sophomore Renaldo 
Works (496 all-purpose yards; six TDs). 
Sophomore Jerad Estus could vie for play- 
ing time. 

Blocking back and special teams 
tough guy Seth Littrell has graduated. 
Potential replacements are redshirt fresh- 
man Brian Odom and sophomore Jamar 
Mozee. Junior tight end Jeremy Hess fig- 
ures to see action in blocking situations. 

Gone from the offensive line are Scott 
Kempenich, Al Baysinger and center 
Bubba Burcham. 

Returning starters are senior left tackle 
Frank Romero, an all-conference pick; 
senior left guard Howard Duncan; and 
junior right guard Mike Skinner. Junior 
Josh Smith is expected to replace Bur- 
cham, while redshirt freshman Wes Sims 
is a candidate at right tackle. 

Defensively, OU is led by senior weak- 
side linebacker Rocky Calmus, the only 
returning finalist for last year’s Butkus Award. 

Calmus will replace Heupel as the 
team’s spiritual leader. 

“All kids are different,’’ Stoops said. 
“Rocky’s not going to be in the Heisman 
race, so that'll be different. He'll be a 
strong leader for us, but it’s never just one 
guy. It wasn’t just Josh last year. That 
chemistry comes from more than just one

snapping the program out of a long reces- 
sion. The Cowboys have managed just 
one winning season — an 8-4 campaign 
in 1997 — since Barry Sanders’ Heisman 
Trophy tour in 1988. 

Familiar with the term “guilt by asso- 
ciation?” The opposite is true in Miles’ 
case. He was OSU's offensive coordinator 
during the 1997 Alamo Bowl season and 
left to become tight ends coach for the 
Dallas Cowboys. OSU is 13-20 since. 

“| promise you, we will win here,” 
said Miles. “This team is loaded full of 
good people and | just have a real strong 
feeling that good people work their butt 
off to get better.” 

Simmons, who recruited well, didn’t 
leave a bare cupboard. OSU returns 16 
starters. On offense, 19 of the 25 players 
listed on the final depth chart are back. 

“There is some talent here,” said 
Miles. “There isn’t any question. We've 
got to keep working at it. If we do that, 
we'll have an opportunity to get after 
some folks we are going to play.” 

The Cowboys gave an indication of 
their potential by scaring national cham- 
pion Oklahoma in the regular season 
finale.

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talent. The talent has been here,” he said. 

“It’s just a matter of putting it together and finding that 
chemistry and finding that bond. With Coach Miles coming in 
with a new energy and a change of attitude, | really think that will 
be accomplished. After going through some (losing) seasons like 
that, you are looking for a change and | think Coach Miles is pro- 
viding that change. He comes in and brings confidence and a 
new arrogance, | guess you could say. People walk around with 
their chests out and heads held up high because they are proud 
they play football for Oklahoma State.” 

The Cowboys have lots of reasons for optimism on offense even 
though tailback Reggie White, who rushed for 1,049 yards last sea- 
son, forfeited his final year of eligibility to enter the NFL draft pool. 

White’s understudy is sophomore Tatum Bell, the crown 
jewel of OSU's 2000 recruiting class. Bell flashed now-you-see- 
him, now-you-don't speed by bolting 60 yards for a touchdown 
against Oklahoma and finished the season with a better yards- 
per-carry average than White. 

Though quantity is a problem at the quarterback position, 
quality is not. Aso Pogi broke Mike Gundy’s freshman record for 
passing yards last season. Gundy, the Big Eight’s all-time passing 
leader, now is Pogi’s tutor. Miles’ first hire was bringing Gundy 
aboard as offensive coordinator. Pogi appreciates having some- 
one on the practice field who has been in his shoes. 

“A lot of things I don’t see, he sees,” said the quarterback. 
“When I screw up, he’s all over me, and | need that. He’s done 
an absolute great job with me.” 

Pogi hit 56.3 percent of his passes — a very high accuracy 
rate for a rookie — but must improve his touchdown-to-intercep- 
tion ratio. He threw for six scores and suffered 11 pickoffs. 

Pogi ended last season as the only scholarship quarterback on 
campus, however, and depth is a real concern. 

There are no such worries in the receiving corps. Players who 
combined for 90 catches return, including sophomore Rashaun 
Woods, who could be poised for a breakout season, Gabe Lind- 
say, Terrance Davis-Bryant and Willie Young. 

“There are always some fresh legs in the game,” said Levels. 
“You don’t have one receiver that’s just going to wear down. 

You have four or five or six coming at you. That helps us keep 
the game moving fast. It’s like a fast break in basketball.” 

Tight ends Khary Jackson, Bryan Blackwood and Marcellus 
Rivers (who doubled as a wideout) will be missed. Rivers, a par- 
tial qualifier as a freshman, could have secured an additional year 
of eligibility by graduat- 
ing, but chose an early 
exit instead. He was a 
OSU's go-to receiver in [25 BX 
critical situations. 

Fair or not, the 
offensive line was sin- 
gled out as OSU's weak 
link during the 1999 
season, when a running 
back failed to crack the 
100-yard barrier in a 
game for the first time 
since 1957. The block- 
ers are now considered a strength rather than a liability. Starters 
Kyle Eaton, Jeff Machado, Jon Vandrell and weight-room phenom 
Bryan Phillips return to anchor the line. 

The veteran cast should help the Cowboys break out of an 
offensive slump. Oklahoma State moved the ball well last season,

but stumbled in the red zone. The first second-half touchdown of 
the season came in the fifth game. OSU produced its fewest touch- 
downs and points since 1994. Of 202 points scored, 50 came in 
the lone Big 12 victory at the expense of last-place Baylor. 

Oklahoma State’s blitz-oriented defenses often ranked among 
the nation’s best under Simmons, but inexperience contributed to 
a dropoff last season. The Cowboys broke in a fleet of new line- 
backers and defensive backs. Their growing pains contributed to 
OSU surrendering its most points since 1996 and most first 
downs since 1995. 

The most glaring troubles came in the secondary. Top cover 
man Alvin Porter was found to be academically ineligible two 
days before the season opener and OSU's pressure defense was 
burnt for a school-record 253 passing yards per game. 

“We had new guys at new positions and we were young,” said 
Levels. “I think with that year of maturity under their belts, this year 
you can expect fewer mistakes and fewer wrong coverages.” 

The Cowboys must feel confident that the defensive backs 
have grown up, because new defensive coordinator Bill Clay will 
put five of them on the field most of the time. He is installing a 
defense that is essentially a 4-2-5, with three safeties and two

he only play Dirk Koetter ever 

ran at Oklahoma State was a 

reverse. Koetter, former head 
coach at Boise State, accepted an offer 
to become head coach at OSU, but 
reneged when he was offered a similar 
position at Arizona State. Koetter felt 
guilty about the switch, but said he is 
more comfortable with the Pac-10 and 
the style of play on the west coast. 

Athletic director Terry Don Phillips 
then offered the job to Dallas Cowboys 
tight ends coach Les Miles, a former 
OSU assistant. Said Miles at his introduc- 
tory press conference, “I don’t care how 
they got the best guy. But I definitely 
think they got the best guy.” 

¢ Former star quarterback Mike 
Gundy was a finalist in the race to 
become OSU’s head coach, but gladly 
accepted an invitation from Miles to 
become assistant head coach and offen- 
sive coordinator. 

Said Gundy, “Human nature is to 
want to be a head coach. When that 
didn’t work out, | wasn’t so prideful that 
I would not listen to what they wanted to 
talk to me about as far as different posi- 
tions.” 

Gundy still wants to be head coach at 
his alma mater someday. “But if Coach 
Miles is here for 20 years as a head 
coach, that’s good for me,” he said. 
“You know why? That means we’re win- 
ning a lot of games and having a lot of 
fun.” 

* At his request, Miles will be paid 
less than predecessor Bob Simmons. 
Miles accepted a smaller salary because 
he wants to have more room in the foot- 
ball budget to pay assistant coaches. 
Miles’ staff will split $1.078 million this 
season and $250,000 is earmarked for 
Gundy, who is perhaps the nation’s high- 
est-paid assistant coach. 

¢ Former quarterback Tony Lindsay's 
request for an additional year of eligibility 
was denied by the NCAA. Lindsay, a 
four-year starter, missed half of the last 
two seasons with knee and shoulder 
injuries. 

¢ OSU recently renovated and 
expanded its basketball facility, Gal- 
lagher-Iba Arena. Now the wheels are in 
motion for a much-needed renovation of 
Lewis Field.

cornerbacks manning the backfield. The 
safeties can creep up to the line of scrim- 
mage to create a stacked front or drop 
back into coverage.

he name of Oklahoma State’s

Pogi. Most people call him Aso. 
You can call him a record-setter. 

Pogi broke Mike Gundy’s school 
freshman passing record last season by 
throwing a 1,550 yards. In the first 
98 years of OSU football, quarterbacks 
passed for more than 300 yards in a 
game only five times. Pogi started six 
games and cracked the 300-yard bar- 
rier twice, including a 328-yard outing 
in his first start. 

But there are those who argue Pogi 
does his best work on Sundays instead 
of Saturdays. The Samoan-American 
quarterback gives sermons at churches 
on Sundays. He was booked months in 
advance to speak at the First Baptist 
Church of Weatherford, Okla., on 
Super Bowl Sunday.

Figuratively speaking, Pogi has 
already been to Fel and back. When 
Pogi was five years old, his father 
died of eye cancer.

Levels wants to be held accountable 
for how the defense performs and has 
faith that his supporting cast can help him 
end his career on a positive note. 

“We know what we want to do and 
where we want to be in December,” he 
said. “That’s our main focus and that’s our 
main goal and anything else outside of 
that doesn’t matter. | will take all 10 of 
those guys (on defense) with me to war. 
Strap it up and let’s go.” 

Levels thinks OSU can be one of the 
nation’s surprise teams. He understands 
that outsiders might be skeptical. 

“We were 3-8 last year,” he said.

i Stick around the game of college 
otball 40 years, 30 of them as a 
defensive coordinator, and you learn that 
nothing new is ever truly new. 
Take the proliferation of spread offenses. 

Teams have turned fullbacks and tight ends 
into the Maytag repairmen of their era, 


throwing three and four wide receivers on 
the field, spreading out defenses and relying 
on speed like never before. 

Almost like never before. 

The way Reese looks at it, the spread 
offense is the same as the triple option 
Wishbone. There's the little shovel pass to 
the halfback, the spread version of the 
fullback dive. There are the jailbreak 
screens and hitches and flare patterns that 
mirror a tidy quarterback keeper. And 
there’s the go-for-broke deep ball, the 
equivalent of getting the ball around the 
corner with a deft halfback pitch. 

It’s just like 1969 all over again. 

That’s what Longhorn faithful are hop- 
ing for, a cast back to the Horns’ glory 
days and last national title. 

Hard facts, though, say it’s 1975 again.

What isn’t the burning question it was 
last spring is the quarterback duel between 
senior Major Applewhite and junior Chris 
Simms. Brown, stung by the amount of 
controversy the quarterback rotation drew 


last season, when it arguably cost the 
Longhorns one game (Stanford) and cre- 
ated inconsistencies that kept the offense 
from developing, named Simms the starter 
before spring drills opened. 

“I don’t want a whole lot of discussion 
about that position because | feel it took 
away from the team,” Brown said. 
“There’s no question Chris is the starter.” 

Simms, who started five games last 
year as the early season favorite and then 
at the end as a replacement for the injured 
Applewhite, cut down on interceptions, 
his main drawback. 

After the bowl game, Simms watched 
and rewatched every interception he 
threw last season, breaking down why and 
how they happened, taking into account 
factors such as if he was throwing to the 
correct receiver and if his eyes telegraphed 
the throw. Simms, who had four of his 
seven interceptions returned for touch- 
downs, threw only one during the spring. 

Offensive coordinator Greg Davis 
pointed to one seemingly minor play, 

a nine-yard dump off pass to halfback 
Brett Robin after a faked draw, in the 
spring to illustrate how Simms has 
improved in his eyes. “He did it real fast. 
He did it so much quicker than last year,”’ 
Davis said. “From the fan’s standpoint, 
it’s, ‘Oh, he dumped the ball off for nine 
yards.’ To a coach, ‘It’s the fact he read it 
and did it so quickly.’ Those things help.”

sons has torn the anterior cruciate ligament in his left knee and 
sprained the posterior cruciate in his right knee, shed 10 pounds 
in the offseason and went through spring without a brace on 
either knee. A former Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year, he’s 
poised to take over should Simms run into trouble. 

A highly talented but young receiving corps learned on the 
job last season, but sophomores Roy Williams and B.}. Johnson, 
who combined for 81 catches, 1,507 yards, 11 touchdowns and 
22 school records, have progressed from just learning the plays 
to working on the nuances of route running. 

“Now they have to take that talent and refine it so instead of 
a 30-yard gain, a great throw and catch, it’s now a 60-yard 
touchdown run,” Davis said. 

Johnson and Williams may not have to deal with as much dou- 
ble-team coverage, or at least they'll force defenses to chose which 
receiver they'll challenge to beat them. That's because Sloan 
Thomas returns as a solid third receiver and has been challenged by 
Duke transfer Kyle Shanahan, who is a dependable possession 
receiver that had an outstanding spring. It’s also because, health 
concerns aside, the Horns are deep and talented at tight end. 

Brock Edwards and walkon Cullen Loeffler were the only 
healthy tight ends in the spring, but that should change by the fall 
when Bo Scaife and Mike Jones are expected back from knee 
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injuries and converted receiver Artie Ellis should be back from a 
stress fracture in his leg. 

Last year Scaife, whose size and acceleration would have 
made him the prime target as young receivers developed, blew 
out his knee on the first day of practice, forcing the Horns to 
adjust their offense. Though limited in the spring after surgery to 
repair a torn ACL, Scaife showed flashes of that playmaking ability 
and, combined with the speed of Thornton and Ellis, could allow 
the Horns the rare luxury of being able to stretch the field with 
their tight ends. 

“We have bunch of great athletes,” Scaife said. “You can’t 
take out one without getting hurt by another.” 

Texas’ passing attack, though, won't run efficiently without 
solid pass protection and an effective running game. Despite 
injures that knocked out guards Tillman Holloway and Antwan 
Kirk-Hughes from spring drills, Brown was encouraged by the play 
of the line. Sophomore Robbie Doane is the first choice to replace 
Leonard Davis at left tackle, but guard Derrick Dockery and juco 
transfer Alfio Randall also will get time there. 

Senior Mike Williams, a liability on pass protection early last 
year, has developed into a solid pass-blocker and, with Simms 
being left-handed, he'll have to fill a key role at right tackle. 
Depth on the line could be a problem if the Horns can’t get snaps 
from the six freshmen offensive linemen coming in, including 
Jonathan Carter (6-7, 285), a second-team USA Today All-Ameri- 
can. 

With the threat of incoming freshman Cedric Benson of Mid- 
land Lee, Texas’ all-time Class 5A leading rusher, hanging over 
their heads, the Horns’ halfbacks were under pressure to produce 
in the spring. They didn't, at least to the expectations of the 
coaching staff. Juniors Victor Ike and Kenny Hayter, sophomores 
Ivan Williams and Brett Robin and redshirt freshman Sneezy Bel- 
tran all had their moments, with Robin and Ike finishing atop the 
spring depth chart. 

“Nobody really jumped up and said, ‘Y'all have to come get 
me,’” Davis said. “That was probably the only disappointment of 
the spring.” 

Disappointments were rare on the defensive side of the ball 
in the spring. Reese came out of last season having to replace 
two standout defensive tackles, All-American Casey Hampton 


and Shaun Rogers, and 
safety Greg Brown and THE BEST AnD 
THE BRIGHTEST 


to figure out how the 
Horns could best contain 
offenses like Okla- 
homa’s. 

To that end Reese 
dictated that he didn’t 
want a player on 
defense to weigh more 
than 300 pounds, to get 
more quickness on the 
field. He also moved 
safety Lee Jackson (205 
pounds) to outside linebacker, outside linebacker O.]. McClintock 
(232) to end and end Maurice Gordon (246) to tackle. 

“It’s just a different way.” Reese said. “The old clock is swing- 
ing back to something new. It’s taking defenses a while to catch 
up. You're spread out. Speed is the way to close the gap.” 

At end, where McClintock has already worked his way into 
the three-man rotation, starters Cory Redding and Kalen Thornton 
give the Horns the most athletic set of ends they've had in at

Horns won't be looking for the 
incoming freshman class to make immedi- 
ate contributions — with one notable 
exception. 

Running back Cedric Benson of Mid- 
land Lee will get a shot to start at halfback 
to replace Hodges Mitchell, but the other 
freshmen will likely battle for backup 
roles.

¢ Duane Akina joined the Longhorn 
staff as secondary coach, the first new 
hire Mack Brown has had to make in his 
four seasons as head coach. Akina, 44, 
replaces Everett Withers, who became 
secondary coach for the Tennesee Titans. 
Akina came to UT from Arizona, where 
he had been named defensive coordinator 
by new Wildcat Coach John Mackovic, 
the man that Brown replaced at Texas. 
UT defensive coordinator Carl Reese said 
Akina’s presence will be a boon for cor- 
nerback Quentin Jammer. “He’s going to 
give Jammer different tools,” Reese said. 
“It's a different set of eyes looking at his 
talent.” Akina was the position coach for 
1990 Jim Thorpe Award winner Darryll

crazy game. Anything can happen. We 
have to start preparing that way, prepar- 
ing for anything that happens down the 
road. If luck comes our way, then we 
could be that next team to win the 
national championship.” 

That, indeed, would be bizarre. The 
Aggies haven't won a national title since 


1939; they haven't been ranked No.1 at 
any point in a season since 1957; and 
they haven’t gone unblemished in a regu- 
lar season since 1992. 

But Bob Stoops’ remarkable revival 
north of the Red River apparently has 
inspired more than just the Sooner State. 
During the spring, the Aggies broke team 
huddles/gatherings by shouting, in uni- 
son, “national champions.” 

And there is undoubtedly a sense at 
A&M that if OU can do it, so can we. 

Maybe that’s because A&M played so 
well last year against Oklahoma, building a 
double-digit lead in the fourth quarter 
before losing 35-31. Maybe it's the Inde- 
pendence Bowl irony. Maybe it's far- 
fetched, but the Aggies are buying into the 
bizarre possibility of it happening to them. 

“We want to win the Big 12 South 
and then win the Big 12 title,” said senior 
defensive back/special teams standout Jay 
Brooks. “And when you look at the teams 
that we are going to have to beat in order 
to do that, we also have the goal to win 
the national championship. Each year 
somebody different is going to change 
something. It's time for us to have the 
chance to do something right. 

“Some things are going to have to go 
our way for us to accomplish those goals. 
But if we can get through this schedule 
unbeaten, we will definitely be in a posi- 
tion to win it all.”

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in Super Bowl contention. But recent history suggests A&M could 
be in store for a rough road. 

During a five-week stretch beginning in mid-October, the 
Aggies must play at Colorado, at Kansas State, at Texas Tech and 
at Oklahoma. Since 1995, A&M is a combined 2-6 at those road 
destinations, with both wins coming in 1997. 

There's also a possibility that all four of those opponents 
could be ranked by the time the Aggies play them. And since 
1990, the Aggies are also just 2-6 on the road against ranked 
teams. 

“We've got to play better on the road, and it wouldn't even 
matter if those four games were against four lesser teams in the 
Big 12,” Gamble said. “Going on the road is always tough. But 
the great teams win on the road. You have to be ready to play 
every week, no matter where you are, whether it’s Manhattan, 
Kan., College Station, wherever. That’s part of the little things 
we're addressing and making our minds up that this is what it 
takes to be one of the great teams.” 

The home schedule is no picnic, either. The Aggies play host 
to Notre Dame in late September and finish the season by playing 
Texas at Kyle Field. Last year, the Aggies lost two games at home 
for just the second time since 1985. A&JM must play extremely 
well on its home turf to avoid duplicating last year’s dubious feat. 

Most importantly, though, the Aggies must find some play- 
makers to step forward in the long list of big games on the 
schedule. The Aggies’ 2001 lineup has very few glaring weak- 
nesses. But it also features very little proven star power. 

After a breakthrough season last year, junior Mark Farris 
appears to be capable over the next two years of becoming one 
of the best quarterbacks in A&M history. But who is his go-to 
receiving target this year? 

The offensive line, anchored by All-American candidate Seth 
McKinney at center, returns four of five starters from a unit that 
was one of the pleasant surprises of last season, especially in its 
ability to protect Farris. It could be an even better unit this year. 
But who will be the running back charged with getting the tough 
yards in the crucial situations that are bound to arise? 

Last year, of course, Ferguson, who led the Big 12 in receiv- 
ing, and Toombs, who led the Aggies with 14 touchdowns, were 
the mainstays of the A&UV\ attack.

as a difference-maker the Aggies desperately need. 

“Dwain (made big plays) all spring long,” Slocum said. “With 
the loss of Robert Ferguson, we are looking for a way to fill that 
void.

SPRING UPDATE 


y all accounts, the transition of 

three new assistants to R.C. 

Slocum’s staff went smoothly in 
the spring. Offensive coordinator Dino 
Babers (formerly at Arizona) and assistant 
head coach/receivers coach Kevin Sumlin 
(from Purdue) are new to the A&M staff, 
while running backs coach Ken Rucker 
has returned to A&M, where he held the 
same position from 1994-97 before leav- 
ing for North Carolina. 

“I was really pleased with how our 
new coaches came in during the spring 
and hit the ground running,” Slocum said. 
“Things went as smoothly as I could have 
possibly hoped for. The new coaches 
worked well with the players and the play- 
ers really responded to them.” 

Babers, Sumlin and Rucker replaced 
three assistants who became the latest 
members of the A&M-to-the-NFL 
pipeline. Pete Hoener is now with the 
Arizona Cardinals; Steve Kragthorpe 
went to the Buffalo Bills; and Larry Kirk- 
sey went to the Detroit Lions. 

Unfortunately for Slocum, the 
pipeline to the NFL means he’s not a 
stranger to making plenty of new hires in 
the offseason. This marked the third time 
in the last four offseasons that Aggies 
have hired three new assistants. 

¢ Expected to be one of the strengths 
of the offense, A&M's offensive line took 
a hit during the spring when returning 
starter Tango McCauley was dismissed 
from the squad for violating unspecified 
team rules. “It’s a real shame that Tango 
will not be with us,” Slocum said. “But we 
have team rules that we must adhere to.” 

¢ While the Aggies did not appear in 
the final rankings last year for just the sec- 
ond time in the Slocum era, A&M ranked 
No. 1 in the nation in traditions, accord- 
ing to a season-iong internet competition. 
A&M's 12th Man tradition won the title 
of best college football tradition during the 
Tostitos Tourney of Traditions contest. 

¢ A&M may dazzle opponents with 
new plays and formations this year, but 
probably not in talent. “We're not a team 
that’s going to dazzle anybody with our 
talent level,” Slocum said. “If we get all 
our guys hitting on the same page and 
keep guys healthy, then we can have a 
pretty good team. Anything short of that, 
and we’re not going to be a real good 
team.”

of outstanding outside linebackers 
through the years, including pass-rush- 
ing specialists such as current NFL play- 
ers Marcus Buckley, William Thomas, 
Keith Mitchell, Warrick Holdman and 
Jason Glenn. 

Nobody on the current A&M roster has 
proven he can be the next dominating star 
outside linebacker. At least not in the mold 
that A&M fans are accustomed to seeing. 

The good news for the A&M defense 
is that there are some potential stars virtu- 
ally everywhere else. Gamble is a tremen- 
dous tackler and will serve as an anchor in 
the middle of the Wrecking Crew.

es, he’s mature. Sure, he played

Based on last year, most A&M fans 
would say Farris was much better than 
just a good player.

“We've got a lot of guys who are 
capable of being playmakers,” Brooks 
said. “The key is for them to gain the con- 
fidence and to take the attitude that they 
are definitely going to get the job done. 

“You have to have the determination 
to want to do something special. That's 
what separates good players from the 
great ones and good teams from great 
teams. If we have enough guys step for- 
ward, we can be a great team.”

Indeed, the familiarity factor could be 
a major plus for the Raiders.

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It wasn't just losing those six games that made last year so 
frustrating. It was the manner in which the Raiders lost. 

Aside from the 56-3 bludgeoning at the hands of Nebraska 
and the first-half collapse against East Carolina in the galleryfurni- 
ture.com Bowl, the Raiders were in every game last season. In 
fact, with just the hint of a running game and a break here or 
there, Tech might have won road games at Texas A&M, Kansas 
State and Oklahoma. 

In those three losses, however, the Raiders managed just 79 
total yards rushing, an average of 26.3 per game. In a particularly 
glaring example of rushing ineptness against eventual national 
champion Oklahoma, Tech moved inside the OU 45 seven differ- 
ent times in the first half alone. But all the Raiders had to show for 
it was a field goal in what turned out to be a 14-point loss. 

Without the threat of a running game, the red zone often 
turned into the dead zone for Tech, especially against the better, 
more physical teams. 

But for a variety of reasons, the Raiders believe they will be 
able to gain ground — literally and in the standings — on some 
of the Big 12’s best this year. First of all, while the schedule still 
includes tough road games at Texas and at Nebraska, the Soon- 
ers, Wildcats and Aggies must all travel to Lubbock this year. 

The Aggies haven't beaten Tech in Lubbock since 1993, while 
the Raiders were the last Big 12 team to beat OU at the close of 
the 1999 season. 

“| believe the Big 12 is the best football conference in Amer- 
ica, so there are no easy games in the league schedule,” Leach 
says. “Every week is a battle, but we certainly want to protect our 
home field.” 

Leach would feel even better about his odds of doing that if 
he could put a relatively healthy lineup on the field against those 
teams and others. That didn’t happen very often in 2000. 

The offensive line was decimated by injuries last year, which 
is a prime reason Tech’s running game was so ineffective and 
Kingsbury spent so much time running for his life. 

Even in the spring, Tech was without three returning starters, 
tackle Rex Richards (shoulder), center Toby Cecil (shoulder) and 
tackle Paul Erickson (ankle) after undergoing surgeries in January. 
But all three are expected back this fall, along with senior tackle 
Jason May, who missed most of 2000 with knee injuries. 

If those linemen can stay healthy, Tech’s running game could 
improve dramatically. 
Especially since 
Williams finally appears 
to be back at full 
speed. 

The last time he was 
truly healthy in 1998, 
Williams finished fourth 
nationally in average 
yards per game (143.8) 
and amassed 1,758 all- 
purpose yards. In fact, 
his rushing numbers in 
his first two seasons at 
Tech were even better 
than that other Ricky Williams did at Texas in his first two years. 

But the knee injury in the first game of the 1999 season 
derailed Williams’ Heisman hopes and eventually led to season- 
ending surgery. Williams returned last year to lead the Raiders in 
rushing, becoming only the seventh back in Tech history to lead 
the team in three seasons.

But the numbers (421 yards gained and only 3.3 yards per 
carry) were nowhere close to what Williams expected of himself. 
Of course, Williams wasn't really himself. 

He was often tentative and seemed to be missing the 
tremendous burst of speed that helped him gain 2,476 yards 
on the ground in his first two seasons. But in the spring, the 
old Williams returned to top form, turning the heads of team- 
mates and giving Tech's offense hopes of turning things around 
on the ground. 

“This past spring was really the first time I’ve seen him 
look like the old Ricky Williams,” Kingsbury said. “We're real 
excited, and I know he is. It’s awesome to have him back at 
full strength. People see how good of a player he is, but peo- 
ple don’t see what type of leader he is. That’s probably the 
biggest thing he brings to this team, his leadership and his 
passion for the game. Having him back will really make a huge 
difference.” 

A “huge difference” is also what Paige could bring to the 
passing attack. Tech loses some dependable, possession 
receivers in Tim Baker and Derek Dorris, but the Red Raiders are 
gaining a game-breaker in Paige, who caught 64 passes for 1,237 
yards last year at Northwest Mississippi Community College. 

“I'm glad he’s on our team,” Curtis says of Paige. “He really 
impressed us all this spring. He’s 6-5 with good speed, good hands

SPRING UPDATE 


fter being force-fed a steady 

diet of jarring hits last year, 

Texas Tech quarterback Kliff 
Kingsbury turned to jars of peanut but- 
ter and jelly during the offseason. 
Kingsbury, who was sacked nearly 30 
times in 2000, hopes his offensive line 
can provide much better protection this 
year. 

Regardless, the junior signal caller 
is doing his best to prepare for the 
ruggedness of Big 12 play by beefing 
up his body weight. His diet regularly 
includes a peanut butter and jelly sand- 
wich between meals, meaning that 
he often ate three or four meals and 
three sandwiches per day during the 
offseason. 

Kingsbury, whose weight dipped to 
188 at the end of last season, was back 
over 200 pounds in the spring and 
hopes to play at 220 pounds this fall. 

“I can use all the good weight I can 
get,” Kingsbury said. “One of these 
days in the future, | may not have any 
trouble putting on the pounds, but right 
now, it has been hard to keep the 
weight on.” 

¢ Junior Zeno McCoy entered the 
spring as a potential starter at defensive 
end. But based on the impressive play 
of junior college transfer Josh Ratliff, 
McCoy was first demoted and then was 
dejected enough to leave the team. 
McCoy had 19 tackles last year as a 
reserve, but upon leaving the team he 
said football was no longer fun for him. 

¢ Since the creation of the Big 12 
in 1996, Texas Tech is the only team 
in the South Division that has won 
enough games to at least qualify for 
bowl consideration in every season. 

But the Raiders also have been one 
of the most inconsistent teams in the 
conference — a source of frustration 
for players and fans. 

“The first two years I was here, we 
lost games we shouldn't have,” senior 
safety Kevin Curtis said. “Last year we 
beat the teams we supposed to, but we 
didn’t beat any of the better teams. This 
year we have to do it and put it all 
together. This up and down stuff won't 
cut it.” 
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Last Chance for Title, NFL Can Wait 


fter recording a phenomenal 274 
tackles during his sophomore 
and junior seasons, Texas Tech 
strong safety Kevin Curtis considered 
regoing his senior season for the NFL. 
But each time he weighed the pros 
and cons of the move, leaving early 
always lost out to leaving a legacy. 
“Everything worked out where it 
was a great situation for me to come 
back,” said Curtis, one of the nation’s 
top-tackling defensive backs. 
“Coming back gave me a chance 
to get my degree and win a Big 12 
championship. That's something this 
school has never experienced. | can 
play pro football later, but this is the 
last chance I'll ever have to do some- 
thing truly memorable at Texas Tech.” 
Curtis, who also finished eighth on the 
team last year in scoring with one touch- 
down and a safety, is the only returning 
starter in the Raiders’ secondary. But he is 
also the one player Tech’s defense proba- 
bly most needed to return. 
As Curtis’ close friend, quarterback 
Kliff Kingsbury points out, Curtis is 


and a great knack for making big plays.” 

Curtis calls Paige the Red Raiders’ ver- 
sion of Randy Moss. Paige, however, says 
he just wants to be the next Robert Fergu- 
son, the junior college transfer who led 
the Big 12 in receiving during his first year 
at Texas A&M. 

“Yeah, | think | am capable of doing 
some of the same things as Ferguson,” 
Paige said. “I'd love to lead the Big 12 in 
receiving yards, receptions, touchdowns. 
I'd like to put my name out there this year 
just like he did last year.” 

In this offense, Paige will certainly 
receive plenty of chances to set the Big 
12 afire. And he’s not the only promising 
target at Kingsbury’s disposal. Tight end 
Cole Roberts and wideout Darrell Jones 
are solid. And in addition to Paige, Tech 
has a trio of potential difference makers 
in sophomores Carlos Francis and Wes 
Welker and junior Shaud Williams, who is 
listed as a running back, but is an espe- 
cially dangerous receiving target. 

The big question for Tech is on the 
defensive side. The Raiders led the nation 
last year with three shutouts and held four 


much more than a tackling machine or 
big-play specialist. 

“He’s not the rah-rah type guy, but 
he’s a great player and a tremendous 
leader by his example,” Kingsbury 
said. “He’s a guy that can be a coach 
on the field and make everyone around 
him better. It really helps me just get- 
ting to go against him in practice 
because he’s all over the place. 

“If you complete a pass against 
him, you’ve done something special. 
Besides all of that, he’s an even better 
person than he is a player. That's say- 
ing quite a bit.” 

Indeed, the polite and well-spoken 
Curtis is easy to like. Except, of 
course, if you happen to be an 
opposing ball carrier. 

In that case, Curtis is a relentless 
headhunter, who has a remarkable 
knack for always being around the foot- 
ball. And Curtis truly believes the best is 
yet to come ... for himself and the team. 

“| believe it can be a very special 
season,” he said. “That’s why it was a 
pretty easy decision to come back.”

ference generated a weekly mutual 

back slapping among coaches, flush 
with success against teams from the Bowl 
Championship Series conferences. 

Year Two saw the fledgling league 
plunge back to earth with a 2-18 regular-sea- 
son collective effort against the big confer- 
ence representatives. If that wasn’t 
depressing enough, barely a vestige of the 
old-style wide-open WAC offenses were to 
be found, as the league became mired in 
a succession of defensive struggles. 

For Year Three, offense might just make 
a comeback. It will have to if the MWC is 
ever going to make a statement to those 
conferences awash in bowl revenue. 

Utah, BYU and Colorado State showed 
some offensive retooling in the spring in 
search of a more diversified attack. 

Air Force, which only discovered the for- 
ward pass a year ago, might put it up even 
more, as long as 6-5 All-American candidate 
Ryan Fleming is there to make the catch. New 
Mexico and San Diego State return most of 
their offensive personnel. 

Only one MWC team comes in with the 
most coveted of commodities -- a proven 
franchise quarterback in junior southpaw Jason 
Thomas. 

The USC transfer and Rebels coach 
John Robinson (who originally recruited 
Thomas to USC) have thrust a woebegone 
program into a Top 25 contender. Thomas 
was injured for much of the second half of 
last season, yet, he willed the Rebels to 
a third-place finish and Las Vegas Bowl 
win over Arkansas. 

Still, there’s just one program in the

league that has risen to the level where 
regardless of personnel, the players just know 
how to win. That’s Colorado State, coming off 
a No. 14 finish and 10-2 season.

being a six-loss team.

“Obviously, CSU appears to be on 
a roll,” said Utah coach Ron McBride, 
relieved to hand the favorite’s role to 
someone else in the wake of the Utes’ dis- 
appointing 4-7 showing after being picked 
for first place. For his part, Lubick is squea- 
mish over losing two-year starting quarter- 
back Matt Newton, as well as failing to 
meet expectations when the Rams were 
picked to win the league title in 1998. 

“I'd say we should be picked after UNLV, 
BYU and San Diego State,” he said. “We'll be 
OK, but there's a lot to be said for having 
good old Matt Newton.” Robinson, accus- 
tomed to the underdog role for his first two 
seasons, is growing more comfortable with the 
Rebels’ new label.

confusing,” Robinson said. “A lot of the 
strength in this league has been at positions 
other than quarterback or tailback. San Diego 
State will make a major step up because just 
about the entire team is back.

Those local luncheon audiences eat up 
DeBerry's Southern fried charm. The rest 
of the Mountain West Conference coaches 
dread the annual week of re-tooling the 
scout team to prepare for the latest model 
of the option and three hours of mayhem 
AFA creates with players largely un- 
recruited by other Division I-A teams. 

Last season, promises of throwing the 
ball weren't the usual banter. The Falcons 
actually took flight. Sure AFA, with a 
largely no-name company of backs, fin- 
ished with a 295-yard rushing average, 
good for third nationally. But quarterback 
Mike Thiessen, better known as the 
MWC's top slugger in baseball, threw for 
1,687 yards and 13 touchdowns.

“We'd love to continue to throw the 
ball even more,” said DeBerry. 

Thiessen 
graduated (they graduate at AFA, as 
opposed to running out of eligibility) and 
heir apparent Keith Boyea might have a 
stronger arm. 

Wide receiver Ryan Fleming, at 6-5, 
220-pounds, came out of nowhere (eight 
catches, 169 yards in 1999), He caught 52 
passes for 930 yards and five TDs, becom- 
ing the first Falcons wide receiver to earn 
all-conference honors in a league where 
the San Diego State, Wyoming and Utah 
receivers typically dominate. 

Fleming is also one of those rare AFA 
medical redshirts, withdrawing from the 
academy during his sophomore season 
when he broke his leg. 

“We return all our wide receivers and 
Fleming can anticipate another outstand- 
ing year,” DeBerry said. “There aren't 
many receivers like him who are 6-5 and

we need to get the ball to him. He can't 
do some things after he catches it that 
others can, but he’s one of the premier 
receivers in the country.” 

DeBerry often needs translation in the 
Rockies from his native South Carolina 
drawl. His description of Fleming requires 


no translation — Fleming isn't going to 
out-run many opposing secondaries. But 
he will out-reach them. 

He'll get a chance to prove his All- 
American credentials early when the Fal- 
cons draw defending national champion 
Oklahoma for a Sept. 1 opener in Col- 
orado Springs. 

There's no early margin for error 
this time. 

“We're exited to have the opportunity 
to play the defending national champs,” 
DeBerry said. “We don’t match up well on 
paper, but we'll still play the game. The 
kids are excited. Our focus and prepara- 
tion is much better this spring.” 

DeBerry would improve his own focus 
on the golf course if only he had a better 
inkling about his defense. If the passing 
game success was uncharacteristic for the 
Falcons, so were the vulnerabilities on the 
defensive side, finishing next-to-last in 
MWC total defense. 

The front, anchored by 6-6, 285- 
pound senior Justin Pendry, is solid, but 
the linebacking corps doesn’t have much 
experience. The best player in the sec- 
ondary, safety Jeff Overstreet, is only a 
sophomore. “He has a chance to become 
our best defensive back since (1992 All- 
American) Carlton McDonald.” 

If the opener with the Sooners does- 
n’t work out in AFA’s favor, the Falcons 
can always look forward to ending the 
season in Honolulu, unless, of course, 
the fourth bowl bid in five years comes 
later in December.

ometimes, the best job opportunities 
represent the worst possible situations. 


Brigham Young, with a “Help 
Wanted” sign out since August, offered an 
established program and nationwide pres- 
tige, a national recruiting base, a decent 
stockpile of talent and never a hint of 


trouble with the NCAA. 

It also meant trying to follow one of 
the legends of the game, coaching in a 
stadium named for his predecessor not far 
from Interstate-5 billboards proclaiming 
“Thanks Coach” bearing LaVell Edwards 
picture. And while by no means in disre- 
pair, the program had been usurped in the 
new Mountain West by Colorado State and 
four seasons had elapsed since 1996's 
No. 5 ranking and the raging BCS debate. 

Some coaches, like Dennis Fran- 
chione, would prefer total fixer-uppers. 
Not Gary Crowton. Growing up nearby in 
Orem, Utah, he dreamed of coaching at 
the “Y.” After starting as a student assis- 
tant under Edwards in 1982, Crowton’s 
resume took a meandering route of brief 
stops including his only prior head coach- 
ing experience at Louisiana Tech (1996- 
98). The last two years were spent in the 
NFL as Chicago's offensive coordinator. 

Crowton has measured every move to 
show nothing but respect for Edwards. He 
knows a million more “How does it feel to 
replace a legend?” questions await before 
the first kickoff. 

“I don’t look at myself in the same sit- 
uation as LaVell,” said Crowton. “He 
accomplished everything over a long 
period, 39 years (including 10 as an assis- 
tant), one year at a time. If take it one at 
a time, | hope things will come together.” 

He has the follow-up routine down 
pat after taking the baton from Edwards at 
numerous speaking engagements. He 
knows expectations are high and compar- 
isons are inevitable. 

If Edwards was considered the archi- 
tect of the modern college passing game 
during BYU's glory run in the 70s and 80s, 


then Crowton’s the man to bring the 
Cougars into the next century passing 
attack. His system at Louisiana Tech 
attracted hordes of top name programs 
every spring looking for some clinic tips 
when the offense ranked third nationally 
in passing and total offense. 


The More Things Change ... BYU Still Wide Open 


Opponents won't face the all-too- 
familiar BYU offense. They will find a heav- 
ily cloaked work in progress. 

“We're still working on it. We did so 
many good things in spring, but it’s a 
good thing we have 30 more practices 
before we start,” Crowton said. “Now we 
have to really tweak it.” 

There will be a little of everything — no 
backs, one back, three tight ends, triplets. 
The tenet is to go wide, not long. 

Besides the Edwards legacy, Crowton 
inherited the entire starting line led by cen- 
ter Jason Scukanec, some experience at 
quarterback and a sound running game in 
Paul McDonald and league Freshman of the 
Year Luke Staley, if Staley can stay healthy. 

Defense, however, dominated the 
spring game and will be led by All-Ameri- 
can candidate Justin Ena, heir to the Rob 
Morris legacy. Ena’s replacement is already 
being groomed in Paul Walkenhorst, rushed 
into duty last year as a true freshman.

Maybe not the No. 14 ranking, but 
the fans certainly expect another Top 25 
appearance. The players, if not the oppos- 
ing Mountain West Conference coaches, 
have come to expect another champi- 
onship title drive. Above all else, every- 
one associated with the program looks for 
a third straight opening win over bitter 
rival Colorado.

Last season 
Rhett Nelson blocked a field goal and an 
extra point that represented the winning 
margins in the New Mexico and UNLV 
games. Pro scouts credit the emphasis on 
special teams to the influx of Rams on NFL 
rosters, 

Finally, Lubick gets his seniors to pro- 
duce their best seasons, Meanwhile the 
depth has developed to the point that it’s

CSU’s two-year 13-3 
MWC mark coincided with the Matt 
Newton run as the only quarterback in the 
league to start every game for two sea- 
sons. The Rams came out of spring ball 


undecided on a successor, either pro- 
jected heir apparent D. J. Busch, forced 
into the backup role last year as a true 
freshman, or Michigan State transfer 
Bradlee Van Pelt. The latter gives CSU the 
only offensive dimension lacking in recent 
years — a running quarterback. 

He's capable of throwing in an option 
element to add some surprise. 

“From my standpoint, | felt very good 
about both quarterbacks. If they improve as 
much in the fall as much in spring ball, | think 
we'll be more than adequate,” Lubick said. 

Busch went into the spring with an 
edge based on his knowledge of the sys- 
tem. The 6-3, 218-pound southpaw antic- 
ipating a redshirt year, was rushed into 
a readiness role when the former backup 
was kicked off the team. Newton could 
have played every down, but the rare 
blowouts were welcomed to give Busch 
a chance to experience live fire. 

Van Pelt, an intense competitor who 
left the Big Ten for a chance to play quar- 
terback, showed a fast learning curve in the 
spring, closing the gap in the spring game. 

There’s no lack of targets because 
almost all of the receiving corps returns, 
in addition to 1999 standout Dallas Davis, 
who sat out with a medical hardship. 

One more explanation for CSU ‘s suc- 
cess has been the rotation of fresh players at 
secondary, defensive line and running back. 
Quarterback could join those positions. 

Simply adequate, has never been 
enough for Lubick. 

There's no reason to believe anything 
will change this fall.

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he whole world is coming to Utah's 
T Rice-Eccles Stadium in a few 
months. Long before those Winter 
Olympians arrive, 12th year Utah coach 
Ron McBride hopes his vintage Utes make 
a re-appearance. 
Narrowly picked to win the Mountain 


West Conference a year ago, based on a 
star-studded secondary, the league’s fastest 
receiver/return man and two experienced 
starters at quarterback, it never quite came 
together in a 4-7 finish and a mediocre 
three-way deadlock for fifth place. 

Unlike Wyoming which had underly- 
ing reasons for its last-place debacle, Utah 
just went through one of those nightmar- 
ish campaigns without a call or a bounce 
in the Utes’ favor. The Utes were in every 
game and exactly a touchdown short in 
four of the five league losses. 

The revamped staff made good use of 
the bowl void by coming up with a banner 
recruiting class, weighted with junior col- 
lege transfers. Three assistants, including 
offensive coordinator Tommy Lee, were 
gone before recruiting began. A fourth, 
Fred Graves left in February for the Buffalo 
Bills. Linebackers coach Fred Whittingham 
was fired outright, creating a dicey situa- 
tion for his son, Kyle, the defensive coordi- 
nator. Lee could have stayed, but was 
going to lose his coordinator’s title. 

A two-back set, more overall offen- 
sive diversity and, McBride hopes, the 
kind of toughness that is the hallmark of 
Utah defensive squads, were introduced 
this spring. New offensive coordinator 
Craig Ver Steeg was previously Illinois’ 
quarterback coach. 

“We want to be more physical on 
offense and give defenses more prob- 
lems,” said McBride. “If we can’t over- 
power people, we have to be more 
diverse offensively and give the defense 
more to think about.” 

McBride spent the spring mostly think- 
ing about the quarterback to run the Utes in 
the fall. With three games left last season, 


McBride made the move to redshirt fresh- 
man Lance Rice. Yes, the same Rice family 
that donated to the original stadium project. 
Obviously the switch was to give Rice 
a head start for this season, but McBride 
didn’t allow any complacency. Behind 
Rice, there’s 6-3, 210-pound redshirt

freshman Brett Elliott, the 1999 Oregon 
Player of the Year who had his pick of 
most of the Pac-10 teams. Purdue transfer 
Ryan Breska watched his former team- 
mates play in the Rose Bowl while his pre- 
sent ones were locked out of the 
postseason. 

But Breska's progress took a detour 
when he injured a shoulder in a spring 
practice. 

Rice knew his three-game starting 
stint good for a 2-1 record and oh-so- 
painful home loss to arch-rival BYU wasn't 
enough to guarantee the job, not with 
two more big guns behind him. 

“I'm going into it like | have to prove 
myself all over again,” Rice told the Deseret 
News. “Coach Ver Steeg, doesn’t care 
about last year at all. Everyone is on an 
even plane, and that’s how it should be.” 

For McBride, perhaps the biggest frus- 
tration of last year came with the offense

and special teams sabotaging the efforts 
of the defense. Utah struggled to find a 
running game until juco transfer Adam 
Tate rounded into form. D’Shaun Crockett, 
the original starter, will be in the sec- 
ondary this season. The kicking game was 
a disaster with Golden Whetman connect- 


ing on just two of 11 field goal attempts 
before Ryan Kineshiro took over. 

The Utes finished 10th nationally in total 
defense, yielding 288.3 yards per game 
and, third in pass defense (160.1 yards) and 
18th in scoring defense (18.8 points) and 
still couldn't crack the .500 mark. 

Only four starters return on defense. 
End Jason Kaufusi, the MWC Freshman of 
the Year, will work at both strongside line- 
backer and end. The secondary is gone, 
but fifth man Arnold Parker will fill the 
void. 

“Everybody is doing what they're 
supposed to do,” McBride said. “The atti- 
tude is awesome. It’s all about business. 
We know we had problem a year ago, but 
we've got to put that behind us and go 
forward. There’s no dwelling on the past.”

Characteristically competitive in the 
35-21 opening loss at Auburn, the Cow- 
boys never recovered from the shellshock 
or the injuries suffered in a 51-3 demolition 
at Texas A&M. Wyoming got their lone win 
against Central Michigan the following 
week. When the Cowboys couldn't finish off

Koenning would just as soon forget 
the 1-10 overall and 0-7 MWC records, 
the 46 quarterback sacks or yielding 400 
yards a clip to the opposition.

Saddest of all, there were basketball 
crowds in hoop-crazed hotbed Laramie 
that outdrew some gatherings in War 
Memorial Stadium. 

Koenning spent the winter muttering 
this string of numbers: 14 starters were 
out at one time or another and 38 players 
missed games. There were still 15 MIAs 
rehabbing during spring ball.

Now it’s up to Koenning, who lost three 
assistants just before the start of spring ball, 
to make sure that last year’s nightmare is no 
more than a blip on the screen and losing 
does not become habit forming. 

“We've got a job to do to get the 
enthusiasm and learning how to win back 
in the program,” Koenning said. 

Koenning was elevated from his 
much-respected role as the defensive 
coordinator in December, 1999 when 
Dana Dimel bolted for Houston. At the 
time, Koenning couldn't believe his good 
fortune to secure a Division I-A head 
coaching job just before his 40th birthday. 

In the wake of more than a decade of 
wide open offensive domination in the 
Dennis Erickson-Paul Roach-Joe Tiller era, 
Dimel had inherited a talented redshirt

back; all the previous top receivers ran out 
of eligibility; Stoner never overcame the 
injury bug; and the list goes on. 

“We need to be able to recruit the 
type of players we want,” Koenning said. 
“Obviously we're re-thinking everything 
we did last season.” 

The upside of forcing so many young- 
sters into action before their time is more 
experience down the road. Wyoming returns 
27 players who lettered for the first time last 
season. Koenning wants to establish a high 
school recruiting base (and already made 
inroads in Wyoming's traditional Colorado 
recruiting territory), but by necessity had to 
fill in heavily with junior college players in his 
first two classes. 

There were but two individual stand- 
outs a year ago and only one, sophomore 
wide receiver Ryan McGuffey, is back. Last 
year’s senior leader, linebacker Patrick 
Chukwurah was described by one NFL 
scout as motoring from the first play of 
the opener to the season finale, but he 
couldn't carry the defense by himself. 

Scheduling is a major factor working 
in Wyoming’s favor this time around. The 
Cowboys will get the opportunity to build 
some confidence with a home opener 
against Furman. There's a return date with 
Texas A&M, but at least the Aggies must 
venture to Laramie’s 7,200-foot elevation. 

“We bottomed out last year, but we 
never quit,” said Koenning. “We played a 
lot of young men before they should have 
played, but in the long run the experience 
will be a plus for us.”

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hen Dana Dimel was hired at 
Houston a year ago, he 
promised Cougars fans a wide- 


open, aggressive style on both sides of 
the ball. The one thing he asked for was a 
year. A year for him to get his system in 
place and a transition year for players who 


weren't recruited into Dimel’s style. 

That year is gone. And while the 
Cougars lost their offensive and defensive 
leaders, Houston will be an exciting, up- 
tempo team that could cause waves in 
Conference-USA. 

There were glimpses of that excite- 
ment in 2000. At times, the offense 
looked like some of Dimel’s old Wyoming 
teams. But, special team disasters and a 
defense that gave up 35 points per C-USA 
game, including 45 points in its last three 
games, led to only three wins. 

Though Houston didn't win many 
games, seeds were planted. From his 
arrival last January, Dimel opened up the 
program and welcomed Houston-area 
high school coaches. He was a regular 
speaker at clinics and turned into one of 
the most accessible coaches around. 

The effort resulted in a message being 
sent to the state’s Big 12 schools (Texas, 
Texas A&M, Texas Tech and Baylor) that 
no longer would they simply be able to 
come into Houston and pick players they 
wanted, leaving the Cougars with the left- 
overs. 

Dimel signed 28 players, 13 from the 
Houston area. He inked four junior college 
transfers who will contribute immediately. 

The one the Cougars need most to 
emerge is Nick Eddy, a 6-4, 230-pound 
quarterback. Houston lost Jason McKinley, 
a four-year starter, who started a national- 
best 41 straight games. McKinley didn’t fit 
well into Dimel’s system, but his experi- 
ence made him the leader of a struggling 
offense. Eddy has a strong arm and 
prefers to stay in the pocket. 

The Cougars need Eddy to make the 
transition quickly because there aren’t many 
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HOUSTON 


options behind him. Bubba Teague is the 
only Cougars quarterback who has thrown a 
college pass. Houston signed freshmen ~ 
Blade Bassler and Barrick Nealy, both 6-4, 
200-plus pound mobile quarterbacks. How- 
ever, Dime! wants to redshirt both. 

Until Houston establishes a quarter- 


back, experienced receivers will have to 
carry the Cougars offensively. In UH’s 
one-back set, as many as seven receivers 
are used in the rotation. Last season, Brian 
Robinson and KeyKowa Bell combined for 
134 catches and 1,612 yards, fourth best 
in the nation for a receiving tandem. The 
Cougars will put up big numbers if 
Orlando Iglesias returns from an ankle 
injury that kept him out all of 2000. He 
ranks fourth all-time on UH’s reception 
and yardage list and has caught a pass in 
32 straight games. 

Establishing a running game early is 
a necessity. Joffrey Reynolds and Leif Penn 
both started games in 2000. Reynolds is 
the better receiver, which will probably 
make him the starter. Chris Robertson is 
a Texas transfer who can play tailback or 
fullback. 

Up front, the Cougars have both 
starters (tackle Jabari Beauford and guard 
Darnerius Watson) back on the right side 
and center Al James returns.

Folks in Dallas keep waiting for SMU to 
go to the head of the stretch. Instead, these 
underachieving Ponies have remained in the 
back of the pack. Rice's Ken Hatfield is as per- 
plexed with his program as SMU's Mike 
Cavan. Some weekends, Rice makes the 
option look new again. Other Saturdays, 
it's as original as the winged T. 

“For many schools, staying healthy 
breeds success,” Hatfield said. “We lost 
a lot of people last year and it just killed 
our continuity on both sides of the foot- 
ball. You can't play hurt and expect to 
have the kind of success necessary to 
make the postseason. 

“Hawaii is a good example of that. Two 
years ago, the Warriors knocked off Oregon 
State in the Oahu Bowl.

each of his four years on the Hilltop. He 
knows he needs some breaks at quarter- 
back and on the injury front. 

And if flipping a switch and making it 
happen was that easy, Cavan would have 
done it a long time ago. But things nor- 
mally don’t change that quickly, or easily, 
at SMU. Though a lot of the Mustangs’ 
misfortunes in 2000 fall directly on him, 
Cavan operates a program under some of 
the most restrictive and selective recruit- 
ing rules in the country. Late last year, the 
administration somewhat lightened the 
restrictions that were put in place after the 
school received the NCAA’s “Death 
Penalty” 14 years ago. But, Cavan and 
staff still don’t operate from a budget or 
talent pool anywhere close to the schools 
they recruit against. 

The process makes Mustangs coaches 
be more selective and cross their fingers 
on more recruits than they would like. The 
on-field results have been a reflection of 
the antiquated policy. 

After an inspiring — and sweltering 
— win over Kansas to open on-campus 
Ford Stadium, the Mustangs lost six 
straight. Four of those losses came in Sep- 
tember making the Ponies 2-14 in Sep- 
tember under Cavan. 

In the six-game losing streak, SMU's 
biggest problem was magnified. The Mus- 
tangs don’t have enough offensive line size 
to give backs running room or defensive 
line size to have an effective pass rush. 

This season, experience up front and a 
healthy backfield should improve the 
results. Left tackle Joey Salten, left guard 
James McCarthy and right guard Thornton 
Chandler are returning starters. 

Kris Briggs was third in the WAC in 


Cavan, for the fourth straight season, tin- 
kered with his starting quarterback. He 
pulled two-year starter Josh McCown before 
the Hawaii game and replaced him with 
junior college transfer David Page. McCown 
eventually transferred; Page was moved to 
a backup; and the reigns were handed over 
to Kelan Luker, a strong-armed sophomore 
who started some as a true freshman. 

If Luker can shake off rust early, the 
Ponies can have success throwing the ball. 
Junior Chris Cunningham, also one of the 
WAC's best kick and punt returners, is 
SMuU’s most steady receiver. Johnnie Free- 
man had seven touchdown receptions last 
season. Billy Ford, who had 28 receptions 
a year ago, and Luker’s high school team- 
mate Cody Cardwell are sure-handed, pos- 
session receivers. 

Junior tight end John Hampton is 
SMU's top offensive threat. He caught 
a team-high 46 passes.

TCU rose to No. 9 in the Associated 
Press poll and became the most serious 
threat ever from a non-BCS conference. 

Then the slip up came and BCS collars 
were loosened. The Frogs, who moved 
this year for the WAC to Conference USA, 
lost on the road to San Jose State, so the 
voters had their reason to not allow TCU 
into the exclusive party. 

Despite missing out on being the first 
team from a non-BCS conference to make 
one of the big bowls, TCU received 
unprecedented national publicity. Running 
back LaDainian Tomlinson was a Heisman 
Trophy finalist and current head coach 
Gary Patterson was one of six finalists for 
the Frank Broyles Award, given to the 
nation’s top assistant. 

The closest TCU will get to equaling 
those heights in 2001 is the Frogs’ nation-

“Our coaching staff and players have got 
to get to know one another,” Patterson said. 
“We lost 26 seniors. We have to find out the 
chemistry of this team. We have won back- 
to-back conference titles and gone to three 
straight bowl games. This team is determined 
to continue that tradition.” 

For the bowl streak to reach four, 
quarterback Casey Printers will have to 
carry the offense and the Frogs will need 
to develop depth. 

The offense doesn’t have the fire- 
power of last year’s team that scored a 
school-record 410 points. Left guard Vic- 
tor Payne is the only returning offensive 
line starter. Senior Andrew Hayes-Stoker 
and sophomore Ricky Madison, the lead- 
ing contenders for Tomlinson’s tailback 
spot, have 414 combined career yards 
and three touchdowns. 

The Frogs will be solid defensively but 
won't dominate like last year.

the head coach, which should allow the 
defense to hit its stride early, especially 
against the run. Since Patterson came to 
TCU in 1998, the Frogs have held oppo- 
nents to 100 yards or fewer in 18 of 35 
games. Chad Bayer, who led the Frogs in 
tackles, is one of three senior starting line- 
backers. The unit should be helped if Ten- 
nessee transfer Devon Davis, who missed 
spring practice with a shoulder injury, 
turns out to be as good as advertised. 

Printers, a junior, simply has to be 
spectacular for the Frogs to score points. 
When he arrived two years ago, Printers 
was a running back that happened to play 
quarterback. He developed a passing game 
because of the luxury Tomlinson provided 
for two seasons. That security blanket is 
gone. The onus for moving the Frogs now 
falls on Printers getting the ball to a group 
of nine receivers that had a combined 32 
receptions last year. 

Last season, Printers was as accurate as 
any quarterback in the nation. He was 
fourth in the country in passing efficiency. 
Because of the inexperience up front, Print- 
ers may have to move around more. 

On special teams, TCU is both spec- 
tacular and suspect. Dunbar led the nation 
in kickoff returns with a 33.7-yard average 
and, for the second straight year, TCU led 
the country as a team. 

Dunbar had two returns for touch- 
downs, taking one back 95 yards in the 
season opener against Nevada and 
another for 100-yards against SMU. Junior 
punter Joey Biasatti returns after missing 
five games with a broken leg. True fresh- 
man Mike Wynn is expected to immedi- 
ately handle place-kicking duties.

ee he took over the Tulsa pro- 

gram last year. He needed to build 
a program, but he also needed to win 
immediately if the Golden Hurricane was 


going to have a chance of maintaining 
success as a Division | athletic program. 


Tulsa still finished below .500, but the 
strides Burns made and 17 returning 
starters have Golden Hurricane fans as 
excited as ever about football. 

Despite winning only five games in 
2000, the team finished with Tulsa’s best 
record since the 1991 Freedom Bowl sea- 
son. The Golden Hurricane won two WAC 
road games for the first time ever and fin- 
ished the season with two wins for the 
first time in nine years. 

Though Tulsa scored 20 points per 
game a year ago, the Golden Hurricane 
will be more explosive now that the offen- 
sive line has stability and junior quarter- 
back Josh Blankenship continues to 
mature. 

Blankenship has started since he was 
a true freshman. He was named Freshman 
of the Year, but interception problems 
plagued him the first part of his career. As 
he started to throw the ball more last sea- 
son, he became more comfortable and 
selective. Blankenship’s 2,507 yards were 
the fourth most in school history. He 
threw for over 300 yards twice (New 
Mexico State and Oklahoma State) and is 
77 yards short of 4,000 career yards. 

Blankenship’s numbers should be 
even better this year with Donald Shoals 
back. He was fourth in the nation in 
receiving yards (1,195), 10th in yards per 
game (99.6) and 11th in receptions per 
game (6.7). That was in addition to finish- 
ing 10th in the nation in punt return aver- 
age (15.6). 

Darrell Wimberly is the only other 
returning receiver that had a reception last 
season. Tight end Jarod Roach, who 
caught 22 passes last season, needs to 
have a big season. 


TULSA 


Tulsa returns three starters on the 
offensive line, but both guard positions 
need to be filled. Left tackle Kevin Shaffer is 
the leader and the only senior among the 
Golden Hurricane’s top 11 linemen. He will 
be counted on to take control of a young 
offensive line. Last year, Tulsa gave up 38 


sacks, second worst in the WAC. 

For Shoals and Blankenship to be 
effective, the running game needs to be 
better than its 2.9-yard average of a year 
ago. Ken Bohanon is a good short 
yardage back. Almost 17 carries a game is 
too many. That load needs to fall on Eric 
Richardson, who ran for 400 yards in the 
last two games and became the first Tulsa 
back since 1952 to go over 190 yards in 
consecutive games. 

The focus is on the offense because 
the defense could, again, be a problem. 
The entire secondary and three linemen 
return. But linebacker Ashon Farley, who 
averaged almost 10 tackles per game, is 
gone and size up front is a problem. 

Junior nose guard Sam Rayburn (6-3, 
290) is the only player in the defensive line 
rotation that weighs over 260 pounds. 
That could make for another long season 
for a run defense that was 103rd in the

The problems up front mean more 
action than wanted for Tulsa’s secondary, 


which plays an attacking, five-man back- 
field. In 2000, defensive backs finished as 
five of Tulsa's top eight tacklers. Because 
the secondary is also undersized — no 
starter is more than 189 pounds — that 
kind of pounding led to an overworked 
and often fatigued unit. Corner C.J. Scott 
picked off five passes last year and will 
need to be this year’s Farley. 

If the defense doesn’t gel quickly, 
Tulsa will need to make plays on special 
teams. The Golden Hurricane led the WAC 
in punt returns and returns for touch- 
downs. 

Punter Casey Lipscomb averaged less 
than 40 yards, but put over 20 percent of 
his kicks inside the 20. Kicker Chris 
Earnest tied for the team lead in scoring. 
He made 80 percent of his kicks inside 40 
yards, but only four of seven beyond.

Now comes the hard part. Gone are 14 
seniors, 10 of whom were starters. There is 
no established quarterback or running back. 
Lee Mays is the only receiver returning 
who caught a pass last year. Three new 
coaches are in the fold, including defensive 
coordinator Bob Wagner, the former 
Hawaii coach. The offense is likely to strug- 
gle early, so with seven defensive starters 
back, including two All-WAC selections, 
the defense must carry the team.

The Miners need senior tight end Joey 
Knapp to be as much a receiver as Natkin 
was last year when he led the nation’s 
tight ends with 64 catches. At 6-6, 250 
pounds, Knapp has already attracted NFL 
attention. In 2000, Knapp had 20 catches 
and tied for second in the country among 
tight ends with four touchdowns. 

Senior Wesley Phillips, son of former 
Buffalo Bills coach Wade Phillips, will get 
first shot at getting Knapp and Mays the 
ball. But Nord isn’t committed. Phillips 
has thrown only 16 passes in college. 
Freshman Jon Schaper or sophomore 
Gerred Lunnon may get the call if Phillips 
doesn’t establish himself early. 

While Phillips and the receivers get 
comfortable, UTEP’s running back rotation 
will have to be solid again. UTEP averaged 
159.3 yards rushing a year ago and Chris 
Porter, Sherman Austin and Rovann 
Cleveland, all of whom had 100-yard 
games last year, are back. 

That running game will be successful if 
Chris Kerr and Robert Clayton are able to 
take over at center and right guard 
respectively.

h, the joys of residing in the lower 
As of Division I's food chain. 

Hopes are pinned on bigger 
schools passing over certain recruits. Fin- 
gers are crossed that the ones that are 
signed will somehow suddenly blossom. 
And, most importantly for the university, 


the football team is the sacrificial lamb that 
picks up the non-conference payday games 
and drives the yearly athletic budget. 

That's the life for North Texas coach 
Darrell Dickey. He scrambles for person- 
nel. Tries to scrape up enough money for 
coaches. And he schedules with no regard 
for job security or building confidence. 
Last season, the Mean Green opened with 
four straight losses, three of which came 
to Big 12 teams. The fourth was to Las 
Vegas Bowl champion, UNLV. Since three 
of those were on the road, the Eagles col- 
lected, in order, thrashing, check and 
plane ride back to Denton. 

This season sets up to repeat last 
year’s script. North Texas opens with 
WAC co-champion TCU at home. Then, in 
consecutive weeks, the bags are packed 
for defending national champion Okla- 
homa and Arkansas. The fourth non-con- 
ference game is against Texas Tech, a 
team the Eagles beat in 1997 and 1999. 

The September Sacrifice won't do 
much for self-esteem in a North Texas 
team that must replace its all-time leading 
rusher and its biggest playmakers. The 
defensive line is experienced, but the 
Mean Green suffered significant losses in 
the secondary and at linebacker. With five 
of the Eagles’ first six games away from 
Fouts Field, including at Sun Belt Confer- 
ence favorite South Florida, the chances of 
improving on last year’s three wins will be 
difficult. 

For the Eagles to survive, pressure 
falls on a defense that returns three line- 
men and linebacker Brad Kassell, one of 
the conference's top players. Tackles Chris 
Mclver and Brandon Kennedy were both 
second-team All-Big West in 2000. End
